Chapter  5372— (No.  1.) 

AX  ACT  to  lEnact  the  General  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
Florida  and  to  Provide  for  the  Printing,  Sale  and  Dis- 
tribution Thereof  and  Making  an  Appropriation  for  the 
Compensation  of  the  Commis^oners  appointed  to  Re- 
vise the  Statutes. 


Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida : 

Section  1.  That  the  accompanying  general  revision  of 
the  public  Statutes  of  Florida  of  a  general  and  permanent 
nature,  revised  and  reported  by  the  Commissioners  under 
an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  revision  and 
consolidation  of  the  public  statutes  of  this  State,"  ap- 
proved June  3,  1903,  be,  except  as  otherwise  provided  here- 
in^ and  the  same  is  hereby  enacted  as  Statute  Law  under 
the  title  of  "The  General  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Florida/' 
Every  statute  of  a  general  and  permanent  nature  enacted 
by  the  State  of  Florida  or  by  the  territory  of  Florida  and 
every  part  of  such  statute  not  included  in  said  general 
statutes  or  recognized  and  continued  in  force  by  reference 
therein  is  hereby  repealed,  but  no  special  or  local  statute 
is  repealed  hereby,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  saving  from

Chapter  5380— (No.  9.)  1905 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  22  of  Chapter  4322  of  the 
Laws  of  Florida,  the  Same  Being  an  Act  for  the  Assess- 
ment and  Collection  of  Revenue,  Approved  June  Ist, 
1895. 

Be  it  Enacted  hp  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida : 

Section  1.  That  Section  22  of  Chapter  4322  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Legislature  of  Florida  entitled  an  Act  to  amend 
an  Act  for  the  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Revenue, 
Approved  June  1st,  1895,  be,  and  is  hereby  amended  as 
follows: — 

**Sec.  22.    That  the  assessor  shall  ascertain  by  person- 
al  inspection,  where  not  already  sufficiently  acquainted  dutTerof  as- 
tberewith,*the  value  of  the  lands  and  assess  them  at  their  sensor. 
full  cash  value  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  legal  represen- 
tative of  the  owner  or  as  "unknown,"  and  set  down  in  the 
assessment  roll  following  and  opposite  the  description  of 
the  lands  the  name  of  the  owner  or  his  or  her  legal  repre- 
sentative, and  when  the  land  has  not  been  returned  for 
assessment  on  Or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida : 


Section  1.  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars is  hereby  appropriated  annually  for  the  school  years 
beginning  July  Ist,  1905  and  July  Ist,  1906,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  and  encouraging  common  schools  of  thin 
State  which  do  not  receive  State  aid  under  the  existing 
laws  except  the  one  mill  State  school  tax.  Said  sum  shall  . 
be  apportioned  by  the  Comptroller  to  the  several  counties 
of  the  State  on  January  1st,  1906  and  January  1st,  1907, 
upon  a  basis  of  the  taxable  value  of  all  property  in  the 
counties  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Boards  of 
Trustees  of  .the  several  counties  of  the  State  to  expend 
the  amounts  received  by  their  counties  respectively  under 
Section  1  of  this  act  in  lengthening  the  terms  of  the  com- 
mon schools  throughout  their  counties  which  do  not  re- 
ceive benefit  of  State  aid  otherwise  provided,  except  the

The  Board  of  Control  shall  elect 
a  faculty  to  consist  of  a  principal  and  two  assistant  in- 
Btnictors  who  shall  have  in  charge  the  training  and  in- 
stmction  of  all  students,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  ap- 
proval of  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Board  of  Control  hereinafter  created  shall  prescribe,  and 
such  Board,  under  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  to  be 
made,  shall  have  the  power  of  removal  of  all  or  any  of  the 
faculty,  may  increase  or  diminish  the  same,  and  may  add 
such  other  departments  of  instruction  and  education  to 
finch  institution  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  deemed  ad- 
risable.  The  Colored  Normal  School  now  established  at 
Tallahassee  shall  be  such  school,  and  the  faculty  remain 
is  now  until  changed  by  said  board  but  the  State  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  power  to  change  the  location  of 
same  at  any  time  it  may  deem  it  of  benefit  or  advantrfge 
to  such  institution  or  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  cre- 
ated, and  that  one-half  of  the  Morrill  fund  coming  or 
that  may  come  to  the  State  for  the  purposes  provided  in 
such  act  is  set  apart  and  appropriated  to  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  said  school. 

Section  12.  That  there  shall  be  established,  and  there  is 
hereby  created  the  following  institutions  of  higher  educa-  arfi^  Female 
tion  in  this  State,  to-wit :    One  University  to  be  known  2tel^^  ^^^' 
as  the  University  of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  one  Female 
Seminary  to  be  known  as  The  Florida  Female  College. 

Section  13.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  Board  of 
Control  which  shall  consist  of  five  citizens  of  this  State,  Board  of 
one  from  East  Florida,  one  from  South  Florida,  one  from  appomtment 
West  Florida,  one  from  Middle  Florida  and  one  from  and  Terms. 
Middle  South  Florida,  who  shall* have  been  residents  and 
.  citizens  thereof  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  years  prior  to 
their  appointment,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grover- 
nor,  and  their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  four  years,  and

under  super- 
vision of

until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  except 
that  of  the  first  board  appointed  under  this  act  two  mem* 
bers  thereof  shall  be  appointed  for  ,the  term  of  two  years, 
and  three  members  thereof  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  thereafter  every  such  appoikt 
ment  shall  be  for  tho  term  of  four  years,  except  in  case  of 
an  appointment  to  fill  a  vacancy,  in  which  case  the  ap- 
pointment shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Gover- 
nor shall  have  power  to  remove  any  member  of  such  Board 
for  cause,  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  at  any  time 
occur  therein.  No  member  of  said  first  Board  shall  be 
appointed  from  any  county  in  whicli  any  of  the  institu- 
tions named  in  this  act  are  at  present  located,  and  no 
appointment  upon  such  Board  shall  ever  be  made  from 
any  county  in  which  any  institution  created,  established 
or  maintained  by  this  act  is  or  may  hereafter  be  located 
or  situate. 

Section  14.  That  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this 
act  the  Governor  shall  select  five  of  the  most  capable  and 
efficient  citizens  having  the  qualifications  prescribed  here- 
in, and  appoint  the  same  as  herein  provided,  to  constitute 
such  Board  of  Control,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  immedi- 
ately, after  such  appointment,  assemble  at  the  Capital  and 
there  organize  by  selecting  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man. The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  the  long  term 
members,  and  the  chairmanship  shall  exist  during  his 
term  of  office.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  chairman  as  often 
as  that  office  shall  become  vacant.  The  members  of  said 
Board  shall  be  paid  only  their  actual  expenses  while  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  in  traveling  to, 
from,  or  upon  the  same,  the  accounts  for  which  shall  be 
paid  quarterly  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  itemized 
vouchers  duly  approved  by  the  chairman  of  said  Board 
and  the  Comptroller  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  dis- 
bursement of  funds. 

Sectijn  15.  Said  Board  of  Control,  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided, shall  act  in  conjunction  with,  but  at  all  times  un- 
der and  subject  to  the  control  and  supervision  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

Section  16.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the 'appoint- 
ment and  oi^anization  of  the  Board  of  Control,  the  Gov- 
ernor, as  President  of    the  State  Board  of    Education, 
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shall  cause  a  meeting  of  both  of  said  boards  to  be  held 
in  joint  session  at  the  Capital,  and  at  said  meeting  shall  pi^gt  joint 
determine  the  place  of  location  of  the  University  of  the  meetingr  of 
State  oi  Florida  ana  of  The  Florida  Female  College  hereby  uolf^of  }few" 
created  and  established,  and  prescribe  the  general  rules  institutions. 
and  regulations  for  the  conduct  and  governance  of  the 
same  and  the  proper  management  thereof,  as  well  as  ot 
the  other  institutions,  to-wit :  The  Colored  Normal  School 
and  The  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  hereto- 
fore created,  and  determine  as  to  any  change  in  location 
of  either  of  said  last  mentioned  institutions  that  may  be 
necessary  or  required,  and  shall  do  every  other  matter  or 
thing  at  that  or  some  subsequent  meeting  as  shall  be  nec- 
essary and  requisite  to  fully  carry  into  effect  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act. 

Section  17.  In  determining  the  location  of  the  Univer-  location  of 
sity  of  the  State  of  Florida  created  and  established  by  new  institu- 
this  act,  the  said  boards  in  joint  meeting  assembled  shall  ^*°"^* 
take  into  consideration  the  lands,  property,  buildings  and 
situation  of  the  respective  institutions  named  in  and 
abolished  by  this  act,  having  regard  to  the  permanent  lo- 
cation of  such  an  institution  at  some  central  point  in 
the  State,  both  geographically  and  as  to  population,  as 
well  as  to  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the  same  as  pre- 
scribed in  this  act  and  the  powers  given  thereunder,  and 
the  funds  and  means  at  their  command,  or  which  may 
naturally  come  to  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  such  purposes,  and  may,  if  advisable,  after 
careful  consideration,  appropriate  either  temporarily  or 
permanently,  the  location,  lands,  buildings,  property  and 
effects  of  any  one  of  said  vacated  and  abolished  institu- 
tions for  such  purpose.  Said  Boards  being  hereby  vested 
with  an  absolute  discretion  and  power  in  the  matter  of 
location  and  situs  of  this  said  institution.  That  in  the 
location  of  The  Florida  Female  College  hereby  created, 
«aid  Boards  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  lo- 
cate and  fix  the  same  (after  they  shall  have  located  the 
said  University)  at  one  of  the  places  occupied  by  any  one 
of  the  said  abolished  institutions  under  this  act,  having 
especial  regard  for  the  character  and  condition  of  the 
grounds,  buildings  and  structures  thereon  of  such  abol- 
ished institution  as  they  may  select;  its  location  as  to 
health  and  accessibility,  and  its  adaptability  to  the  par- 
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ticular  needs  of  Buch  an  institution.  Said  BoSirds  are 
hereby  further  authorized,  directed  and  empowered  to 
change  the  location  of  the  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf 
and  Dumb  heretofore  created  if  they  shall  deem  such 
changes  of  location  wise  and  expedient,  and  after  they 
have  selected  and  located  the  said  University  of  the  State 
of  Florida,  and  the  said  Florida  Female  College;  in  case 
they  shall  determine  to  change  the  location  of  the  Insti- 
tute for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  they  shall  change  the 
same  to  and  locate  the  same  at  one  of  the  places  now  oc- 
cupied by  some  one  of  the  said  abolished*  institutions 
which  they  shall  select  for  such  purpose  not  already  se* 
lected  by  them  for  the  purposes  herein  provided,  havingp 
due  regard  for  the  necessity  and  requirements  of  the 
same,  its  situation  and  accessibility,  and  its  adaptability 
to  the  purposes  of  such  institution,  and  in  selecting  said 
location  shall  have  due  regard  and  make  provisions  for 
the  complete  separation,  but  with  equal  consistent  accom- 
modation and  within  reach  and  under  the  control  of  the 
same  corps  of  oflScers,  teachers  and  managers,  of  the 
white  and  colored  inmates  of  the  same  so  that  there  will 
be  no  admixture  or  association  of  the  races.  That  upon 
the  selection  of  any  of  the  locations,  lands,  buildings,  or 
structures  by  the  said  boards  of  any  of  the  said  abolished 
institutions  for  the  location  of  the  said  University  of  the 
State  of  Florida,  Florida  Female  College  or  the  institute 
for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  such  lands,  buildings^ 
structures,  property  and  assets  of  such  abolished  institu- 
tions, or  so  miich  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  so  selected 
for  said  respective  University,  Female  College  or  Insti- 
tute, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  and  set 
apart  to  and  for  the  use  of  such  respective  institutions. 

Sectioa  18.  That  the  property  and  assets  of  each  and 
every  of  the  said  institutions  abolished  by  this  act  which 
shall  not  be  selected  by  the  said  Boards  as  a  location  for 
the  said  University,  College  or  Institute,  shall  be  sold  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  State 
Board  of  Education  shall  be  deemed  best,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the 
establishment,  support. and  maintenance  of  the  said  Uni- 
versity, College  and  Institute,  and  support  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  Colored  Normal  School ;  Provided,  That  if  the 
said  Boards,  in  their  discretion,  shall  select  some  place  or 
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places  other  than  Lake  City,  in  the  County  of  Columbia,  1905 
Tallahassee,  in  the  County  of  Leon,  or  Gainesville,  in  the 
County  of  Alachua,  for  the  location  of  the  said  Univer- 
sity, College,  or  Institute,  then  in  such  case  the  said 
Boards  shall  have  an  accounting  with  the  City  of  Talla- 
hassee, if  the  said  abolished  institution  at  Tallahassee 
is  not  selected  for  one  of  the  said  institutions,  and 
if  it  shall  appear  that  said  abolished  institution  at  Talla- 
hassee shall  be  possessed  of  any  property,  funds  or  en- 
dowments belonging  thereto  and  not  the  property  of  the 
State  and  the  said  City  of  Tallahassee  has  paid  to  the 
State  or  said  institution  the  two  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
nom  provided  to  be  paid  in  and  by  Section  325  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Florida,  that  in  such 
case  the  said  State  Board  of  Education  shall  refund  to 
the  said  City  of  Tallahassee  such  proportion  of  said 
moneys,  funds  or  endowments  belonging  to  the  said  abol- 
ished institution  and  not  the  property  of  the  State,  or 
if  it  shall  be  found  on  said  accounting  that  the  s&id  City 
of  Tallahassee  has  not  made  the  payments  required  by  the 
said  Section  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
Florida,  then  the  said  State  Board  shall  refund  so  much 
of  said  funds  or  property  of  said  abolished  institution 
coming  to  said  Board  as  the  assets  of  the  said  abolished 
institution,  less  the  amount  due  or  owing  by  said  city  un- 
der the  provisions  of  said  section.  And  in  case  the  said 
city  of  Gainesville  shall  not  be  selected  by  said  Boards 
as  one  of  the  places  for  the  location  of  one  of  said  insti- 
tutions, then  the  said  Board  of  Education  shall  refund  to 
the  said  City  of  Gainesville  out  of  the  assets  and  property 
of  the  abolished  institution  located  at  such  place,  so 
much  of  the  lands  inA  property  of  the  same,  or  its  equiva- 
lent at  its  then  value,  as  was  donated  to  the  said  State 
by  the  said  City  of  Gainesville;  and  if  the  said  boards 
shall  not  select  fhe  abolished  institution  located  at  Lake 
City  as  one  of  the  places  for  the  location  for  one  of  the 
said  institutions,  then  the  said  State  Board  of  Education, 
out  of  the  assets  and  property  coming  to  it  from  the  said 
abolished  institution  at  that  place,  shall  refund  to  the 
said  city  of  Lake  City  the  fifteen  thousand  dollars  and  the 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  donated  by  Lake  City  to  the 
said  institution  upon  its  establishment  at  that  place,  and 
in  case  the  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  is  re- 
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moved  from  its  present  location  then  its  assets  and  prop- 
erty shall  be  used  or  the  proceeds  thereof  for  its  re-loca- 
tion, establishment  and  maintenance  with  puch  other 
funds  as  may  be  required,  Provided,  That  of  the  build- 
ings, property  or  assets  of  any  abolished  institution  which 
may  not  be  used,  appropriated  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
under  this  act,  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  State 
Board  of  Control,  :n  joint  session,  may,  in  their  discre- 
tion, if  they  shall  deem  the  same  advisable  and  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  State,  set  apart  and  appropriate  the 
same,  or  any  portion  thereof  to  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  the  same  may  be  located  for  the  purposes  of  Public 
High  Schools  in  silch  county  or  counties  under  such  re- 
strictions and  terms,  or  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem 
proper  and  just. 

Section  19.  The  Board  of  Control  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion over  and  complete  management  and  control  of  all  the 
said  several  institutions  and  each  and  every  of  them,  to- 
wit :  The  University  of  the  State  of  Florida,  The  Florida 
Female  College,  the  Colored  Normal  School,  and  The  In- 
stitution for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  is  hereby 
invested  with  full  power  and  authority  to  make  all  rules 
and  regulations  necessary  for  their  goverance  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  general  rules  and  regulations  made  or 
which  may  be  made  at  any  joint  meeting  of  the  said  Board 
with  the  State  Board  of  Education.  To  appoint  all  the 
managers,  faculty,  teachers,  servants  and  employees,  and 
to  remove  the  same  as  in  their  judgment  and  discretion 
may  be  best ;  fix  their  compensation  and  provide  for  their 
payment.  To  have  full  management,  possession  and  con- 
trol of  each  and  every  of  the  said  institutions  and  every 
department  thereof,  and  the  lands,  buildings,  structures 
and  property  belonging  thereto.*  To  provide  for  the 
course  of  instructions  and  the  different  branches  and 
grades  to  be  kept  and  maintained  thereat,  and  to  alter 
and  change  the  same.  To  visit  and  inspect  the  said  in- 
stitutions and  each  and  every  department,  and  to  provide 
for  the  proper  keeping  of  accounts,  registers  and  records 
thereof.  To  make  and  prepare  all  necessary  budgets  of 
expenditures  for  the  enlargement,  proper  furnishing, 
.  maintenance,  support  and  conduct  of  the  same.  To  audit 
and  approve  all  the  accounts  and  expenditures,  supervise 
the  employment  and  removal  of  all  teachers  and  instruc-

tors;  select  and  purchase  all  property,  furniture,  flxt-  19C5 
ures,  paraphernalia  necessary  for  the  same  from  time  to 
time;  to  build,  construct,  change,  enlarge^  repair  and  main- 
tain any  and  all  the  buildings  or  structures  now  in  exis- 
tence, or  that  may  hereafter  be  necessary  for  each  and 
every  of  said  institutions  created  and  maintained  by  this 
act;  to  purchase  and  acquire  all  lands  and  property  nec- 
essary for  same  of  every  nature  and  description  whatso- 
ever; and  to  care  for  and  maintain  the  same,  and  to  do 
and  perform  every  other  matter  or  thing  requisite  to  the 
proper  management,  maintenance,  support  and  control  of 
each  and  every  of  the  said  institutions  necessary  or  requi-  ^ 
site  to  carry  out  fully  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  for 
raising  to  and  maintaining  them  at  the  proper  efficiency 
and  standard  as  required  in  and  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  but  at  all  times  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Section  20.  That  Section  270  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  State  of  Florida  be  and  the  same  is  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

Section    270.     BOARD  OF    MANAGERS.— That    the 
State  Board  of  Education  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
vested  with  the  title  to  all  the  assets  and  property  of  Bifnd^^DelT 
the  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  that  it  is  now  and"  Dumb— 
or  may  hereafter  become  entitled  to,  but  the  control,  pos-  ^^^^^^"^^^^ 
session  and  management  thereof  and  of  the  said  Institute 
and  each  and  every  department  thereof  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  vested  in  the  Board  of  Control  according  to  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  act  except  as  may  be  herein 
otherwise  provided.. 

That  Section  271  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  Stato 
of  Florida  providing  for  the  present  location  of  the  said 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  at  St.  Augustine 
be  and  the  samc^  is  hereby  repealed. 

That  the  powers  provided  for  in  Sections  275  and  276 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Florida  vesting  the 
same  in  the  i^id  State  Board  of  Education  as  Trustees 
of  the  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  hereby 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Control  as  provided  in  this  act, 
and  so  much  of  said  sections  as  vests  in  the  State  Board 
of  Education  the  management  and  control  of  the  said 
Institute  are  hereby  repealed. 
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1906  That  Section  277  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State 

of  Florida  providing  for  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

That  the  Board  of  Control  provided  in  this  act  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  duties  in  regard  to  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and 
Dumb  located  in  this  State  as  is  provided  for  in  Chapter 
3,  Part  One,  Title  Five,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  fhe 
State  of  Florida  and  Chapter  5209  of  the  Laws  of  Florida, 
the  same  being  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the 
0  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  blind,  deaf  and 
dumb  of  the  State  of  Florida,  approved  June  4,  1903. 

That  the' Trustees  created  and  appointed  by  said  last 
mentioned  act  are  hereby  abolished,  and  that  wherever 
the  words  "Board  of  Trustees''  appear  in  said  act  they  be 
stricken  out,  and  whatever  powers  and  duties  in  and  by 
the  said  act  are  given  to  such  Board  of  Trustees  that  such 
powers  and  duties  are  hereby  vested  in  and  shall  be  ex- 
ercised b>  the  said  Board  of  Control.  That  said  Trustees 
and  all  persons  or  officers  vested  with  title  or  possession 
to  any  of  its  property  do  immediately  convey  the  same 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education.  That  Section  2  of  said 
act,  the  same  being  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for 
the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  Blind,  Deaf 
and  Dumb  of  the  State  of  Florida,  be  and  the  sa^me  is  here- 
by repealed. 

Section  21.  The  University  of  the  State  of  Florida  shall 
state  uni-      have  and  contain  the  following  departments  and  such 
partments^of  Other  departments  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determin- 
ed upon  and  added  at  any  joint  meeting  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  with  the  said  Board  of  Control,  to- 
wit: 

A  Department  of  Agriculture,  Mechanical  and  Indus- 
trial Arts; 

A  Scientific  and  Classical  Department; 

A  Normal  Department  for  the  training  and  instruction 
of  White  Teachers.  It  being  intended  that  the  design  and 
scope  of  this  institute  shall  be  to  teach  such  branches 
of  learning  as  are  related  to  Agriculture  and  the  Mechan- 
ical and  Industrial  Arts,  Scientific  and  Classical  studies 
and  instructions  in  all  the  various  higher  branches  of  ed- 
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ocation;  the  fundamental  laws  and  in  what  regards  the         1806 

rights  and  duties  of  citizens,  and  shall  include  military   .  .4,,^.^\ . 

tactics  if  the  said  joint  Boards  deem  the  same  requisite 
and  proper. 

That  all  Summer  Schools  now  or  that  may  be  hereafter 
provided  for  shall  be  taught,  had  and  held  in  and  at  the 
University  of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol shall  make  such  necessary  provisions  therefor  as  shall 
be  requisite  and  necessary;  Provided,  That  whenever  a 
normal  department .  shall  be  established  at  the  Female 
College  a  branch  of  such  summer  school  may  be  there  lo- 
cated if  deemed  advisable,  and  the  boards  may  establish 
snmmer  schools  for  colored  teachers  at  the  colored  nor- 
mal school  whenever  it  shall  deem  the  same  necessary. 

Section  22.  The  design  of  the  Florida  Female  College 
shall  be  to  teach  and  instruct  in  all  the  higher  branches  Female  coi- 
of  educa'tion,  and  in  all  the  useful  arts  and  sciences  that  aton^o  and 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  be  taught  in  like  in-  J[??Jction/"' 
stitutlons,  and  as  may  be  deemed  requisite  and  necessary 
from  time  to  time  by  the  joint  Boards  herein  provided  for 
its  governance  and  control. 

None  but  female  white  students  shall  be  admitted  to 
this  institution,  and  no  student  shall  be  admitted  therein 
unless  and  until  she  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination in  some  High  School  of  this  or  some  other 
State  having  a  like  standing  and  through  or  beyond  the 
tenth  grade  as  now  established  for  the  High  Schools  in 
this  State,  or  such  other  grade  not  lower  than  the  tenth 
grade  as  may  be  hereafter  established,  and  no  student 
from  any  other  State  shall  be  admitted  to  such  institu- 
tion, except  by  the  consent  and  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
State  Board  of  Control. 

That  the.  State  Board  of  Education  jointly  with  the 
Board  of  Control  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
at  any  time  it  may  deem  the  same  requisite  or  necessary, 
to  establish  and  maintain  a  Normal  Department  for  the 
instruction  of  white  female  teachers  in  the  Florida  Fe- 
male College,  and  when  established  the  same  shall  be  un- 
der the  charge  and  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Control, 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  in  relation  thereto  as  pro- 
vided herein,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it 
shall  prescribe. 
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Section  23.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  State  of  Florida  who  has  not  passed  a  satis- 
factory examinatio'i  at  some  High  School  and  through 
the  twelfth  grade  as  now  established,  or  some  other  insti- 
tution of  learning  having  an  equivalent  of  instruction  to 
the  twelfth  grade.  The  State  Board  of  Control  may 
change  the  grade  at  any  time  they  may  see  fit  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  such  entrance.  No  person  shall  be  admitted 
to  said  University  except  white  male  students  having  the 
prerequisite  qualifications  to  which  the  said  Board  of 
Control  may  add  others  in  their  judgment  and  discretion, 
except  to  the  Normal  Department  thereof  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  education  of  teachers;  when  both  male  and  fc- 
male  students  may  be  admitted  to  that  Department. 

Section  24.  In  case  of  the  admission  of  students  to 
either  the  said  University  or  College  from  other  states, 
the  same  may  be  admitted  by  and  with  the  consent  and 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Control  upon  such 
terms  as  to  tuition,  board,  etc.,  as  the  said  Board  may 
from  time  to  time  establish. 

The  several  departments  of  the  said  College  and  of  the 
said  University  shall  be  open  to  applicants  for  admission 
who  are  citizens  of  this  State  at  the  lowest  rate  and  ex- 
pense consistent  with  the  welfare  and  eflSciency  of  the  re- 
spective institutions,  and  as  may  be  established  from  time 
to  time  by  the  said  Board.  Each  county  shall  have  the  right 
to  send  one  student  annually,  or  so  often  as  vacancies  may 
occur  to  each  of  the  said  institutions  and  normal  depart- 
ment, such  students  to  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Instructions  of  the  several  counties  possessing  the  quali- 
fications required  for  admission  thereto,  and  such  stu- 
dents so  selected  shall  be  received  into  said  respective  in- 
stitutions and  entitled  to  receive  the  benefits  of  a  full 
course  of  instruction  at  either  said  College  or  University, 
or  Normal  Department,  or  other  institution  aforesaid, 
without  any  charge  for  instruction,  but  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  the  said 
Board  for  the  governance  and  direction  of  the  same,  and 
the  Board  may  make  such  requisite  as  to  previous  instruc- 
tion for  entries  into  the  Normal  Departments  as  it  shall 
deem  best. 

Section  25.  The  joint  boards,  as  soon  as  they  shall  have 
located  the  said  University,  College  and  Institute  for  the 
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Blind^  Deaf  and  Dumb  as  herein  provided,  shall  take  and         1905 
appropriate  from  the  different  libraries  and  laboratories  Ln,,^^^^ 
of  the  several  aboHshed  institutions  so  much  of  said  lit-  parapheriia- 
erature  and  paraphernalia  and  apparatus  as  may  be  nee-  StS^*^^' 
essary  to  thoroughly  equip  the  four  said  respective  insti- 
tutions, and  the  balance,  if  any  remains,  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for  the  disposal  of  other  prop- 
erty not  used. 

Section  2G.  That  all  the  bonds,  moneys,  properties  and 
assets  belonging  to  the  University  of  Florida,  abolished  SSSSSa  ^ 
by  this  act,  or  held  in  any  way  or  manner  for  its  benefit,  university  of 
or  which  it  might  or  could  be  entitled  to,  are  directed  to  ^^''**- 
and  hereby  set  apart  and  appropriate  exclusively  to  the 
establishment,  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Universitj 
«  transferred  and  conveyed  under  the  provisions  hen5H>* 
of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  all  and  singular  the  rents, 
revenues,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  and  the  Florida  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  established  as  a  department 
of  the  University  of  Florida,  shall  be  and  remain  a  De- 
partment of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Florida,  to- 
gether with  all  the  rents,  benefits,  donations  and  emolu- 
ments that  may  accrue  therefrom,  or  under  the  act  of 
CoDgress  commonly  known  as  "the  Hatch"  Act,  or  under 
the  act  of  Congress  commonly  known  as  the  "Morrill  Act" 
in  so  far  as  the  same  or  so  much  thereof  can  be  used  and 
appropriated  for  the  benefits  of  said  institution  by  the 
provisions  of  said  acts,  and  that  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 286  and  290,  Revised  Statutes  of.  Florida,  are  made 
applicable  hereto  in  su  far  as  the  same  are  or  can  be  made 
effective,  and  all  estate,  right,  property,  claim,  emolu- 
ment and  the  rents  and  issues  thereof  or  any  substitu- 
tions thereof,  and  all  claims  and  demands  arising  or  that 
may  or  can  arise  thereunder  or  any  act  of  Congress  in 
that  regard  are  hereby  preserved,  maintained  and  trans- 
fered  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Sect'on  27.  The  bonds,  property,  assets  and  effects  of 
every  nature  and  description  whatsoever,  including  all  j^StuSb^  ^ 
the  donations  belonging  or  donated  to  the  West  Florida  state  coi- 
Seminary      or      the      Florida      State      College,      its    **^ 
successor,     and     the     rents,     revenues,     issues     and 
profits        thereof,       provided       the       said       Female 
College      shall      be      located      by      the      said      joint 
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Boards  at  Tallahassee,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated and  set  apart  for  the  establishment,  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  said  Female  Ck)llege.  In  case  the  said 
Florida  Female  College  shall  not  be  located  at  Tallahas- 
see, then  so  much  ot  the  said  funds  and  property  of  the 
said  abolished  Florida  State  College  a«  shall,  after  set- 
tlement with  the  ci^y  of  Tallahassee,  belong  to  it  and  that 
shall  come  to  the  hands  of  the  said  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion ahall  be  set  apart,  together  with  such  other  funds  as 
they  shall  deem  best  to  appropriate  for  such  purpose  out 
of  any  moneys  that  may  come  to  the  hands  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  applicable  thereto  for  the  establish- 
ment, maintenance  and  support  of  the  said  Florida  Fe- 
male College. 

Section. 28.  All  other  funds,  appropriations  and  prop- 
erty of  every  natuni  and  description  which  may  come  to 
the  State  of  Florida  or  the  hands  or  control  of  the  State

The  bum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  uons^Sy  *' 
appropriated,  in  addition  to  the  funds  already  disposed  of  |J2;J5j°' 
in  and  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  that  may  be  in  or 
come  to  the  hands  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for  the  purposes  herein,  for  the 
establishment,  maintenance  and  support  of  the  said  four 
institutions  hereby  created  and  maintained  by  this  act, 
to-wit; 

For  the  establishment,  maintenance  and  support  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  Florida;  for  the  establishment, 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  Florida  Female  College; 
for  the  enlargement,  location,  maintenance  and  support 
of  the  Blind,  Deaf  csnd  Dumb  Institute,  and  for  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  Colored  Normal  School, 
which  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  to  be  expended 
and  disposed  of  upon  vouchers  as  provided  for  herein  by 
the  Board  of  Control  in  such  proportion  to  each  of  the 
Baid  respective  institutions  as  in  the  judgment  and  discre- 
tion of  the  said  Boards  may  seem  best,  and  the  Legisla- 
ture shall,  at  each  session,  make  the  like  or  some  reasona- 
ble and  suflBcient  appropriation  for  the  continuance, 
maintenance  and  support  of  such  institutions.

of  the  State  of  Florida  annually  the  sum  of  two  thousand

visions  of  said  act. 
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The  said  sum  of  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  six- 
teen dollars  required  therefor  shall  be  included  in  each 
appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  benefit  of 
the  said  fund  required  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July 
2,  1862,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Florida 
shall  set  apart  said  amount  upon  the  order  of  the  said 
Board  according  to  the  provisions  of  such  act. 

Section  82.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Florida  shall 
receive  and  pay  out  all  moneys  and  funds  provided  for  in 
this  act,  or  which  shall  come  to  the  hands  or  control  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education  in  any  way  or  manner  for 
the  purposes  thereof,  and  he  shall  keep  all  said  moneys 
so  received  in  a  separate  fund,  and  classify  the  same  as 
provided  herein,  or  by  any  law  of  the  United  States  re- 
lating to  any  iwrtion  thereof,  of  which  he  shall  render 
an  annual  report  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Florida, 
showing  in  detail  the  amounts  received  and  from  what 
funds  and  sources,  and  expenditures,  when  paid  and  to 
whom,  and  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  out  by  him  except 
upon  a  warrant  drawn  by  the  Comptroller  upon  the  funds 
in  his  hands,  a  duplicate  voucher  from  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol showing  the  purposes  of  such  expenditures,  which 
be  filed  with  him. 

Section  33.  The  Board  of  Control  shall  pay  any  and 
all  items  of  indebtedness  of  the  institutions  abolished  un- 
der this  act  after  the  same  shall  been  vouchered, 
audited  and  approved  as  hereinbefore  provided,  by  draw- 
ing their  voucher  therefor  in  duplicate  and  transmitting 
the  same  to  the  Comptroller  to  be  approved  by  him,  and 
voucher  shall  bear  the  approval  of  said  Comptroller,  shall 
the  said  Comptroller  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  State 
Treasurer  who  shall  pay  the  same  in  the  modes  and  man- 
ner as  provided  in  Section  34  of  this  act,  out  of  any  funds 
in  his  hands  available  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  34.  No  moneys  shall  be  expended  for  and  on

That  the  institutions  and  the  trustees,  man- 
agers and  officers  thereof  abolished,  transferred  or  chang- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  remain  and  hold  ^oHs^  in- 
their  respective  oflSces  and  positions  until  after  the  Board  fenure^and' 
of  Control  provided  in  this  act  has  been  appointed  and  duties. 
organized  and  shall  have  taken  possession  of  the  same 
and  assumed  the  powers  and  duties  thereof,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  directed,  authorized  and  empowered,  that  as

That  the  said  Board  of  Control  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  provide  a  system  and 
course  ol  written  examinations  by  question  and  answers 
for  all  the  public  high  schools  in  the  State,  and  that  no 
pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  said  high  schools  or  be  ad- 
vanced to  any  successive  grade  therein,  or  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  any  institution  created  or  maintained  in 
and  by  this  act  until  such  examinations  have  been  had 
according  to  such  procedure,  nnd  the  result  of  said  ex- 
aminations shall  ha>e  been  approved  by  the  said  Board 
of  Control  in  each  instance  auJ  a  certilicale  of  such  ad- 
mission or  advancement  by  the  suid  Board  of  Control, 
and  the  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  alter  and  change 
these  rules  and  regulations  from  time  to  time  where  it 
shall  be  deemed  necessary,  and  shall  provide  all  the  nec- 
essary blanks  and  distribute  the  same  for  such  purpose. 

That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion is  hereby  directed  and  it  is  made  his  duty  to  make  an 
inspection  of  each  and  every  of  the  institutions  created 
and  maintained  by  this  act  oilce  in  each  month  and  to 
make  i-eport  thereof  in  writing  to  the  Governor  and  a 
duplicate  annual  report  embodying  the  results  of  his 
monthly  reports,  one  to  the  Governor  and  one  to  be  filed 
with  the  Comptroller. 
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Section  40.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict         l9o5

AN  ACT  Requiring  Teachers'  Summer  Training  Schools 
and  Making  Appropriations  Therefor.  Whereas, 
The  Value  of  the  Public  School  System  is  Measured 
by  the  Character  of  the  Teachers  Employed ;  and  Where- 
as, Teachers'  Summer  Training  Schools  Are  Recog- 
nized as  Among  the  Most  Potent  Means  of  Improving 
Teachers,  and  as  Being  the  Form  of  Normal  Instruc- 
tion Which  Reaches  the  Largest  Number  of  Teachers 
and  Hence  Whose  Benefits  are  Most  Widespread ;  and 
Whereas,  The  Donation  of  Aid  From  the  Peabody 
Fund  WTiich  in  the  Past  Has  Been  so  Liberally  Granted 
Each  Year  by  the  Lamented  Dr.  J.  L.  M.  Curry,  Will 
Doubtless  be  Continued  With  Equal  Liberality  by  the 
Present  Management  of  Said  Fund,  Provided  the  Leg- 
islature Will  Show  its  Appreciation  Thereof  by  the  Ap- 
propriation of  a  Larger  Sum";     Therefore: 

Be  it  Enacted  hp  tJie  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida : 

Section  1.    That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
for  the  year  1905,  and  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the 
year  1906,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and

Training  School  within  the  purview  of  this  Act,  or  under  proviso, 
its  operation  shall  be  conducted  in  any  county  in  this 
State  Tfherein  there  is  a  college,  seminary,  normal  school 
or  other  educational  institution,  supported  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  State  aid  or  appropriation. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
warrants  upon  the  requisition  of  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Treasury, 
not  othei-wise  appropriated  in  Section  one  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  to  submit  a  report  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Assembly  showing  the  number  and  location  of  schools 
conducted  by  means  of  this  appropriation,  the  number  of 
teachers  attending  each  by  race  and  sex,  the  conductors 
of  each  school,  with  the  number  of  dsLys'  service  rendered 
by  each,  and  the  amount  paid  each;  and  submit  vouchers 
for  every  dollar  paid  out  from  this  fund. 

Sec.  4.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Section  1.  That  Section  3,  of  Chapter  4196,  Laws  of 
Florida,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  Any  public  school  in  the  coiinty  failing  to  com- 
plete its  public  term  before  the  termination  of  the  school 
year,  shaH,  if  such  lost  time  of  such  term,  be  not  made  up 
within  the  next  school  year  thereafter,  forfeit  the  propor- 
tion of  its  financial  apportionment  not  used  by  neglecting 
or  failing  to  maintain  a  school  for  the  full  term  of 
school  in  that  county,  and  in  that  case  all  moneys  so 
forfeited  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  schools 
of  the  county  at  the  next  annual  apportionment. 

Sec.  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  Empowering  County  Boards  of  Public  Inatruc- 
tion  and  Trustees  of  Special  Tax  School  Districts  to 
Establish  Kindergartens  Under  Certain  Conditions. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Btate  of  Florida : 

Section  1.    That  any  county  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion or  Board  of  Trustees  of  any  Special  Tax  School  Dis- 
trict is  hereby  empowered  to  establish  and  maintain  kin-  ing'kinder- 
dergartens  in  communities  guaranteeing  the  attendance  ^''*®'^^- 
of  twenty-five  (25)  kindergarten  pupils. 

Sec.   2.     That  every   kindergarten   established   under 
this  act  shall  be  a  part  of  the  public  school  taught  in  the  p^^^.^  ^^  ^^^^ 
lame  community,  and  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  iic  school.

make  an  assault  upon  any  person  lawfully  therein,  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison  for  life 
or  for  such  term  of  years  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
court.

The  sheriff  shall  feed  and  attend  to  said  blood 
hounds  so  as  to  keep  them  in  good  condition  and  shall 
train  tbem  for  effective  use  in  the  pursuit  of  criminals 
and  shall  exercise  them  at  lea^t  once  a  week. 

Section  3.  An  act  entitled  an  act  authorizing  the  coun- 
ty commissioners  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State  of 
Florida  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  blood  hounds  and 
for  places  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  same  for  the  use  of 
sheriffs  of  such  counties,  approved  May  22,  1901  is  hereby 
repealed.

Be  it  enacted  ly  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida  -. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals  or  the  agent  or  ^/f^,e"  ^^ 
agents  of  said  owners  to  enter  the  pasture  of  another  for  enter  thJ"^ 
the  sole  purpose,  of  seeking  and  recovering  any  cattle  oi  anolher  and 
other  domestic  animals  that  may  have  strayed  or  broker?  S^'stodt^ 
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into,  or  which  may  have  been  driven  into  such  inclosure 
inadvertently  or  otherwise  and  to  drive  from  such  inclos- 
ure any  cattle  or  other  domestic  animals,  belonging  ta 
such  owners  or  under  the  control  of  such  agent  or  agents 
BO  -entering. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners  of  any  cattle 
or  other  domestic  animals  or  their  agent  or  agents,  desir-

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida 

Section  1.  That  Section  2642  of  the  Revised  Statute! 
of  Florida  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  2642.  Commitment. — Rogues  and  vagabonds, 
idle  or  dissolute  persons  who  'go  about  begging,  common 
gamblers,  persons  who  use  juggling  or  unlawful  games 
or  plays,  common  pipers  and  fiddlers,  common  drunkards, 
common  nightwalkers,  thieves,  pilferers,  traders  in  stolen 
property,  lewd,  wanton  and  lascivious  persons  in  speech 
or  behavior,  keepers  of  gambling  places,  common  railers 
and  brawlers,  persons  who  n^lect  their  calling  or  em- 
ployment and  misspend  what  they  earn,  and  do  not  pro- 
vide for  themselves  or  for  the  support  of  their  families, 
persons  wandering  from  place  to  place  able  to  work  and 
who  are  without  means,  and  who  neglect  to  earn  their 
support  and  live  by  pilfering  or  begging,  idle  and  disor* 
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derly  persons  including  therein  those  who  neglect  all  law- 
fnl  business  and  habitually  misspend  their  time  by  fre- 
quenting houses  of  ill  fame^  gaming  houses  or  tippling 
shops,  persons  able  to  work  but  who  are  habitually  idle 
and  live  upon  the  earnings  of  their  wives  or  minor  chil- 
dren, and  all  able  bodied  male  persons  over  eighteen  years 
of  age  who  are  without  means  of  support,  and  whose  pa- 
irents  or  guardians  are  unable  to. support  them,  and  who 
are  not  usually  in  attendance  upon  some  school  or  educa- 
tional establishment,  but  who  live  in  habitual  idleness, 
are  declared  to  be  vagrants,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  subject  to  the  penalty  provided  in  Section  2643. 

Sec.  2.    That  Section  2643  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Florida  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  2643.— Arrest  Without  Written  Warrant.— 
Upon  proper  information  made  upon  .oath  before  an  offi 
cer  authorized  lu  act  in  such  cases  he  shall  issue  his 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  any  person  therein  named  or 
described  who  is  charged  therein  with  being  a  vagrant 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  Sectipn,  and 
such  warrant  shall  be  executed  by  any  Sheriff,  constable, 
policeman,  qr  by  a  private  person  duly  authorized  thereto 
by  the  officer  issuing  such  warrant.  But  any  Sheriff,  con- 
stable, policeman  or  other  lawful  officer  may  arrest  any 
vagrant  described  in  the  foregoing  Section,  without  a  war- 
rant in  case  the  delay  in  procuring  one  would  probably 
enable  such  alleged  vagrant  to  escape  arrest.  Any  peraon 
BO  arrested  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  or  without  a  warrant 
shall  be  given  a  speedy  trial,  and  upon  conviction  shall  l)e 
fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  by 
iroprisonment  not  more  than  six  months.

That  every  street  car  company  or  person  oper 
ating  a  street  car  line  in  this  State  shall  make  provision, 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  separation  of  white  passen- 
gers from  negro  passengers  by  separate  cars,  or  fixed  di- 
visions,  or  movable  screens,  or  other  method  of  division  in 
the  cars  of  such  lines.  A  failure  or  refusal  bv  nuct  com 
pany  or  person  to  make  such  provision,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  there- 
of, it  or  he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  fifty 
(150.00)  dollars  for  each  offense.  Each  day  of  sfuch  fail- 
ure or  refusal  after  July  Ist,  1905,  shall  constitute  a  sep 
trate  offence.

That  any  passenger  wilfully  occupying  any  dif 
or  division  of  car  other  than  that  to  which  he  has  been  .%» 
signed^  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished 
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by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  thirty  days.  Conductors  and 
all  other  employes  in  charge  of  such  cars  or  divisions  of 
cars  are  hereby  clothed  with  'the  power  to  eject  from  the 
car  or  cars  any  passenger  who  refuses  to  occupy  such  car 
or  division  to  which  he  may  be  assigned. 

If  any  employe  having  charge  of  any  such  car 
shall  permit  white  and  colored  passenigers  to  occupy  the

ted doors  as  is  usual  in  such  properly  constructed  cars. 

Sec.  2.  All  transportation  companies  which  shall 
transport  such  live  stock  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
State  of  Florida,  shall  unload  the  same  for  feed  and  wa- 
ter at  l^aart  once  in  every  twenty-eight  hours,  and  upon 
arrival  at  the  destination  of  the  aforesaid  cars,  said  live 
stock  shall  be  unloaded  immediately  by  the  company  so 
transporting  same,  and  no  such  car  or  caris  loaded  with 
live  stock  shall  be  kept  standing  on  tracks  of  said  rail 
road  at  said  destination  for  a  longer  period  than  thi*ee 
hours  before  such  live  stock  is  unloaded,  provided  that 
such  detention  on  tracks  shall  in  no  case  result  in  pre* 
venting  the  unloading  of  stock  once  in  every  period  of 
twenty-eight  hours  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  The  transportation  companies  transporting 
live  stock  in  the  State  of  Florida  shall  be  entitled  ro 
charge  as  an  extra  compensation,  the  actual  amount  ex- 
pended by  them  for  feed  and  water  of  the  aforesaid  live 
stock  while  en  route  from  the  point  of  shipment  to  desti- 
nation. 

Sec.  4.  All  companies  transporting  live  stock  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  State  of  Florida  shall  provide  for  such 
transportation  of  such  live  stock  properly  constructed 
cars,  as  above  set  forth,  of  not  less  than  thirty-four  feet 
in  length  and  the  Railroad  Commissionf  shall  prescribe 
the  minimum  carload  for  cars  of  such  length. 

Sec.  5.  The  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Florida  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  of  the  provisions  of 
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this  act^  and  enforce  the  provisions  thereof,  and  make 
•ach  rules  and  reiculatiofas  governing  sach  traffic  as  tc 
them  may  seem  meet. 

Bee.  6.  All  transportation  companies  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not

AN  ACT  Giving  the  Florida  Railroad  Commission  Au- 
thority to  Fix  the  Rates  of  Toll  on  Toll  Bridges  now 
Constructed  or  to  be  Hereafter  Constructed  Over^  and 
Across  the  Matanzas  and  North  Rivers  in  the  State  of 
Florida  and  Providing  for  the  Maximum  Rates  of  Toll 
Thereon,  the  Hours  During  which  said  Toll  Bridges 
shall  Remain  open  for  TraflSc,  and  Authorizing  the  said 
Railroad  Commission  to  Prescribe  Penalties  for  the 
Violation  Hereof,  and  Penalties  for  Violation  of  such 
Rules  and  Regulations  made  in  Compliance  Herewith, 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida : 


Section  1.  That  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State 
of  Florida  are  hereby  authorized  to  dx  and  regulate  the 
tolls,  charges  and  hours  of  keeping  open  for  traffic  all 
toll  bridges  now  constructed,  built  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  constructed  or  built  over  and  across  the  Matanzas 
Biver  and  North  River  located  in  the  State  of  Florida, 
and  to  prescribe  penalties  for  failure  to  comply  herewith 
and  such  rales  and  regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the 
said  Railroad  Commission;  Provided,  however,  That  the 
maximum  rates  charge  or  tolls  on  said  toll  bridge  or 
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bridges  now  conitnlcted  or  to  be  hereafter  constructed 
over  and  across  said  rivers  shall  not  exceed  five  cents 
for  foot  passengers  or  bicyclist,  twenty-flve  cents  for  ve- 
hicles drawn  by  one  horse  with  two  passengers,  fifty 
cents  for  vehicles  drawn  by  two  horses  and  not  exceeding 
fonr  passengers,  for  round  trip  or  fifteen  and  twenty-five 
cents  respectively  one  way.  For  one  seat  automobiles 
the  same  rate  as  for  one  horse  vehicles,  and  for  two  or 
more  seat  automobiles,  not  exeeeding  six  persons  carried^ 
or  power  road  trucks,  not  exceeding  double  the  rate  for 
two  horse  vehicles.  Loose  driven  horses  and  stock  cattle 
five  cents  per  head,  the  same,  however,  to  be  under  full 
control  of  proper  drivers  to  prevent  stampeding  and  keep- 
ing them  within  a  walk  on  the  bridge,  and  no  lot  at  one 
driving  shall  exceed  fifty  in  number.  They  shall  also  be 
crossed  late  in  the  evening  or  early  in  the  morning  at 
such  an  hour  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  agent  or 
owner  of  such  toll  bridge  or  bridges,  so  not  to  interfere 
with  the  day  traflSlc.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
toll  bridge  or  bridges  shall  establish  a  rate  for  annual 
family  tickets  and  commutation  books  over  said  toll 
bridge  or  bridges,  such  rate  to  be  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Florida  Railroad  Commission;  Provided, 
further,  That  the  foregoing  rates  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  until  changed  by  the  said  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  Florida.

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislatwre  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
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Section  1.  That  any  person  residing  in  the  State  of 
Florida,  being  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  of  good 
moral  character,  being  a  graduate  of  a  high  school  with 
a  four  years'  course  of  study,  or  having  had  an  equivalent 
education,  who  shall  have  received  from  the  State  Board 
of  Accountancy  a  certificate  of  his  qualifications  to  prac- 
tice as  a  public  expert  accountant,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  styled  and  known  as  a  certified  public 
accountant ;  and  no  other  person  shall  assume  such  title, 
or  use  the  abbreviation  "C.  P.  A."  or  any  words  or  leters 
to  indicate  that  the  person  using  the  same  is  such  certi- 
fied public  accountant. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governor  shall  within  thirty  days  after  th# 
passage  and  approval  of  this  act,  appoint  three  persons 
residing  in  this  State,  who  shall  be  skilled  in  the  practice 
of  accounting,  to  constitute  and  serve  as  a  State  Board  of 
Accountancy.

The  fee  shall  be  payable  by  the  appli- 
cant at  the  time  of  filing  his  application.  The  State  Board 
of  Accountancy  shall  report  annually  to  the  Qovemor  the 
names  of  all  persons  receiving  certificates,  or  whose  certi- 
ficates are  registered  or  revoked ;  and  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penses under  this  act.  Out  of  the  funds  collect-

deer,  birds  or  other  game,  and  prescribing  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  thereof,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows :

Section  1.  All  persons  owning  or  operating  vehicles 
propelled  by  any  power  other  than  muscular  power,  ex- 
cepting such  motor  vehicles  as  run  only  upon  rails  or 
tracks,  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State 
of  Florida,  the  name  of  owner,  with  a  brief  description  of 
the  motor  vehicle,  including  the  horse  power  and  make 
of  such  "Motor  Vehicle"  on  a  blank  form  to  be  fumishec 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  identification.  The  filing  oi 
registration  fee  shall  be  two  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  thereupon  entei 
of  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose^ 
the  name  of  the  owner,  the  number  and  kind  of  motor 
vehicle  registered,  and  shall  issue  to  the  o>vner  or  operator 
thereof  a  certificate  of  registration. 

Sec.  3.  Every  such  registered  motor  vehicle  shall  while 
in  use  on  a  public  road  or  highway,  be  provided  by  the 
owner  with  a  suitable  bell,  horn  or  whistle  to  be  used  as 
a  signal.  They  shall  likewise,  be  provided  with  two  lamps 
which  shall  be  lighted  between  sunset  and  sunrise  when 
in  use  on  the  public  highways  of  the  State.  Every  such

Any  person  purchasing  any  commercial  feed 
stuff  from  any  manufacturer  ^or  vendor  who  shall  upon 
analysis  by  the  State  Chemist,  discover  that  he  has  been 
defrauded  by  reason  of  adulteration,  or  deficiency  of  con- 
stituent elements,  either  in  quality  or  quantity,  in  the 
Commercial  Feed  stuffs  so  purchased,  shall  recover  in  any 
action  he  may  institute,  upon  proof  of  the  fact,  twice  the 
amount  paid  to,  or  demanded  by  the  manufacturer  or  ven- 
dor of  the  commercial  feed  stuff  so  purchased.  But  in  all 
cases  where  the  vendor  is  an  agent  of  the  manufacturer, 
or  sub-agent  of  such  agent,  the  judgment  of  the  court  shall 
be  rendered  against  the  manufacturer.  In  case  any  pur- 
chase be  made  of  any  manufacturer,  or  agent,  of  any  per- 
son or  persons  residing  out  of  the  State  of  Florida,  man- 
ufacturing, compounding  or  furnishing  for  sale,  any  com- 
mercial feed  stuffs,  the  purchaser  thereof,  may,  at  his  op- 
tion, proceed  by  attachment,  as  now  provided  by  law  in 
case  of  non-resident  and  absconding  debtors,  against  such

The  corporate  limits  of  any  city  or  town 
in  -this  State  having  a  population  of  over  ten  thousand  in- 
habitants, may  be  at  any  time  extended  so  as  to  include  ad- 
jacent territory,  whether  incorporated  or  not,  not  then  in- 
cluded within  such  limits,  by  ordinance  to  be  passed  by 
the  council  of  such  city  or  town,  Und  approved  by  the 
mayor,  or  duly  passed  over  his  veto ;  such  ordinance  to  be 
subsequently  approved  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  that  may  be  cast  at  an  election  to  be 
held  on  that  subject  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  entire 
territory  proposed  to  be  included  within. the  corporate 
limits  of  said  city  or  town,  including  alike  the  voters 
within  the  then  existing  corporate  limits  of  said  city  or 
town,  and  those  to  be  included  by  such  ordinance  within 
the  corporate  limits,  at  an  election  to  be  provided  for  by 
ordinance  of  said  city  or  town  and  to  be  held  for  such 
purpose.

That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  any  county 
judge  of  this  State  that  any  child  who  may  be  brought 
before  him,  has  no  parent,  guardian  or  .other  person  to 
bestow  upon  it  ordinary  and  proper,  parental  care,  or  that 
it  is  abandoned  or  entirely  neglected  or  cruelly  treated  by 
the  person  or  persons  sustaining  the  parental  relation 
to  it ;  or  that  it  has  no  proper  parental  care  or  guardian* 
ship ;  or  that  it  is  being  trained  or  allowed  to  te  trained 
in  vice  and  crime  by  the  person  or  persons  having  charge 
of  it;  or  that  being  in  charge  of  no  one,  it  is  destitute  and 
incapable  of  providing  for  itself,  such  judge  may,  in  any

Such  resolutions  shall  provide  for  the  submission  to  the 
registered  voters  of  the  city,  residing  therein  at  the  time 
of  the  election,  and  who  may  own  real  estate  therein  and 
shall  have  paid  their  ta?es  for  the  year  then  last  due 
thereon,  at  a.  regular  or  special  election  to  be  called  or 
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held  for  such  purpose,  and  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at 
such  election,  shall  be  necessary  to  such  ratification. 
When  the  result  of  any  such  election  is  against  such  rati- 
fication, no  similar  resolution  as  to  such  purpose  so  re- 
jected shall  be  submitted  for  ratification  until  after  the 
expiration  of  one  year  thereafter.  Bonds  aggregating 
more  than  eight  thousand  dollars.  (|8,000)  shall  never  be 
issued  for  such  purpose  by  said  city  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  A  two-thirds  vote  in  favor  of  such  ratifica- 
tion shall  establish  the  right  of  the  city  to  exercise  the 
powers  so  ratified  and  to  issue  bonds  for  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Council  shall  prescribe  in  and  by  such 
resolution,  the  day  of  election,  the  polling  place  and  the 
hours  during  which  the  polls  shalKbe  kept  open  ,the  form 
of  ballot  and  the  regulations  to  control  such  election,  in- 
cluding the  canvass  and  return  of  the  votes,  and  shall 
provide  for  the  registration  of  all  persons  duly  qualified 
to  vote  at  such  election;  and  the  registration  books  of 
said  town  shall  be  kept  open  for  such  a  length  of  time 
and  on. such  days  as  may  be  prescribed  by  such  resolu- 
tions and  shall  be  closed  at  least  five  days  before  the 
election ;  the  council  shall  also  name  in  and  by  such  reso- 
lution, the  inspectors,  three  in  number,  one  of  whom  shall

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
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Section  1.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  city  of 
Daytona,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  are  hereby,  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time- to  time,  bonds  of  said  city  to 
such  amounts  and  of  such  denominations,  bearing  such 
rates  of  interest,  becoming  due,  at  such  times  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  may,  by  ordinance,  be  determined,  the 
proceeds  from  the  sales  of  which  bonds  at  not  less  than 
par  value  shall  be  used  for  such  municipal  purposes  as 
may  be  provided  by  ordinance,  and  for  the  payment  of 
which  bonds,  and  interest  thereon,  the  entire  taxable 
property  of  said  city,  and  the  public  utilities  owned  by 
the  city,  may  be  pledged;  provided,  that  befope  the  issue 
of  said  bonds  shall  be  made,  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
then  proposed  to  be  issued  shall  be  provided  for  by  ordi- 
nance, setting  forth  the  denominations  of  such  bonds,  the 
rate  of  interest,  the  time,  place  and  conditions  when  said 
bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  become  due  and 
payable,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  proposed  issue 
of  bonds  is  to  be  used,  and  subsequently  approved  by  a

fund  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  and,  by  ordinance, 
shall  require  of  the  disbursing  {fgents  handling  the  mon- 
eys arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  such  bonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  they  may  de- 
termine. 

Set*.  2.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  are  authorissed,  by 
ordinance,  to  construct  or  acquire,  own  and  operate  wa- 
terworks, electric  light  and  gas  plants,  and  such  other

Be  it  Enacted  ty  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

That  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  town 
of  Fort  Myers  is  hereby  abolished,  and  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  sub- 
ject to  Section  8  of  this  act.  

Sec.  2.  That  the  title,  rights  and  ownership  of  prop- 
erty, uncollected  taxes,  due  claims,  judgments,  decrees, 
and  choses  in  action,  of  whatever  kind,  held  or  owned  by 
the  town  of  Fort  Myers,  shall  pass  to  and  be  vested  in 
the  corporation  which  is  hereby  organized  to  succeed  the 
present  municipality  of  the  town  of  Fort  Myers. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  obligation  or  contract  of  said  town 
shall  be  impaired  by  this  change,  but  all  debts  and  obliga- 
tions of  said  town  shall  continue  unimpaired. 
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Sec.  4.  That  a  municipality  to  be  called  the  Town  of 
Fort  Myers  is  hereby  established  in  Lee  Ck>anty,  Florida, 
the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  as  follows,  to-wit:  Be- 
ginning at  the  month  of  Billy's  Creek,  in  the  Town  of 
Fort  Myers,  Ck>nnty  of  Lee,  and  State  of  Florida,  and 
follow  the  meanderings  of  said  creek  to  where  it  crosses 
the  line  dividing  Northeast  and  Northwest  quarters, 
Section  18,  Township  44  South  of  Range  25  East;  thence 
South  along  said  line  to  the  line  dividing  Sections  19 
and  30 ;  thence  due  West  along  said  line  to  the  Caloolsahat- 
chee  River;  thence  in  a  direct  course  across  the  said  river 
to  Southeast  comer  of  Section  16,  Township  44  South  of 
Range  24  East;  thence  following  the  meanderings  of  said 
river  in  a  Northeast  direction  to  the  Southeast  comer  of 
Section  2,  Township  44  South  of  Range  24  East;  thence 
in  a  direct  course  to  point  of  beginning.' 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  a  seal  and  may  at 
its  pleasure  change  it;  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
may  sue  and  be  sued;  may  purchase,  lease,  acquire,  re- 
ceive, hold  and  sell,  let  or  otiierwise  dispose  of  property, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  when  necessary  for  municipal 
purposes,  whether  such  property  be  within  or  beyond  the 
limits  of  said  town,  and  may  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  are  herein  granted 

Sec.  6.  That  the  ^dicers  of  said  town  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: One  Mayor,  seven  Councilmen,  a  Clerk,  a  Tax 
Collector,  a  Treasurer,  a  Tax  Assessor,  a  Marsl^l,  ^d 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  elected  or  appointed  in  pur- 
suance of  law.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  oiBce 
in  said  town  who  shall  not  be  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
Florida,  and  who  shall  not  be  a  resident  and  legal  voter 
of  said  town.  #  • 

Sec.  7.  The  salaries  of  officers  of  said  town  shall  be 
fixed  by  ordinance,  which  salaries  shall  not  be  changed 
during  the  term  for  which  said  officers  may  have  been 
elected.  The  Council  may,  by  ordinance,  create  and  abol- 
ish such  other  offices  necessary  or  proper  for  the  exercise 
of  the  corporate  powers  of  the  town,  as  it  may  deem  ad- 
visable, appoint  persons  to  fill  the  same,  prescribe  their 
term  of  ofBce  and  compensation,  and  remove  such  offi- 
cers for  cause.  The  Council  may,  by  ordinance,  pre- 
scribe such  oath  to  be  taken,  and  the  bond  to  be  given,  by 
any  of  said  officers,  and  fix  the  amount  and  conditions 
thereof. 
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Sec.  8.  That  the  term  of  office  of  all  officers,  except  1905 
Conncilmen,  shall  be  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  their  election,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  That  the  term  of  office  of  Gouncilmen 
shall  be  as  herein  stated.  Gouncilmen  shall  be  elected  for 
a  period  of  two  years  and  until  their  successors  .  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

The  term  of  all  town  officers  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the 
first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  September  in  each 
year. 

The  present  board  of  officers  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  until  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office  and  un- 
til their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  .9  The  qualification  of  voters  at  any  general  or 
special  election  of  said  town  shall  be  the  same  as  voters 
for  members  of  the  State  Legislature:  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  such  voters  shall  have  resided  in  the  town  sjx 
months  preceeding  the  election,  and  shall  have  been  reg- 
istered in  the  registration  books  of  the  town  as  prescribed 
by  ordinance  therefor. 

Sec.  10.  All  voting  at  general  or  special  elections  shall 
be  by  ballot,  either  written  or  printed;  and  the  candidate 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  shall  be  de- 
clared elected.  Said  town  shall  have  power  to  pass  or- 
dinances prescribing  the  form  of  ballot  to  be  used  and 
the  manner  of  calling,  conducting,  canvassing  and  mak- 
ing returns  of  said  election,  any  general  State  law  touch- 
ing elections  generally  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  - 

Sec.  11.  All  elections  shall  be  proclaimed  by  the  Mayor 
at  least  sixty  days  prior  thereto,  which  said  proclamation  Elections. 
8hal|^  published  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  town 
once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  or  by  posting  said 
proclamation  for  the  same  length  of  time  in  three  public 
places  in  said  town ;  and  in  case  of  the  Mayor's  refusal  or 
omi&sion  to  make  such  proclamation  and  to  publish  or 
post  the  same,  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
but  no  want  of  proclamation  shall  defeat  any  general 
election  of  town  officers  herein  specified. 

Sec.  12.  The  Council  may  on  charge  of  official  miscon- 
duct or  willful  neglect  of  duty,  impeach  the  Mayor  by  a  ^^^^^^  ™*y 
majority  vote,  and  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  ,Say^r*^  and 
of  the  Council,  after  a  hearing  on  due  notice,  may    re-  J^J^^^offic™ 
move  him  from  office. 
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Sec.  13.  That  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  absence  of  the 
Mayor  or  his  inability,  from  any  cause  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil, or  in  his  absence,  the  acting  President  of  the  Council, 
shall  discharge  the  duties  of  Mayor  as  "Mayor  pro  tem- 
pore,'' or  until  the  office  of  Mayor  shall  be  filled. 

Sec.  14.  The  Mayor  shall  fill  all  vacancies  until  the  next 
regular  election,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Coun- 
cil at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  15..  Should  the  Mayor's  office  from  any  cause  be- 
come vacant,  or  should  there  occur  a  vacancy  in  the 
Council  at  any  time  three  months  prior  to  an  election, 
the  Clerk  shall  immediately  certify  such,  fact  to  the 
Mayor  or  Acting  Mayor,  who  shall  immediately  issue  his 
proclamation  calling  for  a  special  election  to  be  held  to 
fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies.  Said  election  shall  be 
held  not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  issuance  of  said 
proclamation,  which  said  proclamation  shall  be  publvih- 
ed  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  town  of  Fort 
Myers  once  a  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks,  or  by  post- 
ing the  same  in  three  public  places  in  said  town,  for  not 
less  than  three  weeks  prior  to  said  election. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  see  that 
all  ordinances  are  executed.  He  shall  appoint  persons  to 
X)erform  temporarily  the  duties  of  any  disabled  or  sus- 
pended officers,  which  appointment  shall  continue  until 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  suspend  any  officer,  except  Councilmen,  at  any 
time,  for  gross  neglect  or  deriliction  of  duty,  at  the  same 
time  notifying  such  officer  of  the  cause  of  such  suspen- 
sion, and  giving  him  notice  to  appear  at  the  next  regular 
Council  meeting  to  answer  therefor.  At  which  said  Meet- 
ing the  Mayor  shall  report  such  suspension  and  the  cause 
thereof.  If  the  Council  deem  the  cause  sufficient  for  re- 
moval, it  shall  remove  the  suspended  officer,  and  the  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  17.  The  duties  and  compensation  of  all  officers 
and  employees  of  the  town  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  18.  The  Town  Council  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  pass  all  such  ordinances  as  it  may  deem 
proper  for  the  government  of  the  town,  and  shall  have 
special  power  to  borrow  money  by  bonding  the  town  for 
any  of  the  following  purposes:  Ist.  To  improve  the 
streets  and  sidewalks.    2nd.    To  establish  water  works 
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and  fire  protection.  3rd.  To  establish  gas  or  electric 
light  system.  4th.  To  establish  a  sewerage  system.  5th. 
To  purchase  or  erect  a  town  market  building  and  grounds. 
6th.  To  establish  a  street  railway  system.  7th.  To  pro- 
vide a  public  park  or  parks  and  improve  the  same. 

Bee.  19.  Before  issuing  bonds  for  any  purpose  men- 
tioned in  the  next  preceeding  section,  the  same  shall 
have  been  authorized  in  the  following  manner;  and  an 
election  must  have  been  ordered  by  the  Town  Council,  by 
an  order  passed  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than 
four  members  thereof,  the  proclamation  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  election  and  the  purpose  for  which  the 
bonds  shall  be  issued,  must  have  been  made  as  prescribed 
in  Section  11  of  this  charter.  The  issuance  of  bonds  for 
any  purpose  must  have  been  favored  by  a  two-thirds  of 
the  legal  votes  actually  cast  for  such  purpose  at  said 
election.  If  the  voter  favors  the  issuance  of  bonds,  he 
shall  signify  by  the  words  "For  Bonding,"  if  he  disfav- 
ors it  he  shall  so  signify  by  the  words  ^^Against  Bond- 
ing/' written  or  printed  on  his  ballot.  Said  ballot  to  be 
as  to  size  and  character,  like  those  prescribed  to  be  used 
in  the  election  for  municipal  officers. 

Sec.  20.  The  election  for  bonding  for  any  purpose  shall 
be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  conducting 
elections  of  municipal  officers,  and  the  voters  at  any  such 
election  for  bonds  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications  as 
those  prescribed  in  Section  711  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Florida. 

Sec.  21.  The  total  amount  of  bonded  indebtedness  shall 
never  exceed  six  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the 
taxable  property  of  the  town. 

Sec.  22.  Such  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Town  Clerk,  with  the  corporate  seal  affixed,  and 
shall  be  made  payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Coun- 
cil may  designate. 

Sec.  23.  No  bonds  shall  issue  bearing  a  greater  rate  of 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Sec.  24.  The  town  shall  have  power  to  make  its  own 
assessments  of  taxes  and  fix  the  valuation  of  property 
therefor,  but  such  valuation  shall  not  exceed  the  actual 
cash  value  of.  the  property.  For  ordinary  purposes  the 
rate  shall  not  exceed  twelve  mills  on  the  dollar.  A  MUiage 
special  tax  may  be  levied,  not  exceeding  eight  mills,    to 
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create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  town's  bond- 
ed indebtedness,  or  the  interest  thereon^  and  for  the  dis- 
charge of  any  judgment  obtained  against  the  town,  the ' 
payment  of  which  may  be  compelled  by  mandamus. 

Sec,  25.  For  inforcing  the  collection  of  taxes  due  the 
town,  it  shall  succeed  to  all  rights  by  way  of  forfeiture 
or  purchase  that  the  state  would,  were  the  taxes  due  the 
State.  Said  right  to  be  exercised  in  like  manner,  and 
the  transfer  of  all  lands  in  all  cases  to  be  directly  to  the 
town.  Any  tax  assessment  made  by  said  town  shall  be  a 
lien  on  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  owner, 
situated  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  from 
the  time  the  assessment  is  made,  and  such  lien  shall  at- 
tach to  and  follow  such  property  into  whosoevers  hands 
the  same  may  go;  and  taxes  may  be  collected  by  seizure 
and  sale  of  such  property,  or  such  lien  may  be  enforced 
by  action  at  law  or  suit  in  equity  in  any  court  having  ju- 
risdiction of  such  cause. 

Sec.  26.  The  Town  Council  may  fix  the  license  tax  for 
any  business,  trade  or  occupation  carried  on  within  the 
limits  of  said  town,  at  such  price  or  figure  as  it  may  deem 
proper;  Provided,  That,  where  such  trade,  business  or  oc- 
cupation is  taxed  by  the  State  such  license  tax  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  price  or  figure  charged  by 
the  State  under  any  law  now  in  force,  or  which  may  be 
hereafter  passed. 

Sec.  27.  The  Council  may,  by  ordinance,  require  abut- 
ting owners  of  land  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair 
sidewalks  along  side  their  lots ;  and,  upon  the  owner  fail- 
ing to  construct  or  repair  the  same,  the  town  may  lay  or 
repair  them,  and  make  the  cost  thereof  a  lien  upon  the 
land  abutting  or  fronting  such  sidewalk.  The  Town 
Council  may  provide  for  paving  of  the  streets.  All  ac- 
counts or  assessments  heretofore  made  by  the  Council  or 
its  ofiBcers  or  agents,  for  shelling  the  streets  or  sidewalks 
of  said  town,  are  hereby  validated  and  ratified,  and  Ihe 
time  for  collecting  the  same,  and  the  lien  therefor,  is  ex- 
tended for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  approval  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  28.  The  Town  Council  may,  by  ordinance,  divide 
the  town  into  wards,  for  municipal  purposes. 

Sec.  29.  The  boundaries  of  the  town  may  be  changed, 
enlarged  or  contracted,  in  the  manner  provided  by  gen- 
eral law  for  such  purposes  . 
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Sec.  30.  All  ordinances  heretofore  passed,  and  now  in         1906 
force  in  the  town  of  Fort  Myers,  and  not    inconsistent 
with  this  act,  shall  be  and  continue  in  force  in  the  town  ^'^*^^^«"* 
of  Fort  Myers,  until  changed  by  ordinance,  and  all  acts  of 
said  municipality  thereunder  are  hereby  declared  valid. 

Sec.  31.  In  addition  to  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
herein  conferred  upon  the  town  of  Fort  Myers,  the  said  Rights  and 
municipality  is  hereby  invested  with  all  rights,  powers  p^^®'^- 
and  privileges  conferred  upon  towns  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  general  incorporation  law  of  the  State  of  Florida 
now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed. 

Sec  32.  That  Chapter  5318  (No.  213)  of  the  Acts  of 
the  Legislature,  1903,  which  became  a  law  without  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  33.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage,  and  that  all  laws  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor  and  City    Council  of  the    Cily    of 
Gainesville,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  are  hereby    au- 
thorized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  bonds  of  said  city  to 
such  amounts  and  of  such  denominations,    bearing  not 
exceeding  five  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  becoming  due

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Sec.  2.  Before  issuing  such  bonds  the  city,  through  its        1905 
Major  and  council,  shall  duly  enact  an  ordinance  for  the 
issue  of  such  bonds,  which  shall  provide  the  total  amount  f|>r  ^?of 
of  bonds  to  be  issued,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  i>onas. 
bonds,  the  time  when  the  same  are  to  become  due  and 
payable,  the  rate  of  interest  the  same  are  to  bear,  and  by 
what  city  officials  the  same  are  to  be  executed  and    the 
purpose  to  which  the  proceeds  are  to  be  applied,  and  such 
ordinance  shall  be  published  in  full  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  such  city  for  thirty  days  after  its  passage  and 
approval,  and  along  with  such  ordinance  to  be  published 
at  the  same  time  therewith  in  the  same  newspaper    the

Sec.  3.  In  case  the  issue  of  such  bonds  shall  be  ratified 
and  approved  by  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such 
election,  then  the  said  city  council  shall  have  the  authori- 
ty and  power  by  ordinance  to  levy  annually  a  special  tax 
on  all  the  property  within  the  city  limits  for  the  purpose 
of  crea^ng  a  sinking  fund  for  the  ultimate  redemption  of 
such  bonds,  and  to  pay  the  interest  annually  or  semian- 
nnally  accruing  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect    imme-  Repeal. 
diately  upon  its  passage  and  approval.

AN  ACT  Providing  for  the  Sale  of  Certain  Property 
Now  or  Hereafter  in  the  Custody  of  the  Police  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Jacksonville,  and  for  the  Pen- 
sion and  Belief  of  the  Members  of  the  Said  Department 
and  Their  Families. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Leffialature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  Lost,  abandoned  and  unclaimed  property, 
and  weapons  lawfully  taken  possession  of  by  any  member 
of  the  police  department  of  the  City  of  Jacksonville  be- 
cause of  illegal  use  or  being  concealed,  now  or  hereafter 
in  the  custody  of  said  department,  may  be  sold  at  public 
outcry  to  the  highest  bidder,  in  pursuance  of  rules  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board  in  the  administrative  charge  of 
said  department. 

Sec.  2.  The  proceeds  of  the  sales  provided  for  in  the 
first  section,  and  ten  per  cent  (10  per  cent.)  of  the  fines  proceeds 
imposed  in  the  Municipal  Court  of  said  city,  and  all  the  sales. 
fines  imposed  upon  members  of  said  department,  and  all  ' 
mone^^s  payable  by  any  one  for  services  of  any  member 
of  said  department,  detailed  on  special  duty,  and  all  con-

The  Mayor  and  the  City  Coimcil  of  the  city 
of  Jacksonville,  in  tiieir  proper  capacity,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds  of  said  city  of 
such  denominations,  bearing  such  rate  of  interest  not  ex- 
ceeding five  per  cent,  becoming  due  at  such  times  and 
upon  such  conditions  as  may  by  ordinance  be  determined 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  real  and  personal  property  within  said  city 
as  the  same  shall  appear  upon  the  city  assessment  rolls  nt 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  ordinance,  and  not  exceed- 
ing ^ye  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the 
bonds  now  outstanding,  the  proceeds  from  the     sale  of 
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which  bonds  shall  be  used  for  extending  water  mains, 
sewerage,  and  drainage,  opening,  grading  and  paving  of 
streets,  acquiring,  filling  and  grading  lands  for  parks, 
and  bulkheading  city  lines  abutting  on  creeks  and  water- 
ways, and  for  the  payment  of  such  b.onds  and  the  interest 
thereon,  the  entire  taxable  property  of  said  city  shall  be 
thereby  pledged:  , Provided,  That  before  the  issue  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  made  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  then  pro- 
posed to  be  issued  shall  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  set- 
ting forth  the  denominations  of  such  bonds,  the  rate  of 
interest  ,the  time,  place  and  conditions  when  said  bonds 
and  the  interest  thereon  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
and  the  i)urposes  for  which  the  issue  of  bonds  is  to  be 
used,  and  subsequently  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  by  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  who  were 
(lualified  to  vote  at  the  city  general  election  next  preced- 
ing such  election  (or  if  said  question  of  issuing  bonds  tK? 
submitted  to  be  voted  upon  at  any  general  city  election, 
then  by  a  majority  of  votes  cast  by  the  qualified  voters 
at  said  city  election),  at  an  election  held  for  that  pur- 
pose at  a  time  and  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance, or  at  a  general  city  election;  and  Providing 
further.  That  the  Board  of  Bond  Trustees  of  the  city  of 
Jacksonville,  shall  he  the  trustees  of  the  bonds  issued 
under  this  act,  which  board  shall  have  all  the  powers  in 
reference  to  the  bonds  issued  hereunder  as  vested  in  said 
Board  of  Bond  Trustees  by  law  and  ordinance  in  refer- 
ence to  the  existing  bonds  of  said  city. 

The  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  shall  levy  annually 
such  special  tax  on  the  taxable  property  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  city,  as  may  be  necessary  to  pa^A 
the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  by  ordinance  shall  re- 
quire of  the  disbursing  agents  handling  the  moneys  here- 
by provided  for,  such  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  as  they  may  determine. 

The  issue  of  bonds  under  this  act  shall  be  in  addition 
to  the  issuance  of  bonds  heretofore  authorized  and  issued, 
and  shall  not  be  construed  as  limiting,  repealing^  or  in- 
terfering with  the  issue  of  short-term  improvement  bonds 
of  Jacksonville  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  city,  and  se- 
cured by  a  lien  for  special  benefits  to  abutting  property.

AN  ACT  Providing  for  the  Extension  of  the  Corporate 
Limits  of  the  City  of  Jacksonville. 

Be  it  Enaeted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  The  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Jackson- 
ville may  be  at  any  time  extended  so  as  to  include  new  or 
additional  territory  not  now  within  such  limits,  by  ordi- 
nance passed  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  of  said  city,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
or  passed  over  his  veto,  and  subsequently  approved  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  on  that 
subject  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  territory  proposed 
to  be  included  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city, 
including  alike  those  voters  within  the  then  existing  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  city  and  those  outside  of  said  corpo- 
rate limits,  at  an  election  provided  by  ordinance  to  be 
held  for  such  purpose,  and  providing  for  the  registration 
on  the  registration  lists  to  be  used  at  such  election  of  all 
persons  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  such  ordinance  re- 
siding in  the  territory  proposed  to  be  added  and  to  be  in- 
cluded within  the  proposed  city  limits,  who  would,  if  re- 
siding within  the  corporate  limits  at  the  time  existing, 
be  eligible  to  qualify  for  such  election :  Provided,  however, 
That  any  property  so  included  within  the  said  limits 
shall  become  and  be  liable  to  direct  taxation  at,  and  only 
from  the  time  of  the  extension  into  such  new  or  annexed 
territory  of  the  benefits  for  which  such  direct  taxation 
may  be  levied  or  assessed.

Powers  of  the  City  Government,  and  Providing  a 
Method  Whereby  the  City  Charter  May  be  Hereafter 
Amended  by  Ordinance  Approved  by  the  Electors  of  the 
City." 
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Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legisltaure  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
Section  1.  That  Section  1  of  Chapter  5347,  Laws  of 
Florida,  being  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  Amending  the 
Charter,  and  Affecting  the  Government,  Powers,  Duties, 
Jurisdiction,  Offices,  Boards  and  Elections  of  the  City  of 
Jacksonville,  Extending  and  Enlarging  the  Powers  of 
the  City  Government,  and  Providing  a  Method  Whereby 
the  City  Charter  may  be  Hereafter  Amended  by  Ordinance 
Approved  by  the  Electors  of  the  City,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  The  number,  powers,  duties,  terms  of  office 
and  time  and  manner  of  election  or  appointment  of  any 
and  all  boards  and  officers  of  the  city  of    Jacksonville,, 
whether  created  by  or  recognized  in  State  legislation  or 
city  ordinance,  excepting  only  the  legislative  powers  and 
duties  of  the  city  council,  may  be  amended  and  changed, 
and  any  and  all  the  boards  and  officers,  whether  created 
by  or  recognized  in  State    legislation  or  city    ordinance, 
may  lie  abolished  and  new  boards  and  offices  created,  by 
ordinance  adopted  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council  and  ap- 
proved by  the  mayor  or  passed  over  his  veto,  and  at    a 
special  municipal  election  approved  by    the    affirmative 
vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  at 
such  election,  or,  if  fifty-five  per  cent,  or  more  of  all  the 
qualified  electors  shall    have  voted  on    the    proposition, 
then  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  such    proposi- 
tion :     Provided,  That  three  times  a  week  for  eight  weeks 
next  preceding  such  special  election  such  ordinance  or  or- 
dinances shall  have  been  published  in  the  city,  and^  Pro- 
vided, further.  That  such  election  shall  not  be  held  within 
sixty  days  of  any  general  State  or  city  election,  or  of  any 
primary  election  held  for  the  nomination  of    candidates 
for  State  or  municipal  offices,  and,     provided,    further, 
that  the  city  electors  shall  be  given  an  opportunity     at 
such  election  to  vote  separately  upon  each    amendment, 
and  upon  the  proposed  change  as  to  each  office  to  be  ef- 
fected thereby;  and,  provided,  further,  that  this  act  shall 
not  deprive  the  city  council  under  existing  State  legisla- 
tion of  the  power  to  create  or  abolish  any  office  not  ci*eat- 
ed  by  or  recognized  in  State  legislation  or  by    ordinance 
approved  by  the  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  upon  its    pas- 
sago  and  approval  by  the  Governor.

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AN  ACT  Designating  Who  Shall  Act  in  Case  of  Ab- 
sence or  Disability  of  the  Police  Justice  in  and  for 
the  City  of  Key  West,  a  Municipality  Existing  Under 
the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislg^ture  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  in  the  absence  or  disability  from  any 
cause  of  the  Police  Justice,  of  said  Court  to  preside,  the  Mayor  to 
Major  of  h^id  municipality  shall  preside  in  his  stead.    If  ^^^^^  ^ 
the  Mayor  should  be  absent  or  from  any  cause  unable  to  disabuity^of 
preside,  then  and  in  that  event  the  President  pro  tern,  of  p<^"<^®  ^"^^ 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  act  as  Police  Justice. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  ii[)proval  by  the  Governor.

18  hereby  {ijncnded  ^:o  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1'*  If  the  taxes  on  any  real  estate  shall  not  be 
paid  before  *^*^  ti^st  day  of  June  next  after  the  tax  roll 
shall  hse  1^2:':^  into  tiie  hands  of  the  tax  collector,  the 
dty  attorac>  or  solicitor  shall  search  or  cause  to  be 
searched  tl.e  pi'Mir,  records  of  Monroe  County  to  ascer- 
tain thK.  i-'^»nos  of  ell  porp:  ;ns  owning,  having  interest  in 
or  lien  u^.O'^  fia^d  lands,  and  in  the  suits  brought  for  the

sons appearing  upon  said  record  to  be  owners  of,  or  in- 
terested in  said  real  estate  or  lien  thereon,  parties  defend- 
ant; whenever  service  is  sought  to  be  had  in  such  suit 
upon  any  defendant  by  publication,  the  notice  shall  con- 
tain a  short  description  of  the  land  upon  which  the  tax 
is  claimed.  The  names  of  any  person  other  than  the 
owners  of  said  real  estate  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  city 
attorney  or  solicitor  be  omitted  from  the  list  of  defend- 
ants, but  no  person  having  an  interest  in  said  property, 
or  a  lien  thereon,  apparent  upon  said  record  and  not 
brought  into  court  as  a  defendant,  shall  be,  until  so 
brought  into  court,  deprived  of  his  interest  therein.  The 
interests  of  all  persons  not  apparent  upon  said  public 
records  shall  be  foreclosed  by  such  suits  without  their  be- 
ing named  or  served  as  defendants. 

The  assessment  of  any  lot,  parcel  or  tract  of  land  as 
the  same  appears  upon  the  city  tax  assessment  rolls  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  assessments,  levies,  de- 
scription and  validity  of  the  same  and  the  burden  of  .proof 
shall  be  upon  the  defendant  in  case  the  legality  of  any 
assessment,  levy  or  description  is  contested. 

The  court  before  whom  any  suit  is  brought  for  the  en- 
forcement of  any  lien  for  unpaid  taxes  shall  pronounce 
for  the  taxes  due,  together  with  interest  due  on  same,  and 
all  costs,  charges  and  expenses,  including  a  reasonable 
solicitor's  fee  for  the  solicitor  of  the  complainant,  for  hia 
services  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  said  lien 
for  unpaid  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  All* laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor.

LAWS   OF   FLORIDA. 

Chaptee  5507.— [No.  136.] 

AN  ACT  to  Abolish  the  Present  Municipal  Government 
of  the  Town  of  Lake  Butler,  in  the  County  of  Bradford, 
and  State  of  Florida,  and  to  Establish,  Organize  and 
Constitute  a  Municipality  to  be  Known  and  Designated 
as  the  City  of  Lake  Butler,  and  to  Define  its  Territo- 
rial Boundaries,  and  to  Provide  for  its  Jurisdiction, 
Powers  and  Privileges. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 


Section  1.  That  the  present  municipal  government  of 
the  town  of  Lake  Butler  is  hereby  abolished. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  municipality  to  be  known  and  designa- 
ted as  the  City  of  Lake  Butler  is  hereby  established,  or- 
ganized and  constituted,  in  the  County  of  Bradford,  and 
State  of  Florida,  the  territorial  boundaries  of  which  shall 
be  as*  follows : 

Beginning  at  the  North  East  Corner  of  the  north  west 
quarter  of  the  south  west  quarter  of  section  29  and  run- 
ning thence  west  to  the  north  west  corner  of  lot  8  in  sec- 
tion 30 ;  thence  south  to  south  west  comer  of  lot  5  in  sec- 
tion 31 ;  thence  .east  to  south  east  corner  of  the  south 
west  quarter  of  the  north  west  quarter  of  section  32; 
thence  north  to  point  of  beginning  at  the  north  east  cor- 
ner of  the  north  west  quarter  of  the  south  west  quarter 
of  section  29,  all  in  township  5  south  of  range  20  east  and 
containing  the  west  half  of  the  south  west 
quarter  of  section  29;  and  lots  8,  9,  10,  11  and  12  of  sec- 
tion 30 ;  and  lots  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  of  section  31 ;  and  the 
west  half  of  the  north  west  quarter  of  section  32;  all  in 
township  5  south  of  range  20  east. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  obligation  or  contract  of  said  munici- 
pality shall  be  impaired  by  this  change,  but  all  debts, 
contracts,  and  obligations  shall  be  obligations  upon  and 
enforceable  against  the  new  municipality. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  title,  right  and  ownership  of  property, 
uncollected  taxes,  dues,  claims,  judgments,  decrees  and 
choses  in  action,  held  or  owned  by  the  said  municipality 
of  the  town  of  Lake  Butler,  shall  pass  and  be  vested  in 
the  municipal  corporation  hereby  organized  to  succeed 
such  municipality. 
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Sec.  5,  That  Baid  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, shall  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  shall  have  a  common  seal,  which  may  be  changed  by 
the  City  Council  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  corporation  shall  own,  purchase, 
lease,  receive,  acquire  and  hold  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, within  the  territorial  boundaries  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  may  own,  purchase,  lease,  receive,  acquire  and 
hold  property,  real  and  personal,  beyond  the  limits  of 
said  corporation  to  be  used  for  any  and  all  public  pur- 
poses as  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  deem  necessary 
or  proper. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  corporation  is  hereby  fully  empower- 
ed to  sell,  lease,  and  otherwise  dispose  of  any  and  all 
property,  real  or  personal,  which  may  belong  to  said  cor- 
poration to  the  same  extent  as  natural  persons  may  do. 
That  the  City  Council  may  prescribe  by  ordinance,  the 
manner  of  making  such  conveyances. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  corporate  authorities  of  said  munici- 
pality of  the  City  of  Lake  Butler  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Mayor,  City  Council,  Clerk,  Tax  Assessor,  Tax  Collector, 
Treasurer  and  Marshal,  and  such  other  offices  as  may  be 
appointed  and  constituted  by  ordinance ;  Provided,  how- 
ever. The  offices  of  the  City  Clerk  and  Assessor  may  be 
filled  by  one  person,  and  the  offices  of  Marshall  and  Col- 
lector by  one  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council.  No  person 
shall  be  eliprible  to  any  of  said  offices  who  shall  not  be  a 
citizen  of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  who  shall  not  be  a 
resident  and  legal  voter  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  said  municipality  a  Mayor,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Tax  As- 
sessor, Tax  Collector  and  Marshal  who  shall  each  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  suc- 
cessor shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  Mayor's  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
by  ordinance,  but  shall  not  be  changed  during  his  term 
of  office.  He  shall  have  power  to  preserve  peace  and  or- 
der, and  to  enforce  the  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 
The  Mayor  shall  have  jurisdiction  for  the  trials  of  all 
offenses  against  the  ordinances  of  said  corporation.  He 
shall  see  that  the  ordinances  are  faithfully  executed,  and 
the  orders  of  the  Council  duly  observed  and  enforced. 
He  shall  have  power  by  his  warrant  to  have  brought  be- 
fore him  any  person  or  persons  charged  with  a  violation 
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of  the  ordinances.  He  shall  have  power  to  require  the  ht- 
tendance  of  witnesses  for  and  against  the  accused ;  to  ad- 
minister oaths^  to  take  affidavits,  and  to  enquire  into  the 
truth  or  falsity  of  all  charges  preferred;  to  decide  upon 
the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused,  and  to  fix  by  penalty 
the  sentence  prescribed  by  ordinance,  and  to  enforce  the 
same;  to  release  persons  convicted  by  him  upon  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council  and  to  have  and  eexrcise  all  the  pow- 
ers incident  and  usual  to  the  enforcement  of  his  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  suspend 
any  officer  except  Councilmen,  for  ^misconduct  in  office 
or  neglect  of  duty,  reporting  his  action  in  wriling,  with 
the  i-efisons  therefor,  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Council  for  its  approval  or  disapproval. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  Mayor  shall  have  general  sueprvision 
over  all  city  officers  and  the  police  force,  and  may  exam- 
ine into  the  condition  of  the  offices,  the  books,  the  records 
and  papers  thereof  and  therein  and  the  manner  of  con- 
ductins:  official  busine*ss.  He  shall  report  to  the  City 
Council  all  violations  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  T>art  qt 
any  official  that  may  come  to  his  knowledge.  He  shail 
aoDoint  such  police  force,  with  the  consent  of  the  Coun- 
cil, as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  insure  peace,  good  or- 
der and  observance  of  law  within  the  city,  the  compensa- 
tion of  policemen  to  be  regulated  and  fixed  by  the  City 
Council. 

Sec.  13.  That  every  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Coun-       _  ^^^^ 
cil  before  becoming  a  law,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Mayor  ordinances^ 
under  the  certificate  and  seal  of  the  Clerk.     If  the  Mayor  *%5ld*Ey 
approve  the  same  he  shall  sign  it  and  return  it  to  the 
Clerk ;  but  if  he  shall  not  approve  it,  he  shall  return  it  to 
the  Clerk  with  his  objection  in  writing,  at  or  before  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  for  reconsideration, 
and  if  the  Council  shall  pass  the  ordinance  by  a    two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  present,  it  shall  go  into 
effect.    If  the  Mayor  shall  fail  to  return  any  ordinance, 
or  shall  return  the  same  unsigned,  without  objections  in 
writing,  at  or  before  the  next  regular    meeting    of    the 
Council  after  its  passage,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  ap- 
proved the  same,  and  it  shall  become  a  law  without  his 
irigiiature. 

8ec.  14.  That  the  Mayor  shall    communicate  from  time 
to  time  to  the  Council,  such  information  and  recommend 
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such  measures  touching  the  public  service  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  and  shall  perform  ^uch  other  duties  as  the  ordi- 
nances prescribe.  a         « 

Sec.  15.  When,  in  his  opinion,  the  public  good  requiresiy 
the  Moiyor  may  appoint  an^  discharge  speciail  policemen 
and  detectives,  making  report  thereof  to  the  City  Coun: 
cil  at  its  next  meeting  thereafter.  .. 

Sec.  16.  That  the.  Mayor  may  call  special  meetings  of 
the  Council,  and  when  called  he  shall  state  the  objects  for 
whicli  called,  and  the  business  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
confined  to  the  objects  so  stated  in  the  call. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  Mayor  may  be  impeached  by  the 
Council  for  misfeasance,  malfeasance  or  non-feasance  in 
office ;  for  drunkenness,  habitual  intoxication  or  gross  im- 
morality. Should  charges  be  preferred  against  the  May- 
or, the  Council  shall  furnish  said  Mayor  with  a  copy  of 
the  articles  of  impeachment  giving  him  reasonable  time 
to  answer,  and  shall  proceed  without  unnecessary  delay 
to  investigate  and  decide  them.  It  shall  require  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  said  Council  to  remove  him  from  office. 

Sec.  18.  That  in  case  of  death  ©r  the  absence  of  the 
Mayor  or  his  inability  from  any  cause  to  discharge  the  du- 
ties of  the  office  of  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Council  or 
in  his  absence,  tlie  Acting  President  of  the  Council,  shall 
discharge  the  duties  of  Mayor  as  ''Mayor  pro  tempore," 
until  the  office  of  Mayor  shall  be  filled. 

Sec.  19.  That  should  there  occur  a  vacancy  from  any 
cause  in  any  of  the  offices  of  said  municipality,  it  shall 
be  tbe  duty  of  the  Council  to  fill  said  vacancy  as  soon  as 
possible  by  appointing  a  qualified  elector  of  said  munici- 
pality, who  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  City  Council  shall  be  composed  of 
five  Councilmen,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  at  a  general  election  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said 
municipality.  At  the  general  election  to  be  held  under 
the  provision  of  this  charter  in  1905,  three  Councilmen 
shall  .bo  <>lected  to  serve  for  two  years  and  two  Council- 
men  shall  l)e  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  at  all 
elections  held  annually  thereafter,. two  or  three  Council- 
men,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  elected,,  and  they 
shall  serve  for  two  years  each. 

Sec.  21.  The  Council  shall  be  the  judges  of  the  qualifi- 
cations, election  and  returns  of  its  own  members  and 
shall  constitute  the  canvassing  board  for  all  elections.     It 
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may  enact  rules  of  procedure  and'  may  prescribe  penal- 
ties for  the  non-attendance  or  disorderly  conduct  of^  its 
members,  and  enforce  the  same.  Two-thirds  of  its  meni- 
bers  concurring,  it  may  expell  a  member  for  improper 
conduct  in  office.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  •  the 
Council  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum'  for  the 
transaction  of  'all  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from'  time  to  time  and  under  the  provisions  of 
ordinances  or  rules  of  procedure,  may  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  members  by  the  imposition^  of  fines  and 
penalties.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  or  hi^  ina'Bili- 
ty  to  act,  they  may  elect  a  President  pro  tem. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  Council  shall  hold  meetings  at  such 
times  as  it  may  determine,  holding  not  less  than  one  reg- 
ular meeting  per  month. 

Sec.  23.  The  City  Council,  shall  on  the  day  succeed*- 
^S  a^y  general  city  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  proceed  to  elect  one  of  its  members  President, 
who  shall  preside  over  the  Council.  When  acting  as  May- ' 
or,  as  hereinafter  provided,  he  shall'  be  disqualified  from 
presiding  over  the  Council.  A  President  pro  tem  shall  be 
elected  to  preside  over  the  Council  so  long  as  the  disabili- . 
ty  of  the  Mayor  may  exist. 

'  Sec.  24.  That  the  Council  shall  have  the  power  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  create  such  offices  and  provide  by 
ordinance  for  the  election  or  appointment  of  all  such  ad- 
ditional officers  and  employees  as  may,  in  their  judgment, 
be  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  municipali- 
ty. The  Council  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  abolish 
any  offioe  created  by  this  act. 

Sec.  25.  That  all  incumbents  of  offices  created  by  this 
act,  or  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  shall  be  required  to 
give  such  bond  as  the  Council  may  prescribe  and  to  take 
and  subscribe  to  an  oath  to.  faithfully  discharge  their 
several  duties. 

Sec.  26.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  collect  taxes  on  privileges  and  professions  taxa- 
ble by  law  for  State  purposes ;  to  require  and  enforce  the 
payment  of  a  license  tax  on  all  business,  privileges  or 
professions  for  w^hich  a  license  tax  is  required  by  the  laws 
of  the  State;  to  license,  tax  or  regulate  auctioneers,  tav- 
erns, hotels,  boarding  houses,  restaurants  and  peddlers; 
to  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacks,  carriages,  cars  omni- 
buses, wagons,  cart^,  drays,  and  to  fix  the    rate  fo    be 
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charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  property  within 
tjie  corporate  limits;  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatri- 
cal or  other  exhibitions,  shows,  circus,  parade  or  amuse- 
ment; to  license,  tax  and  regulate  the  sale  of  fire  armci; 
to  license,  tax  and  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors ;  but  no  license  granted  by  the  said  muni- 
cipality for  such  purpose  shall  be  construed  to  give  the 
licensee  any  rights  and  privileges,  except  insofar  as  the 
said  municipality  is  concerned,  and  the  said  licensee  shall 
nevertheless  be  subject  to  prosecution  and  punishment  for 
violation  of  the  license  law  of  the  State,  or  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  prohibition  regulations,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  27.  That  the  Counil  shall  appropriate  money  for 
the  payment  of  debts  and  expanses  of  the  said  city  of 
Lake  Butler,  and  also  for  the  debts  of  the  municipal  cor- 
poration of  which  the  municipality  hereby  created  is  suc- 
cessor. 

• 

Sec.  28.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  establish, 
maintain,  and  regulate  hospitals,  jails,  houses  of  deten- 
tion and  correction.  • 

Sec.  29.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  reg- 
ulations to  secure  and  protect  the  general  health  of  the  in- 
habitants and  to  prevent  and  remove  nuisances,  whether 
aflPecting  the  health  or  morals  of  the  community;  to  regu- 
late the  inspection  of  milk,  butter,  lard  and  all  groceries 
and  provisions  of  whatever  kind,  nature  or  class ;  to  regu- 
late the  vending  of  meat,  poultry,  fish,  oysters  and  other 
articles  of  light  nature,  and  of  fruits  and  vegetables;  to 
establish'  and  regulate  markets. 

Sec.  30.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power  t<5  provide 
the  said  municipality  with  water-works,  lights,  sewerage, 
paving,  city  buildings  and  such  other  municipal  improve- 
ments as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  manner  telni^^un- 
der  the  terms  of  this  charter.  Such  Council  shall  also 
have  power  to  organize  and  establish  a  fire-department. 

Sec.  31.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  open, 
alter,  extend,  widen,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otherwise 
improve,  clean  and  keep  in  repair  any  streets,  alleys  and 
sidewalks  and  to  erect  and  keep  in  repair  bridges,  cul- 
verts, sewers  and  gutters.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  provision  of  this  section  the  Council  shall  have 
power  to  call  out  by  summons  all  able  bodied  men,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  18  and  45  years,  having  resided  within 
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the  city  limits  for  one  month,  and  require  them  to  labor         19Q5 
mx  days  during  each  year,  or  pay  one  dollar  per  day  for  who^ubject 
tlee  time  summoned.  "     " 

Sec.  32.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  prohibit 
by  ordinance,  and  suppress  all  gambling  houses,  bawdy- 
houpes,  and  disorderly  houses,  any  exhibition,  show,  cir- 
<ni8,  parade  or  amusement  contrary  to  good  morals,  and 
all  obscene  pictures  and  literature,  to  regulate,  restrain 
•or  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufactories  dangerous  in 
increasing  or  producing  fires;  to  regulate  the  storage  of 
gun  powder,  tar,  pitch,  resin,  salt-peter,  gun-cotton,  gaso- 
line, coal-oil,  and  all  other  combustibles,  explosives  and 
inflamable  material  and  the  use  of  lights,  candles,  lamps, 
and  steam  pipes  in  all  stables,  shops  and  other  places;  to 
regulate  and  suppress  the  sale  of  firecrackers  and  all 
other  fire  works,  toy  pistols,  air-guns  and  sling  shots ;  to 
provide  for  the  arrest,  imprisonment  and  punishment  of 
all  breakers  of  the  peace,  and  to  disperse  all  disorderly 
assemblies  on  the  Sabbath  or  secular  days ;  to  pass  all 
ordinances  necessary  to  the  health,  peace,  convenience, 
good  order  and  protection  of  the  citizens,  and  to  carry  out 
the  full  extent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  to  accom- 
plish the  objects  of  this  corporation ;  to  impose  penalties 
on  the  owners,  occupants,  or  agents  of  any  house,  walks 
or  side  walks  or  other  structure,  or  place  or  thing,  which 
may  be^  dangerous  or  detrimental  to  the  citizens  or  their 
property,  unless  after  due  notice  the  same  shall  be  remov- 
ed or  remidied;  to  regulate,  tax,  license  or  suppress  by 
fine  or  in^prisonment  the  keeping  and  allowing  to  go  at 
large  of  all  animals,  fowls,  and  domestic  birds  within 
the  city,  to  impound  the  same  and,  in  default  of  redemp- 
tion in  pursuance  of  ordinance,  to  sell,  kill  or  other  wise 
dispose  of  the  same ;  to  provide  for  the  enolosinjs:,  im- 
proving and  regulating  of  all  public  grounds  belonging 
to  the  city  in  or  out  of  the  corporate  limits;  to  provide 
for  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  a  police  force, 
and  tQ  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  and  terms 
of  imprisonment  at  bard  labor  on  the  streets,  or  '  other 
work  to  be  designated  by  ordinance,  and  to  provide  ways 
and  means  to  prevent  the  escape  of  prisoners;  to  compel 
owners  of  buildings  to  erect  fire-escapes  when  necessary 
for  the  public  safety  or  the  safety  of  the  occupants  there- 
of;  to  grant  the  rieht  of  way  through  the  streets,  avenues, 
and  public  grounds  for  the  purpose  of  street  and  other 
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^905        railways ;  to  prodde  for  the  construction  of  sewers  and 
drainage,  and  for  keeping  them  in  repair,  and  to  assess 
the  expenses  to  the  property  that  shall  be  especially  bene- 
fitted by  the  improvements  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
«iich  benefit ;  or  upon  the  abutters  in  proportion  to  front- 
age, and  upon  all  land  drained  thereby  and    which    re- 
ceives the  benefit:    Provided,  The  Council  may,  by  ordi- 
nance or  resolution,  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  part 
of  the  cost  of  such  work  or  improvement  out  of  the  gen- 
eral tax,  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  construction,     im- 
provement or  repairs  shall  be    equally  assesjsed    against 
said  property  and  shall  be  a  lien  thereon  and  be  enforced 
by  suit  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction ;  to  take  and  ap- 
propriate private  grounds  and  private  property  in  man- 
ner and  form  provided  by  law  for  condemnation,  for  wid- 
ening  streets  or  parts  thereof,  or  for  extending  the  same, 
or  fur  laying  out  new  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  squares, 
parks  or  promenades,  when  the  public  convenience  may 
require  it,  and  to  assess  the  expenses  and  cost  pro  rata 
for  such  improvements  upon  the  property  especially  bene- 
fited thereby;  to  require  parties  or  their  agents  owning 
,    property  within  the  city  to  bring  the  same  to  a  grade  of 
topographical  level  by  fillings  or  excavations,  as  shall  be 
deemed  necessary,  the  city  having  and    exercising     the 
same  right  of  lien  and  its  enforcement,  as  provided  in 
case  of  side  walks,  and  when  said  works  of  excavation  of 
filling  in  shall  be  done  by  the  city. 

Sec.  33.  The  Councilmen  shall  receive  |1.00  for  each 
meeting  attended,  which  shall  be  full  compensation  for 
all  their  services. 

Sec.  34.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  each 
year  to  agree  on  a  budget  of  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
year,  which  budget  shall  designate  the  regular  officers  of 
the  corporation  for  tlie  ensuing  year,  with  the  salary  of 
each,  as  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  under  general  heads, 
such  a^  streets,  fire  department,  electric  lights,  water  and 
police,  the  subject  of  corporation  expenditure,  and  the  es- 
timated amount  run  out  in  figures  of  the  probable  expen- 
diture for  each  ])urpose;  this  budget  shall  be  published  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  said  city  or  by  posting  at  three 
conspicious  places,  if  the  Council  should  so  elect. 

Sec.  35.  That  the  Council  shall  by  ordinance  or  resoln- 

Committ€es.    tion  determine  the  number  of  standing  committees,    the 
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consist,  and  shall  designate  the  character  and  duties  of 
each;  the  President  of  the  Conncil  shall  appoint  saici 
committees  annually  as  soon  after  organization  as  prac- 
ticable.       .  *         • 

Sec.  36.  Whenever  it  shall  he  deemed  advisable  to  is- 
«ie  bonds  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  hereinafter  named 
for  raising  money  to  be  used  in  constructing,  maintain- 
ing OP  purchasing  waterworks ;  for  the'  purpose  of  con- 
structing, maintaining  or  purchasing  gas  or  electric  light 
works,  or  other  illuminating  works;  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing,  maintaining  or  purchasing  a  system  of 
sewerage;  or  otherwise  promoting  the  health  of  said  mu- 
nicipality; or  for  the  purpose  of  opening,  widening  and 
paving  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  said  municipality, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  opening,  constructing,  and  main- 
taining public  parks  and  promenades ;  or  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  school  houses  and  maintaining  system  of  pub- 
lic education  in  said  municipality ;  for  the  purpose  of  es- 
tablishing and  maintaining  a  fire  department  in  said  mu- 
nicipality; for  the  purpose  of  erecting  public  buildipgs 
for  the  use  of  said  municipality ;  for  any  one  or  more  of 
said  purposes,  the  Mayor  and  Council  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  issue  bonds  of  said  municipality,  and  under 
the  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
(20)  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  proper- 
ty, both  real  and  personal,  within  said  city,  as  shown  by 
the  assessment  roll,  signed  by  the  Mayor,  countersigned 
by  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  attested  by  the  Clerk, 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  which  shall  be  signed  in 
like  manner :  Provided,  however,  That  before  said  bonds 
shall  be  issue*  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  shall  be  approv- 
ed by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  electors  vot- 
ing for  each  purpose  separately  at  an  election  to  be  held 
for  such  purpose  or  purposes,  which  ele^^tion  shall  be  reg- 
nlated  by  ordinance  as  to  the  manner  of  conducting  and 
oertifyinfi:  the  same,  after  the  same  has  been  advertis%^d 
for  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  city  of  Lake  Butler,  and  at  which  election 
only  qualified  electors  of  said  city  who  own  real  estate  or 
personal  property  in  said  city,  and  have  paid  the  city 
taxes  thereon  last  due,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote. 

Sec.  37.  When  the  bonds  are  issued  under  the  terms  of 
this  act  the  said  bonds  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  cfty 
of  Lake  Butler,  shall  run  for  thirty  (30)  years,  and  shall 
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be  in  denomination  one  thousand  dollars  (f  1,000.00)  each 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor,  countersigned  by  the 
President  of  the  Council  and  attested  by  the  Clerk  with 
interest  coupons  attached,  which  shall  be  signed  in  Ihe 
manner,  and  the  Ma^^or  and  City  Council  of  said  city  of 
Lake  Butler  shall  be  authorized  to  levy  a  special  tax 
upon  all  taxable  property  within  said  city,  at  such  rate 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  raise  a  suflB- 
cient  fund  to  pay  off  the  interest  that  may  accrue  upon 
said  bonds,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  their 
final  redemption. 

Sec.  38.  The  bonds  herein  provided  for,  shall  in  no  case, 
be  sold  at  a  greater  discount  than  five  (5)  per  cent  of 
their  par  value,  and  shall  not  bear  a  greater  interest  than 
six  (6)  per  centum  per  annum. 

Sec.  39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  City  Council, 
as  soon  as  the  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  execu- 
ted, to  offer  the  same  for  sale  by  notice,  stating  the 
amount  of  bonds  for  sale,  the  rate  of  interest,  and  when 
the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  advertised  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  Lake  Butler,  and  also  in  not  less 
than  two  other  newspapers  in  cities  reputed  to  be  money 
centers,  if  deemed  necessary.  The  Cit  yCouncil  shall  re- 
ceive bids  for  the  purchase  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  of 
the  same  thereof,  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  sixty 
(60)  days  from  the  date  of  publication.  The  City  Coun- 
cil shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  and  re- 
advertise  the  bonds,  or  ai)y  portion  of  the  same,  remain- 
ing unsold. 

Sec.  40.  A  bank  or  banks,  or  other  depository,  to  be 
designated  by  the  Council,  shall  receive  and  be  custodian 
of  said  bonds  and  all  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  said 
bond  or  bonds. 

Sec.  41.  The  City  Council  shall  advertise  for  bids  for 
work  to  be  done  for  which  bonds  are  issued,  making  con- 
tracts with  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  who  shall  him- 
self give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  work, 
but  the  said  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or 
all  bids  received ;  they  shall  personally  or  through  proper 
agents,  select  all  material  and  have  supervision  and 
charge  of  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  for  which  the 
bonds  are  issued,  and  shall  audit  all  accounts  connected 
with  such  work,  and  pay  the  same  by  check  on  the  bank 
or  depository  handling  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of    said 
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bonds,  which  said  check  shall  be  invalid  unless  signed  by 
at  least  two  members  of  the  Citj  Council,  countersigned 
by  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  shall  be  sc  worded. 
Sec.  42.  The  entire  issue  of  bonds,  or  such  portion 
thereof  as  the  Mayor  and  Council  may  deem  proper,  may 
be  sold  and  converted^into  money  at  one  time. 

Sec.  43.  In  the  event  there  is  remaining  in  the  bank  or 
banks,  or  other  depository,  an  unexpended  balance  of 
money  that  was  received  from  the  saje  of  bonds  after  the 
work  entrusted  to  them  has  been  completed,  the  City 
Council  shall  invest  such  balance  in  such  interest-bearing 
securities  as  they  may    select,  to  be    approved  by    the 

[     Mayor,  and  such  sureties  shall  be  turned  over  by  them 

r  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  receive  and  give  his  re- 
ceipt for  same,  and  such  securities  shall  remain  in  the 
bands  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  be 

_  "applied  to  the  payment  of    the  bonds    or    the    interest 
ftereon,  as  directed  by  the  resolutions  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  44.  The  adverse  result  of  an  election  to  determine 
the  question  of  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  any  one  or  more 
of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  not  debar 
the  then  existing  or  any  subsequent  Council  from  re-sub- 
mitting the  same  question  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  city 
after  the  lapse  of  one  year;  but  the  question  of  bonding 
for  any  purpose  not  already  voted  upon  can  be  submitted 
to  the  vote  of  the  people  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Council,  it  may  be  considered  advisable.  .      » 

Sec.  4.5.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  city,  at  the  regular  annual  election  as  aforesaid, 
a  Tax  Assessor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assess  all  the 
property  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  both  real 
and  personal,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first 
day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year.  The  manner  'U 
vhich  he  shall  perform  his  duties  shall  be  determined  by 
ordinance.  He  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  and  cor- 
rect performance  of  his  duties,  with  sureties  to  be  approv- 

«  ed  by  the  Council.  He  shall  be  clothed  with  authority 
^0  administer  oaths  or  affirmation  in  the  listing  of  prop- 
erty for  taxation  the  same  as  County  Assessors  are  au- 
thorized by  general  law.  He  shall  receive  such  compen- 
sation as  \he  City  Council  may  fix. 

Sec.  4G.  The  Tax  Assessor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council,  may  assess  all  the  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  within  the  corporate  limits  and     place  valua- 
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tions  on  real  estate  or  personal  property,  regardless  of 
the  assessment  made  by  the  County  Assessor,  but  in  no 
case  shall  the  valuation  of  said  property  for  the  purpose 
of  taxation  exceed  its  actual  cash  value. 

Sec.  47.  All  persons,  firms  or  corporations  owning  real 
estate  or  personal  property,  taxable  in  said  city  are  re- 
quired to  make  return  of  the  same  to  the"  City  Assessor 
before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  and  upon  fail- 
ure to  make  such  return,  the  Assessor  shall  assess  any 
property  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  as  unknown,  and 
in  no  case  shall  the  assessment  of  taxes  thereon  be  held 
invalid  or  not  lawfully  made  or  enforced  payment  of  the 
taxes  thereon  be  resisted  by  reason  of  such  property  being 
assessed  otherwise  than  in  the  name  of  the  real  owner: 
Provided,  The  Assessor  can  not  find,  does  not  know  and 
has  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  name  of  the  real  owner. 
Sec.  48.  Real  estate  shall  be  described  by  lots  and 
blocks  when  so  platted,  or  by  section,  township  and  range, 
when  the  same  is  not  platted  in  lots  and  blocks,  or  in 
parks  or  fractions  of  either,  or  by  metes  and  bounds, 
when  such  land  is  so  described  by  the  owner  or  agetn ; 
and  lots  and  sub-divisions  of  a  block  belonging  to  one 
owner  and  lying  contiguously  may  be  assessed  together 
and  the  taxes  extended  on  one  line. 

Sec.  49.  The  assessment  of  personal  property  shall  be 
separate  from  the  real  estate,  but  personal  property  shall 
be  respoifsible  for  the  taxes  on  real  estate,  and  real  estate 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  taxes  on  personal  property. 
The  words  ^'personal  property"  shall  be  suflScient  desig- 
nation of  personal  property  for  purposes  of  city  taxation, 
when  the  same  is  not  otherwise  described. 

Sec.  50.  If  the  Assessor  shall,  in  making  his  assess- 
ment, discover  that  any  real  estate  was  omitted  from  the 
assessment  roll  of  either  or  all  of  the  previous  three  years, 
or  that  any  real  estate  was  illegally  sold  for  taxes  for 
any  such  year  or  years,  and  was  then  liable  to  taxation, 
he  shall,  in  addition  to  the  assessment  of  such  real  estate 
for  the  current  year,  assess  the  same  for  such  year  or 
years  so  omitted  from  taxation  or  so  illegally  sold,  noting 
such  separate  assessment  on  the  assessment  roll  for  the 
current  year,  and  the  same  shall  have  the  force  and  ef- 
fect it  would  have  had  if  properly  made  in  such  previous 
year  or  years,  and  the  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
thereon  .in  like  manner,  together  with  the  taxes  of    the 
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year  when  the  assessment  is  made,  and  all  real  estate         A906 
shall  be  subject  to  such  arrears  of  taxes  into    whosoever 
hands  it  may  come. 

Sec. '51.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  to  colnplete 
his  assessment  roll  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  Au-  Assessment 
gust  in  each  year  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable;  on  roii. 
such  day  he  shall  meet  with  the  City  Council  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reviewing  and  equalizing  said    assessment.    Be- 
fore making  an  increase  of  valuation  of.  any  property  on 
the  assessment  roll,  the  City  Council  shall  give  notice  of 
such  increase  of  valuation  to  the  owner  or  agent  of  said 
property  not  less  than  ten  days,  and  reasonably  describe 
the  property  intended  to  be  raised  in  the  valuation.    Any '

Chapter  5508.— [No.  137.] 

AN  ACT  to  Permit  the  Calling  and  Holding  of  an  Elec- 
tion in  the  City  of  Lake  City  During  the  Year  1905,  to 
Determine  Whether  Bonds  Shall  be  Issued  for  Certain 
Public  Purposes. 
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Be  it  Enacted  by  the  LegisUUure  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Lake 
City,  in  the  County  of  Columbia,  State  of  Florida,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  order  an  election  to 
,be  called  and  held,  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  to  determ- 
ine whether  or  not  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  such  public 
purposes  as  may  be  stated  in  the  ordinance  calling  such 
election,  at  any  time  during  the  year  1905  which  may  be 
fixed  by  such  ordinance  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
twelve  months  have  not  expired  since  the  holding  of  an 
election  for  the  same  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  That  such  election  if  called  and  held,  shall  be 
called,  held  and  the  returns  thereof  made  as  prescribed  in 
the  charter  of  said  city  of  Lake  City. 

Sfec.  3.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  hereof  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  re 
pealed. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor,  or  upon  its 
becoming  a  law  without  such  approval.

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Chapter  5509.— [No.  138.] 

AN  ACT  Authorizing  the  City  of  Lake  City,  a  Municipal 
Corporation  Organized  and  Existing  in  Columbia 
County,  Florida,  to  Issue  Bonds  for  the  Purchase  of 
Public  Utilities  and  Other  Municipal  Purposes  and  to 
Provide  for  the  Expenditure  of  Moneys  for  Municipal 
Purposes  and  the  Management  of  Public  Utilities. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  city  of 
Lake  City,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  bonds  of  said  city  to 
such  amounts,  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  on  the  city 
tax  rolls,  and  of  such  denominations,  bearing  such  rates 
of  interest,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  becoming  due  at 
such  times  and  upon  such  conditions  as  may,  by  ordi- 
nance calling  for  a  bond  election,  be  determined,  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sales  of  which  bonds  at  not  less  than  par 
value  shall  be  used  for  such  municipal  purposes  as  may 
be  provided  by  said  ordinance,  and  for  the  payment  of 
which  bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  the  entire  taxable 
property  of  said  city,  and  the  public  utilities  acquired 
and  owned  by  the  city,  may  be  pledged :  Provided,  That 
before  the  issue  of  said  bonds  shall  be  made,  the  issuance 
of  the  bonds  then  proposed  to  be  issued  shall  be  provided 
for  by  ordinance,  setting  forth  the  denominations  of  such 
bonds,  the  rate  of  interest,  the  time,  place  and  conditions 
when  said  bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  become 
due  and  payable,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  proposed 
issue  of  bonds  is  to  be  used,  and  providing  for  the  expen- 
diture of  the  moneys  arising  from  such  bond  issue  and 
the  control  and  management  of  the  public  utilities  acquir- 
ed hierewith,  and  subsequently  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  at  a  special  election  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, at  a  time  and  in  a  manner -to  be  i)rescril)ed  by  ordi- 
nance, by  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  who  own  taxa- 
ble property  in  said  city  and  paid  taxes  thereon  during 
the  preceding  year,  who  were  qualified  to  vote  at  the  city 
general  election  next  preceding  such  election,  or  ap- 
proved at  a  general  city  election  by  a  majority  of  the

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Sec.  3.  The  iBSuance  of  bonds  for  various  purposes  maj        1905 
be  by  said  ordinance  submitted  together  or  may  be    so  , 
Hubmitted  to  the  voters  as  to  permit  the    approval  of  the  bonds  for 
issaance  of  bonds  for  certain  purposes  and  the  rejection  JSi^m^s.

Be  it  Eiiacted  "by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  a  municipality  to  be  called  the  town  of 
Largo  is  hereby  established  in  Hillsborough  County,  the 
territorial  area  of  which  shall  be  as  follows :  All  of  sec- 
tion thirty-four,  in  township  twenty-nine  south,  range 
fifteen  east. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion; may  sue  and  be  sued;  plead  or  be  impleaded;  may 
purchase,  lease,  receive  and  hold  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, within  the  said  town ;  and  may  sell,  lease  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  said  town; 
and  may  purchase,  lease,  receive  and  hold  property,  real 
or  personal,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town,  to  be  used  for 
the  burial  of  the  dead,  for  the  erection  of  water  works, 
for  the  establishment  of  poor  houses,  pest  houses,  houses 
of  detention  and  correction,  for  public  parkd  and  prome- 
nades, and  for  any  other  public  purposes  that  the  Mayor 
and  Town  Council  may  deem  necessary  and  proper;  anS 
.  may  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  property  for 
fhe  benefit  of  the  town  to  the  same  extent  as  a  natural 
person  may.  Said  town  shall  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  the  design  of  whicli  shall  be  determined  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Town  Council.

Sec.  4.  That  all  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
including  those  herein  named,  shall,  before  entering  npon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  and  •suiscribe  to  an  officers  to 
oath,  before  some  person  authorized  by  the  law  of  this  subscribe  to 
State,  to  administer  oaths,  that  they  Will  faithfully  per-    "" 
form  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  they    have    been 
elected  or  appointed,  and  shall  also  give    such  bond    in 
such  sum  as  may  be  required  by  the  town  council,    said 
bond  to  be  approved  by  the  town  council. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to 
make,  ordain,  establish  or  execute,  for  the  government 
of  said  town  council  and  the  officers  of  said  town,  such 
ordinances,  resolutions  and  .  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Florida, 
or  the  United  States,  provided  a  majority  of  the  council 
at  the  meeting  shall  assent  thereto,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  to  pass  all 
such  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  to  define,  abate  or 
prevent  nuisances,  to  i-estrain  and  punish  gambling  or  all 
other  disorderly  conduct;  to  regulate  the  speed  at  which 
horses  may  be  driven  or  ridden  and  automobiles  may  be

speed  at  which  bicycles  may  be  ridden  through  the  streets, 
to  regulate  the  speed  at  which  street  or  other  railway 
cars,  trains  or  engine  shall  be  run  within  the  town  limits, 
to  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  all  animals  in  the 
streets  of  the  town,  or  in  the  town  limits ;  to  license  pub- 
lic shows,  restaurants,  hotels,  saloons,  billard  or  pool 
tables  except  for  private  use,  bowling  alleys,  hawkers  or 
peddlers  and  merchants  within  the  town ;  to  have  charge 
and  control  of  public  buildings  when  erected;  to  provide 
for  the  establishment  of  waterworks;  to  organize,  estab-

the  rates  of  drsrj^age,  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
persons  who  may  at  any  time  disturb  the  peace  of  the 
town,  or  violate  any  of  its  ordinances ;  to  fix  and  regulate 
the  salaries  and  compensation  of  the  officers  and  employes 
of  the  town  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  to 
do  and  regulate  any  other  matter  or  thing  that  may  tend 
to  promote  the  peace,  welfare,  prosperity  and  morals  of 
the  town,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  aforesaid  pow- 
ers. The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  impose  penal- 
ties for*  breaches  of  its  ordinances  by  fine  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  town  jail,  and  enforce  the  same  by  attach- 
ment summarily  against  the  person  and  property  of  the 
delinquent,  if  the  same  can  be  found;  provided,  that  the 
penalty  enforced  shall  in  no  case  Exceed  imprisonment 
for  sixty  days  or  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  or  both,  and 
in  addition  to  the  powers  herein  enumerated  the  town 
council  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  du- 
ties granted  to  them  or  imposed  upon  them  by  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  Florida,  ^ow  in  force  for  the  government  of 
cities  and  towns,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  ' 
this  charter. 

Sec.  0.  That  upon  affirmative  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the 
said  council  and  the  consent  of  the  Mayor,  of  said  town, 
the  said  town  is  hei'eby  authorized  at  any  time  to  borrow 
money  to  the  extent  of  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  levied  in  any  one  year,  and  to  issue  as  evidence  of 
indebtedness  for  the  money  borrowed,  revenue  bonds, 
which  bonds  shall  be  .sijjued  by  the  Mayor  of  the  Town, 
President  of  the  Town  Council,  and  attested  by  the  Clerk, 
find  under  the  seal  of  said  town,  and  shall  not  be  for  less 
denomination  than  fifty  dollars  each;  said  bonds  shall 
be  issued  separately  against  any  or  all  of  the  funds  for 
which  taxes  are  assessed,  and  when  issued  against  any 
fund,  the  amount  realized  from  the  loan  on  said  bonds 
shall  be  carried  and  credited  to  the  fund  against  which 
said  bond  was  issued.  Said  bond  shall  be  issued  in 
serial  numbers  beginning  with  the  number  one  as  against 
each  separate  fund  and  the  holder  of  said  bonds  shall 
have  a  first  lien  upon  the  uncollected  taxes,  to  the  extent 
of  the  amount  borrowed,  and  as  against  each  fund  for 
which  said  bonds  were  issued:  and  as  the  taxes  are  col- 
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lected,  ILe  bonds  shall  be  paid  in  the  order  in  which  they  1906 
were  issued  out  of  the  fund,  against  which  said  bonds 
were  negotiated;  no  revenue  bonds  shall  bejssued  for  a 
longer  time  than  six  months,  and  shall  bear  such  inter- 
est as  the  town  council  may  fix  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent 
per  annum.

The 
council  by  ordinance  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
said  bonds  for  municipal  improvements  shall  be  issued, 
but  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  until  the  same  have  been 
ratified  by  majority  of  the  voters  at  an  election  to  be  held 
for  the  purpose  of  ratifying  said  bonds. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  no    power  to  ^^  ^^^ 
levy  in  any  one  year  a  higher  rate  of  taxation    than  one  not  to  ex- 
per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable    property  ^I^.  ^^^  ^^^ 
within  its  corporate  limits. 

Sec.  9.  That  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  nor  shall 
any  warrant  be  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of  said  town 
unless  the  money  to  meet  the  same  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Appropria- 
Treasurer  at  the  time  it  is  appropriated  or  the  warrant  **ons. 
drawn,  and  all  appropriation^  made  and  warrants  drawn 
in  violation  of  this  section,  shall  be  void:  Provided, 
however,  This  section  shall  have  no  application  to  the 
bonds   herein  before  provided  for. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  said  corporation 
in  any  one  year  to  incur  indebtedness  in    excess  of    the  indebted- 
taxes  "levied  for  the  said  year:    Provided,  however,  This 
section  shall  have  no  application  to  the  bonds  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  said  town  may  make  its  own    assess- 
ment and  valuation  of  property  for  taxation.    The  Coun-'  Assessment. 
cil  may  by  ordinance  provide  for  the  time  and  manner  of 
making  the  assessment  for  taxes  and  for  the  tax  levy  of 
said  town. 

Sec.  12.  AH  taxes  shajl  be  due  and  payable  on  the  first 
day  of  November  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  T^^es,  when 
assessment  roll  is  approved  by  the  Town  Council,    and  aue. 
handed  to  the  Tax  Collector,  for  collection,  and  all  taxes 
remaining  due  and  un[>nid  on  the  first  Monday  of    Jan- 
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uary  thereafter,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  one  per 
jent  per  month,  which  interest  shall  be  added  to  the  taxes 
collected,  no  fraction  of  a  month  being  considered.

Taxes  duly  asessed  on  real  estate  shall  be  and  remain  a 
Hep  upon  the  property  assessed,  superior  to  all  other 
Hens  or  claims  except  State  and  county  taxes,  until  the 
same  shall  be  paid;  all  unpaid  taxes  and  assessments 
may  be  collected  by  suits  in  court  at  law  or  in  equity; 
the  costs  of  all  suits  and  proceedings  for  the  collection  of 
unpaid  taxes  and  assessments  including  a  reasonable  at- 
torney's or  solicitor's  fee,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  at- 
torney or  solicitor  representing  the  town  as  his  compen- 
sation in  such  suit,  shall  be  recovered  and  collected  by 
such  suit;  solicitor's  fee  not  to  exceed  |5.00  for  institut- 
ing suit  and  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  recovered. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  the  taxes  on  any  real  estate  shall  not 
be  paid  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  next  after  the 
tax  roll  shall  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Tax  Col- 
lector, he  may  at  any  time  thereafter  make  from  the 
assessment  roll  a  separate  copy  of  any  assessment  there- 
on remaining  unpaid,  showing  assessment  of  any  lot, 
parcel  or  tract  of  land  as  the  same  then  appears  upon 
the  town  tax  asessment  roll,  which  he  shall  certify  to  be 
a  true  and  correct  copy  from  the  town  assessment  roll,  of 
the  assessment  of  the  lot,  parcel  or  tract  of  land  therein 
described,  and  deliver  the  sum  to  the  town,  attorney  or 
solicitor  for  collection,  which  certified  copy  shall  be  prima 
•facie  evidence  of  the  contents  of  the  assessment  roll, 
and  of  the  levies  made  thereon  in  all  suits  to  enforce  the 
payment  of  or  the  lien  for,  such  taxes  as  may  appear 
upon  said  copies.  The  interest  of  all  persons  not  appear- 
ing upon  the  public  records  of  Hillsborough  County,  and 
of  the  United  States  District  Court  at  Tampa,  Florida, 
shall  be  foreclosed  by  such  suits  without  their  being 
named  or  served  as  defendants. 

Sec.  14.  The  Clerk  and  Assessor  shall  receive  his  full 
compensation  for  his  services  five  per  cent  of  the  tax«i 
assessed  excluding  errors;  the  Marshall  and  Tax  CoUec- 
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tor  shall  receive  his  compensation  for  collecting,  five  per 
cent  of  the  taxes  collected,  and  also  such  fees  as  may  be 
allowed  him  by  ordinance  for  his  services  as  Marshall; 
all  other  officers  named  in  this  act  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation except  that  there  may  be  paid  to  the  Mayor  for 
sitting  as  municipal  judge  in  criminal  cases  arising  under 
the  ordinance  of  the  town,  such  an  amount  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  council  to  be  collected  out  of  the  person 
charged,  when  found  guilty,  or  if  sentenced  to  a  term  of 
imprisonment,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  fund  in  the  town 
treasury. 

Sec.  15.  The  first  general  election  shall  be  held  under 
this  charter  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September  A.  D.  1905, 
and  a  general  election  shall  be  held  every  two  years 
thereafter. 

Sec.  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  and 
approval  by  the  Governor.

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  a    municipal     corporation  is    hereby    • 
created  in  the  county  of  Walton    under  the    corporate  Town  of 
name  of  the  tow  nof  Laurel  Hill,  and  that  the  corporate  i^^r^i  Hiit 
limits  thereof  shall  comprise  the  following  described  ter- 
ritory to- wit: 

All  of  Section  Five  (5)  in  township  Five  north  range  corporation 
Twenty-two  west.  "™"*- 

Sec.  2.  That  said  municipality  is  hereby  granted  all  the 
powers  given  to  such  corporations  under  the  general  hws  ^JJ^^LjJJ^. 
of  the  State  of  Florida.  ^ 

Sec.  3.  That  the  officers  of  said  town  shall  be  as    fol-  offlcera  or 
lows :     One  Mayor,  five  Aldermen,  Clerk,  Treasurer    and  ***'^- 
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Tax  Assessor  (one  person),  Marshal  and  Tax  Collector 
(one  person),  and  such  other  officers  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  provided  for,  either  by  law  or  by  the  ordinances 
of  said  town.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office, 
who  shall  not  be  a  resident  and  legal  voter  of  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  term  of  office  of  all  officers,  except 
aldermen,  shall  be  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  date 
of  their  election,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  That  the  aldermen  shall  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  at  the 
general  election  for  officers  of  the  town.  At  the  first 
election  under  this  charter  three  of  the  aldermen  shall  be 
elected  for  two  years,  and  two  for  one  year,  of  the  candi- 
dates for  aldermen,  the  three  receiving  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  shall  serve  for  two  years,  and  the  two  receiv- 
ing the  next  highest  number  shall  serve  one  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Town  Council  shall  fix  the  salary  or  com- 
pensation of  all  the  town  officers  of  said  town :  Provid- 
ed, That  the  aldermen  shall  themselves  receive  no  pay. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  powers  and  duties  of  all  the  officers  of 
said  town  shall  be  the  same  of  those  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  Florida  for  the  officers  of  muni- 
cipalities. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Mayor  and  council  shall  have  power 
by  ordinances  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  upon  all  property 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  and  to  levy  a 
license  tax  and  collect  the  same  upon  all  kinds  of  busi- 
ness occupations  and  professions  taxable  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Florida,  provided  the  amount  so  levied  and 
collected  for  privileges  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  cent  of 
the  tax  imposed  by  the  State  for  such  privileges. 

Sec.  8.  All  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January  of  each  and  every  year,  and  the 
collector  is  hereby  vested  with  power  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  collect  by  levy  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chatties, 
lands  and  tenements  assessed  all  taxes  that  remain  unpaid 
on  the  first  day  of  April,  unless  such  limit  is  extended  by 
the  council. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Town  Council  shall  hold  not  less  than 
one  regular  meeting  in  each  month,  in  such  place  in  the 
town  as  it  may  designate.  The  manner  of  holding  special 
meetings  shall  be  provided  by  ordinance.

the  repairing,  working,  improving  and  laying  out  the 
streets  and  bridges  thereof  as  may  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  town  of  Laurel  Hill  for  any  purpose  or  pur- 
poses hereinafter  named ;  for  raising  money  to  be  used  in 
constructing  and  maintaining  waterworks;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  and  maintaining  illuminating 
works;  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining 
a  system  of  sewerage,  or  otherwise  promoting  the  health 
of  said  town;  for  the  purpose  of  opening,  widening  and 
paving  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  said  town,  and  for 
opening,  constructing  and  maintaining  public  parks  and 
promenades;  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  school  houses 
and  maintaining  a  system  of  public  education  in  said 
town ;  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaing  a 
fire  department  of  said  town ;  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
public  buildings  for  the  use  of  said  town;  for  any  one 
or  more  of  said  purposes,  the  Mayor  and  Town  Council  of 
the  town  of  Laurel  Hill  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  of  said  town,  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty (real,  personal  and  mixed)  of  the  town  as  shown  by 
the  tax  assessment  of  the  town  at  tjie  time  of  the  issue  of 
such  bonds;  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor, 
count<H»igned  by  the  President  of  the  Town  Council  and 
attested  by  the  clerk,  with  interest  coupons  attached 
which  shall  be  signed  in  like  manner:  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  before  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  otherwise 
be  provided  for,  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  property  holders  <>f 
the  town,  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose, 
which  shall  be  regulated  by  ordinance  as  to  the  manner 
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of  conducting  or  certifying  the  same,  after  the  same  has 
been  advertised  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  town. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be 
of  the  denomination  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
(100.00)  dollars  each,  bearing  rate^ of  interest  of  not  more 
than  six  (6)  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
and  said  bonds  to  be  due  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  thirty  years  from  date  of  issuO;^  as  said  corporate 
authorities  may  determine. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  bonds  herein  provided  for  shall  in  no 
case  be  sold  at  a  greater  discount  than  five  per  cent  of 
their  par  value. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  adverse  result  of  an  election  to  de- 
termine the  question  of  tlie  issue  of  bonds  for  any  one  or 
more  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act  shall  not  de- 
bar the  then  existing  or  any  subsequent  Town  Council 
from  resubmitting  or  again  submitting  the  question  of 
issue  of  bonds  to  the  property  owners  of  tfie  town  after 
the  lapse  of  one  year. 

Sec.  16.  The  Town  Council  shall  have  the  power  to 
levy  annually  such  special  tax  upon  the  taxable  property 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Laurel  Hill,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  provide  funds  for  the  payment  of 
interest  coupons,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  said 
bonds  at  maturity.  The  Council  shall  have  the  power  to 
provide,  by  ordinance,  for  custody  and  investment  of  such 
tax. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  Town  Council  of  said  town  shall  pro- 
vide by  ordinance  the  mode  of  conducting  all  town  elec- 
tions, for  the  proper  registration  of  voters  and  for  the 
certifying  of  the  returns  of  any  election  held  in  said 
town.

rianna, and  for  such  other  municipal  purposes  as  the 
town  council  of  said  town  of  Marianna  may  by  ordinance 
designate,  and  which  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  in 
the  manner  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act.  The 
entire  tnxable  nroperty  of  said  town  shall  be  pledged  for 
the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  the  issue  of  the  bonds  herein  au- 
thorized, shall  be  made  the  issue  of  the  bonds  then  pro- 
posed to  be  issued  shall  be  provided  for  by  ordinance,  ex- 
pressing the  purpose  and  approximately  the  amount  for

AN  ACT  to  Make  it  Unlawful  for  Live  Stock  to  Run  at 
Large  Within  the  Corporate  Limits  of  the  Town  of 
Melbourne,  Brevard  County,  Florida,  and  to  Provide 
for  Impounding  and  Sale  of  Stock  so  Kunning  at 
Large. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Htate  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this 
act  by  the  Governor,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  live 
stock"  to  run  at  large  within  'the  corporate  limits  of  the  at^arKe^  p5-o- 
town  of  Melbourne :  Provided,  That  the  Town  Council  of  h^^^^od  m 
the  town  of  Melbourne  shall  build  or  cause  to  be  built,  a 
three-strand  barbed  wire  fence,  the  posts  to  be  not  more 
than  ten  feet  apart  along  the  north  and  west  boundary 
lines  of  said  corporate  limits. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  may  take  up,  and  it  shall  be    the 
duty  of  the  Marshall  or  any  Deputy    Marshall,  or    any 
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Magistrate,  to  take  up  op  cause  to  be  taken  up  and  im- 
pounded any  live  stock  so  running  at  large  wthin  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  town,  and  such  impounder  may 
demand  twenty-flve  cents  for  each  animal  for  every  day 
such  stock  is  kept  impounded,  and  fifty  cents  for  taking 
and  impounding,  and  the  person  having  charge  of  such 
stock  is  hereby  required  to  feed^  water  and  give  such  care 
as  is  necessary  to  keep  such  stock  in  the  same  condition 
as  when  impounded. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  owner  of  such  stock  be  known  to  such 
impounder,  he  shall  immediately  inform  such  owner 
where  his  stock  is  impounded,  and  if  such  owner  shall 
for  two  days  after  such  notice  wilfully-  refuse  or  neglect 
to  redeem  his  stock  and  pay  the  impounding  fees,  or  if 
said  owner  shall  be  unknown  to  such  impounder,  then 
the  impounder  shall  notify  the  Town  Marshall  that  he 
has  impounded  such  stock,  giving  a  full  and  accurate  de- 
scription of  the  same,  with  marks  and  brands,  if  any. 
The  Town  Marshall,  after  ten  days  notice  published  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  Brevard  County,  shall  sell  the 
stock  at  public  auction,  and  after  paying  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  the  costs  of  impounding,  keeping  and 
sale  of  said  stock,  he  shall  turn  over  the  balance  to  the 
Town  Clerk  to  be  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  The  Marshall  upon  making  such  sale,  shall 
furnish  a  statement  thereof  under  oath  to  the  Clerk  of 
said  town,  with  a  description  of  the  stock  sold  by  him, 
which  statement  and  description  shjlll  be  filed  by  said 
clerk,  and  at  any  time  within  three  months  after  such 
sale,  the  owner  of  said  stock,  by  making  satisfactory 
proof  of  the  ownership  to  the  Town  Council  of  said  town, 
may  have  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  paid  over 
to  Inm.  or  he  nuiy  redeem  such  stock  by  paying  all  costs 
accrued,  together  with  the  purchase  money  and  interest 
at  legal  rate  from  the  time  of  impounding,  but  if  proof  of- 
ownership  is  not  made  within  the  time  named,  the  said 
clerk  shall  pay  the  money  into  the  town  treasury. 

Sec.  5.  The  words  ''live  stock"  and  "stock"  in  this 
chapter  shall  be  construed  to  mean  horses,  mules,  asses, 
cows,  sheep,  goats,  and  all  neat  cattle  and  swine. 

Sec.  6.  The  Marshall  and  Clerk  shall  receive  the  same 
fees  for  the  services  required  of  them  by  this  act  as    are 
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prescribed  bj  law  for  similar  services  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  ■

and  Powers;  and  to  Aut^iorize  the  Imposition  of  Pen- 
alties for  the  Violation  of  its  Ordinances. 

J^e  it  Enacted  by  the  Leffislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 


Section  1.  That  the  existing  municipality  of  the  city  of 
Miami,  in  the  county  of  Dade  and  State  of  Florida,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  abolished. 

Sec  2..  That  the  title,  rights  and  ownership  of  property, 
uncollected  taxes,  dues,  claims,  judgments,  decrees  and 
choses  in  action,  held  or  owned  by  the  municipality  of 
the  city  of  ^liami,  shall  pass  to  and  be  vested  in  the  mu- 
nicipal corporation  hereby  organized  to  succeed  such  mu- 
nicipality. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  obligation  or  contract  of  said  munici- 
pality, including  the  issue  or  authorized  issue  «f  thirty- 
three  thousand  dollars  (|33,000)  of  city  bonds  shall  be 
impaired  or  avoided  by  this  change,  but  all  such  debts 
and  obligations  shall  pass  to  and  be  binding  upon  the 
new  municipality  hereby  organized  and  created.

middle  of  Biscayne  Bay ;  thence  go  northerly  along  the 
middle  of  Biscayne  Bay,  to  a  point  due  east  of  the  point 
of  beginning;  thence  go  west  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

That  the  said  nuinicipality,  and  all  the  inhabitants 
foniprehouded' within  the  territorial  limits  above  de- 
scribed, shall  be  and  are  hereby  created  and  constituted 
a  body  corjiorate  and  j>olitic,  under  and  by  the  name  of 
the  city  of  Miami,  and  by  that  name  may  have  perpetual 
succession,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
may  hold  real  estate,  personal  and  mixed  property,  and 
dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  and  may 
purchase,  lease,  rei^eive  and  hold  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, beyond  the  limits  of  the  city  to  be  used  for  the 
burial  of  the  dead,  the  ereciton  of  waterwoks  and  lighting 
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plants,  the  establighment  of  poor  houses,  pest  houses, 
houses  of  detention  and  correction,  for  public  parks  and 
promenades,  for  the  cremating,  neutralizing  or  otherwise 
destroying  of  sewerage,  garbage  and  refuse,  and  for  any 
public  purpose  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may 
deem  proper;  and  may  sell,  lease  or  dispose  of  said  prop- 
erty for  the  benefit  of  the  city  to  the  same  extent  that 
natural  persons  might  do;  that  said  city  shall  have. and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  within  the  limitations  of  this  act,  shall  be  obligated 
and  empowered  to  preserve  peace,  and  maintain  good 
order  and  justice  within  its  borders,  and  to*  that  end  shall 
have  the  power  to  establish  a  city  police  force,  to  provide 
a  municipal  system  of  revenues  and  taxation,  to  ordain 
rules  for  the  government  of  the  city,  and  to  prescribe 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  its  ordinances. 

The  city  shall  have  power  to  regulate,  improve,  alter, 
extend  and  open  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  parks  and  avenues ; 
to  cause  encroachments  and  obstructions,  decayed  build- 
ings and  ruins  to  be  removed,  to  construct  and  operate 
wharves  and  docks,  drains  and  sewers  and  to  make  to  the 
parties  injured  thereby,  such  reasonable  compensation, 
and  charge  upon  those  benefited,  such  reasonable  assess- 
ments as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the 
said  city  of  Miami  is  hereby  vested  with  the  powers  of 
eminent  domain. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  government  of  said  city  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Mayor,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance, to  hold  oflBce  for  the  term  of  two  (2)  years;  and  a 
common  council  to  be  called  the  City  Council  of  the  city 
of  Miami,  consisting  of  nine  (9)  members,  to  hold  office 
for  the  term  of  four  years ;  and  by  such  other  officers  as 
may  be  hereinafter  designated;  and  the  said  Mayor  and 
the  City  Counoilmen  shall  be  jegal  voters  of  the  city  of 
Miami  and  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof;  and 
the  members  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  elected  from  the 
city  at  large,  until  such  time  as  the  city  shall  be  divided 
into  wards,  and  from  and  after  the  division  of  the  city 
into  wards,  there  shall  be  two  coTincilmen  elected  froip 
each  ward,  and  the  remainder  from  the  city  at  large. 

Provided,  That  at  the  first  general  election  held  under 
this  charter,  there  shall  be  elected  nine  members  of  the 
City  Council,  the  five  members    receiving    the    highest 
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number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  the  four  years  next 
ensuing,  the  remaining  four  members  to  hold  office  for 
the  next  tsro  years ;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  ballot,  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  settled  by  lot,*  and  five  members  shall  hold 
office  for  four  years  and  four  members  for  two  years;  and 
at  each  general  city  election  thereafter,  all  members  of 
the  City  Council  shall  be  elected  for  four  years. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  city  shall  be  divided  into  three 
wards,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  first,  second 
and  third  wards,  respectively,  which  wards  shall  be  laid 
out  and  delineated  by  the  City  Council  at  such  time  as 
they  may  deem  proper;  and  the  said  City  Council  shall 
have  power  to  change,  alter,  abolish,  or  increase  the  boun- 
daries, or  the  number  of  the  said  wards,  as  they  may 
deem  best. 

Sec.  8.  The  government  of  the  said  city  ^hall  be  carried 
on  by  the  following  officers: 

A  Mayor, 

A  City  Council, 

A  Citv  Marhall, 

A  City  Clerk, 

A  City  Treasurer, 

A  Municipal  Judge, 

A  City  Tax  Assessor, 

A  CitV  Tax  Collector, 

A  City  Auditor, 

A  Chief  of  Police, 

A  C^liief  of  the  Fire  Departemnt, 

A  City  Attorney, 
and  such  other  oflicers  as  may  be  created  by  ordinances 
of  the  city  not  inconsistent  herewith :  Provided,  The 
offices  of  City  Clerk,  City  Tax  Assessor  and  City  Tax  Col- 
lector may  be  held  by  one  person;  and  all  of  said  officers 
shall  be  qualified  electors  of  the  city  of  Miami,  and  ishall 
j)erform  such  duties  and  receive  such  compensation  as 
may  be  i)re8cribed  by  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  not  in- 
consistent with  this  charter. 

Members  of  the  City  Council  shall  not  be  directly  or 
indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  with  said  city,  nor 
shall  any  member  vote  in  said  council  upon  any  question 
concerning  a  contract  in  which  he  may  be  so  interested : 
Provided,  also,  That  should  any  member  of  the  City 
Council  or  m^ber  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  vote 
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upon  any  contract  in  which  such  m^pibers  may  be  inter-  1905 
ested ;  or  should  any  individual  officer  of  the  city  let  any 
contract  in  which  he  may  be  interested,  such  contract 
shall  be  void,  and  such  councilmen,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  or  other  such  oflBcer  shall  be  liable  to 
suspension  from  office. 

Sec.  9.  The  duties  of  the  Mayor  shall  be  to  see  that  all 
the  ordinances  of  the  said  city  are  faithfully    executed,  Duties  of 
ami  he  is  authorized  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  City  '"ayor. 
Council,  to  appoint  such  police  force  as  shall  be  necessary  Appoint- 
to  insure  i)eace  and  good  order  of  the  city  and  the  observ*  iT(Smen.   ^^" 
ance  of  law  within  the  city  limits. 

He  shall  have  power  to  appoint  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  City  Council,  all  officers. of  the  city  who  are  Powers  of 
not  made  elective  by  this  charter ;  he  shall  have  the  power  "^^y^^- 
to  bid  in  all  property  for  the  city  at  any  and  all  judicial 
sales,  or  sales  under  process  of  law  where  the  city  is  a 
party;  to  make  pro  tempore  appointments;  to  make  ap- 
pointments caused  by  death,  sickness,  absence,  or  any 
•  disability  of  any  city  officer,  but  he  shall  not  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies"  in  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Public  Works,  or  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  10.  That  there  shall  be  elected  by  the     qualified 
electors,  a  Municipal  Judge,  to  be  called  the  Municipal  f^'^^l^,'^""^ 
Judge  of  the  city  of  Miami. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Judge  to  hold  daily 
terms  of  court  in  such  places  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
City  Council  for  tlie  trial  of  all  jiersons  charged  with  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  which  trial 
shall  be  without  jury,  and  upon  conviction  of  such  person 
or  persons,  to  impose  upon  him  or  them  such  penalty  as 
may  -be  provided  by  such  ordinance^ 

He  shall  have  the  power  to  summon  witnesses,  issue 
warrants  of  arrest  upon  affidavits  duly  filed,  to  adminis- 
ter oaths,  and  do  all-  other  acts  necessary  for  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty.  He  shall  also  have  power  to  pun- 
ish for  contempt  of "^court  to  the  extent  of  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars  (flOO),  or  imprisonment  for  thirty  (30) 
days,  or  both.  The  costs  of  prosecution  in  said  court 
shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  in  the  circuit  court,  be- 
ing taxed  against  the  persons  convicted. 
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In  case  of  the  absence,  sickness,  or  disqualifications  of 
the  municipal  judge,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  some  prac- 
ticing attorney  residing  in  the  city  of  Miami  to  hold 
daily  terms  of  court,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  said  Municipal  Judge  during 
the  sickness,  absence,  or  disqualifications  of  said  Muni- 
cipal Judge. 

Sec.  11.  The  City  Clerk  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  city  of  Miami  and  shall  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  two  (2)  years.  He  shall  also  act  as  clerk  of  the 
Municipal  Court. 

The  Clerk  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  City  Council  may 
aflix,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
Clerk  by  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  charter. 

Sec.  12.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  city  of  Miami,  a  Treasurer  of  said  city,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  two  (2)  years,  whose  duties  shall  be  such  • 
as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by    ordinance, 
and  who  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

Sec.  13.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  city  of  Miami,  a  City  Marshall,  to  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  two  years.  His  duties  and  compensation 
shall  be  prescribed  and  fixed  by  the  city  ordinances,  and 
he  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  municipal 
court ;  and  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  with 
the  (consent  of  the  City  Council,  such  police  force  as  the 
City  Council  may  deem  best:  Provided,  That  the  City 
Council  may  by  ordinance,  create  and  establish  a  regular 
police  department  for  the  said  city,  and  from  and  after 
the  enactment  of  such  ordinance,  the  office  of  City  .Mar- 
shall may  be  abolished,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be 
elected  by  the  people  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  The  duties  and  compensation  of  the  Chief  of  Po- 
lice shall  be  prescribed  and  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  14.  The  Mayor  shall  by  and  with  the  jconsent  of 
the  said  Council  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  be  called 
the  Auditor  of  the  said  city,  who  shall  give  such  bond  as 
the  Council  may  prescribe,  and  whose  duties  and  compen- 
sation shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  15.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  city  of  Miami,  a  City  Attorney,  who  shall  perform 
all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  provisions  of  this 
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act,  and  which  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  ordinances 
taave  as  herein  provided.  His  compensation  shall  ])e 
fixed  bj  ordinance. 

Sec.  16.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  city  of  Miami,  a  suitable  person  to  be  called  the 
City  Tax  Assessor,  and  a  suitable  person  to  be  called 
the  City  Tax  Collector  of  the  city  of  Miami,  and  their  du- 
ties shall  be  to  assess  and  collect  the  taxes  of  the  city  of 
Miami  and  to  keep  in  their  custody  and  under  their  con 
trol  all  books  and  records  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  city  taxes,  and  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter:  Pro- 
vided, The  offices  of  City  Tax  Assessor  and  the  oflflice  of 
City  Tax  Colector  may  be  held  by  one  person,  or  by  the 
City  Clerk. 

Sec.  17.  All  officers  of  said  city  shall  before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
that  they  are  entitled  to  hold  the  office  to  which  they 
have  been  elected  or  appointed  and  shall  give  bond  in, 
such  sums  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council,  said 
bond  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Council:  Provided, 
The  members  of  the  City  Council  shall  not  be  required  to 
give  bond. 

The  terms  of  said  officers  provided  by  this  charter  shall 
be  for  two  (2)  years,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  duly  qualified,  unless  herein  specially  provided  for, 
provided  that  the  terms  of  all  officers  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  shall  terminate  with  the  term  of  office  of  the  May- 
or so  appointed. 

Sec.  18.  The  Mayor  of  said  city  for  good  cause,  shall 
have  the  right  to  suspend  any  officer  of  said  city  except 
members  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works 
and  the  members  of  the  City  Council:  Provided,  That 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  after  such  sus- 
pension, the  Mayor  ehall  submit  to  the  City  Council  in 
writing,  the  cause  of  such  suspension,  whereupon  said 
City  Council,  upon  due  notice  given  to  the  accused,  shall 
inquire  into  the  cause  of  such  suspension;  if  two-thirds 
of  the  City  Council  shall  sustain  the  charges  preferred 
by  the  Mayor,  the  officer  shall  be  dismissed.  The  Mayor 
shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  some  person  to  perform 
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the  duties  of  said  suspended  officer  until  the  Council 
shall  have  passed  on  such  suspension.  If  such  suspension 
is  sustained  by  the  Council,  the  Mayor  shall  at  once  ap* 
point  a  successor  to  said  officer,  who  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  Council. 

Sec.  19.  The  City  Marshall,  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any 
policeman  of  the  city  of  Miami  may  arrest  without  war- 
rant any  person  violating  any  of  the  ordinances  of  said 
city,  committed  in  the  presence  of  such  officer,  and  when 
knowledge  of  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said  city 
shall  come  to  said  City  Marshall,  Chief  of  Police  or  po- 
liceman, not  committed  in  his  presence,  he  shall  at  once 
make  affidavit  before  the  Judge  or  Clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Court  against  th<^  person  charged  with  such  violation, 
whereupon  said  Judge  or  Clerk  shall  issue  a  warrant  for 
the  arrest  of  such  person. 

Sec.  20.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall 
be  submitted  before  going  into  effect,  to  the  Mayor  or  Act- 
ing Mayor,  for  his  approval ;  if  approved,  he  shall  sign  the 
same  and  return  it  to  the  City  Council  at  its  next  regular 
meeting,  if  disapproved,  he  shall  return  the  same  with 
his  objections  in  writing  to  the  City  Council  at  its  next 
regular  meeting,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  entered 
in  full  upon  the  records  of  their  proceedings,  with  the 
Mayor's  objections  thereto,  and  at  said  meeting,  shall 
I»roVced  to  consider  said  objections  and  pass  upon  the 
same.  Tf  upon  consideration  the  City  Council  shall  pass 
said  ordinances  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present,  which  vote  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records, 
such  ordinance  shall  then  become  a  law,  the  Mayor's 
veto  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Any  ordinance 
which  shall  not  be  returned  to  the  City  Council  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  after  its  passage  with  a  written 
veto,  shall  become  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  approved 
by  the  Mayor  or  Acting  Mayor. 

All  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Miami  before  they  shall 
l)ecome  a  law  or  take  effect,  must  be  published  at  least 
five  days  (5  da.)  in  some  newspaper- published  in  the  city 
of  Miami,  providing  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
])revent  the  City  Council  at  any  time  arranging,  codify- 
injj,  adding  to  or  supplementing  ordinances  of  the  city  of 
Mfami  and  publishing  the  same  in  appropriate  volume  or 
volumes,  which  shall  become  the    laws  of  the    city    of 
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Miami  upon  the  adoption  of  said  codifications,  and  codi- 
fications not  being  inconsistent  with  this  charter. 

Provided,  That,  upon  presentation  to  the  City  Council 
of  a  petition  or  petitions  signed  by    qualified    electors 
therein,  in  number  equal  to  ten  per  cent.  (10  per  cent)  of 
the  registration  asking  for  submission  to  the  electors  of 
a  measure  fully  set  forth  in  said  petition  or  petitions,  be- 
ing a  measure  that  said  body  might  itself  adopt,  it  must 
either  adopt  such  measure  without  alteration,  or  submit 
the  same  to  its  electorate  at  the  next    succeeding    city 
election  occurring  subsequent  to  sixty   (60)   days  after 
the  filing  of  said  petition  or  petitions.    But  if  such  peti- 
tion or  petitions  are  signed  by  qualified  electors,  in  num- 
ber equal  to  fifteen  per  cent.  (15  per  cent.)  of  said  regis- 
tration, then  such  measure  if  not  so  adopted  by  the  said 
City  Council,  must  be  submitted  to  such  electorate  at  a 
special  election  to  be  called  within  sixty  (60)  days  from 
the  filing  of  such  petition  or  petitions.     If  such  proposed 
measure  is  a  measure  that  said  City  Council  might  adopt 
except  for  the  fact  that  it    involves  the    repeal  or    the 
amendment  of  a  measure  adopted  by  the.   electorate  as 
herein  provided,  and  if  in  such  case,  said  petition  or  pe- 
titions are  signed  by  qualified  electors,  in  number  equal 
to  twenty-five  per  cent.  (25  per  cent.)  of  said  registration, 
then  such  proposed  measure  must  be    submitted  to  the  ' 
electors  of  said  city  at  the  next  succeeding  city  election 

occurring  subsequent  to  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  filing 

of  said  petition  or  petitions. 

Any  measure  that  the  City  Council  or  the  electorate  of 
the  city  has  authority  to  adopt,  as  herein  provided,  said 
City  Council  may  submit  to  a  vote  of  its  constituent 
electors  at  a  general  or  special  election.  Except  as  here- 
in provided,  no  penal  ordinance  or  measure,  and  no  ordi- 
nance or  measure  gi*anting,  making  or  authorizing  any 
contract  (except  contracts  for  improvements,  the  ex- 
penses whereof  are  defrayed  by  special  local  assess- 
ment and  contracts  where  the  subject  matter  involved  is 
of  less  value  than  one  thousand  (fl,000.00)  dollars, 
passed  by  the  said  City  Council,  shall  go  into  effect  in 
^  less  than  forty  (40)  days  after  its  final  passage,  but  ordi- 
nances and  contracts  declared  by  the  City  Council  to  be 
necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
peace,  health  or  safety,  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
said  council  and  not  obligating  the  city  for  a  longer  pe- 
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riod  of  time  than  one  year  may  go  into  effect  at  the  will 
of  the  City  Council  adopting  the  same. 

If  within  said  forty  (40)  days,  a  petition  or  petitions 
signed  by  qualified  electors  of  the  city,  in  number  equal 
to  ten  per  cent.  (10  per  cent.)  of  said  registration  is  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  asking  that  any  penal  ordinance  or 
measure,  any  ordinance  or  measure  granting  any  fran- 
chise or  privilege,  or  making  or  authorizing  any  contract 
(except  contracts  for  improvements,  the  expenses  whereof 
are  defrayed  by  special  local  assessment)  and  contracts 
where  the  subject  matter  involved  does  not    exceed    one 
thousand  (fl,000.00)  dollars)  adopted  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, be  submitted  to  said  electorate,  then  such  ordinance 
or  measure  must  either  be  repealed  or  submitted  to  the 
electors  for  approval  or  rejection  at  the  next  succeeding 
city  election  occurring  subsequent  to  sixty   (60)     days 
after  the  filing  of  said  petition  or  petitions,  or  at  a  special 
election  called  prior  to  such  general    election,    and     if 
such  ordinance  or  measure  has  not  gone  into  effect  before 
the  filing  of  such  petition  or  petitions,  and  such  petition 
or  petitions  are  signed  by  qualified  electors  of  the  city  in 
number  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent.  (15  per  cent.)  of  said 
registration,  then  said  ordinance  or  measure  shall  not  go 
into  effect  until  and  unless  adopted  at  such  election,  and 
no  ordinance  or  measure  once  so  submitted,  shall  be  again 
•  so  submitted  ex(0])t  by  a  vote  of  the  City   Council,  or  on 
a  petition  signed  by  twenty-five  per  cent.  (25  per  cent.) 
of  the  said  registration. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  any  ordinance  or 
measure  referi-ed  as  herein  provided,  to  the  electors  of 
the  city  shall  be  in  favor  thereof,  it  shall,  if  not  already 
in  effect,  go  into  effect  ten  days  after  the  official  count 
shall  be  determined,  otherwise  such  ordinance  or  measure 
shall  be  repealed  or  rejected.  Such  repeal  shall  take  ef- 
fect ten  days  after  the  official  count  shall  be  determinefl; 
No  ordinance  or  measure  approved  by  an  electorate 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to 
veto,  or  be  amended  or  repealed  except  by  a  vote  of  the 
electomte,  or  by  lejjislative  authority.

Sec.  21.  The  I^resideut  of  the  City  Council    during  the 
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abflenee  or  disability  of  the  Mayor,  shall    act  as    such        1006 
Mayor,  but  while  so  acting  as  Mayor  he  shall  not  haye  president 
tje  right  to  act  or  vote  as  a  member  of  the  City  Oonncil,  *^"y  council, 
bat  the  City  Council  shall  in  such  case,  elect  a  President 
pro  tern,  and  in  case  the  Mayor  shall  be  absent  or  labor- 
ing under  any  disability  for  more  than  three  (3)  days  at 
a  time,  the  acting  Mayor  shall  receive  the  Mayor's  sala- 
ry for  the  time  of  his  absence  or  disability,  provided  that 
in  event  of  the  absence,  sickness,  or  disqualification  of  the 
Mayor  and  President  of  Council,  the  City  Council  may 
elect  one  of  its  members,  who  shall  be  the  Acting  Mayor.      #         ' 

.And  provided  further,  in  case  of  death,  resignation, 
removal,  failure  to  qualify,  non-residence,  or  physical  dis- 
ability, or  in  case  of  failure  to  elect  a  Mayor,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  City  Council  or  Acting  Mayor  as  above  pro- 
vided, shall  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office  until  a  suc- 
f-esFor  for  the  unexpired  'term  shall  be  elected  by  the 
j^eop^e,  which  election  shall  be  held  within  sixty  (60) 
di-ys  after  the  happening  of  a  vacancy. 

S(  c.  22,  That  the  City  Council  shall  have  the  power  to

revenue  law. 

The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  saloons 
and  places  where  intoxicating  liquors,  wines  and  beer  are 
sold,  to  fix  the  time  for  opening  and  closing  such  places 
of  business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  State  law,  and  to 
define  a  residential  portion  of  the  city  where  intoxicating 
liquors,  wines  and  beer  shall  not  be  sold,  and  to  enforce 
such  ordinances  by  fine  or  imprisonment. 

Te  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such  or- 
dinances as  may  be  necessary  .to  establish  quarantine 
and  health  regulations  for  the  city  of  Miami,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  and  enforce  same  by  penalties. 

To  arrange  for  and  provide  for  a  fire  department  and 
to  regulate  the  same  so  as  to  protect  the  city  from  fire; 
to  organize  a  city  police  department,  to  fix  the  number  of 
drays  and  the  rate  of  drayage;  to  provide  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  gas,  electric  light  and  water  meters;  to  pass  and 
enforce  ordinances;  to  compel  stationery  steam  engi- 
neers to  pass  an  examination  for  licenses  and  to  take  out 
liconpe  and  affixing  T)enalty  for  failure  to  do  so;  to  com- 
]>el  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers,  except  locomotive  and 
marine  boilers,  and  to  compel  employers  to  employ  only 
licensed  stationary  engineers,  and  alfix  a  penalty  for  a 
failure  to  do  so ;  and  to  compel  employers,  their  managers 
or  servants  to  allow  inspection  of  boilers  and  of  aflSxing 
a  penalty  for  refusing  to  do  so;  to  establish  hospitals  and 
in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners, 
to  establish  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  poor, 
indigent,  infirm  and  insane;  to  provide  for  the  support 
and  fix  the  conditions  upon  which  such  persons  coming 
into  said  city  shall  be  allowed  to  remain ;  to  provide  for 
the  punishment  of  persons  who  may  at  any  time  disturb 
the  peace  of  the  city,  'or  violate  any  of  its  ordinances,  or 
anv  of  the  rules  and  resrulations  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  or  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works;  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  regulate  th% 
sale  of  milk,  meats  and  fish ;  to  fix  and    regulate    from 
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time  to  time  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employes  of 
the  city,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  to  pass 
such  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
the  rules,  regulations,  and  powers  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Public  Works;  to  compel  property  owners 
or  occupants  to  connect  with  the  city  servers,  and  to  do 
or  regulate  any  other  matter  or  thing  that  may  tend  to 
promote  the  health,  welfare,  prosperity  and  morals  of 
the  city,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  aforesaid  pow- 
ers ;  to  prohibit  and  suppress  all  bawdy  houses  and  discJr- 
derly  houses;  any  exhibition,  show,  circus,  parade,  op 
amusement  contrary  to  good  morals,  and  all  obscene  pic- 
tures and  literature ;  to  regulate,  restrain  or  prevent  the 
carrying  on  of  manufactories  dangerous  in  increasing  or 
producing  fires,  and  license  the  sale  of  fire  arms ;  to  regu- 
late the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin,  salt- 
petre, coal  oil,  or  other  combustible,  explosive  and  in- 
flamable  material,  and  the  use  of  lights,  candles,  lamps 
and  steam  pipes  in  all  stables,  shops  and  other  places;  to 
regulate  or  suppress  the  sale  and  use  of  fire  crackers  and 
^f  other  fireworks,  toy  pistols,  air  guns  and  sling  shots. 

To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  beef, 
pork,  flour  and  meal  and  all  other  provisions  and  oils. 

To  regulate  the  inspection  of  butter  and  lar^ ;  to  regu- 
late the  testing  of  meat,  poultry,  fish,  fruit  and  vegeta- 
bles. 

To  establish  and  maintain  markets,  and  to  provide  for 
the  arrest,  imprisonment  and  punishment  of  all  vagrants 
and  all  riotous  and  disorderly  persons  within  the  city  by 
day  or  by  night,  and  for  the  punishment  of  all  breakers 
of  the  peace;  and  to  disperse  all  disorderly  assemblies  on 
all  Sabbath  or  secular  days;  to  pass  all  ordinances  neces- 
sary to  the  health,  convenience,  comfort  and  safety  of 
the  citizens,  and  to  carry  out  the  full  intent  and  mean 
ing  of  this  act,  and  accomplish  the  objects  of  this  in- 
tended corporation;  and  impose  penalties  for  the  viola- 
tion thereof. 

To  impose  penalties  on  the  owners,  occupants  or  agents 
of  any  walks  or  sidewalks,  or  any  other  structure  or  place 
or  any  which  may  be  dangerous  or  detrimental  to  the  citi- 
zens or  their  property,  unless  after  due  notice,  the  same 
to  be  remedied  or  removed.  To  provide  for  the  enclos- 
ing, improving  and  regulating  of  public  grounds  belong- 
ing to  the  city  within  or  without  the  corporate  limits; 
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to  provide  for  the  imprisonment  of  offenders  against  the 
ordinances  at  hard  labor  on  the  streets  or  other  work  to 
be  designated  by  ordinance,  until  the  fines  and  costs  at- 
tached against  them  by  judicial  authority  are  paid. 

The  Council  shall  determine  by  ordinance  the  amount 
to  be  credited  to  such  persons  on  account  of  fine  and 
costs,  for  each  day's  work  performed. 

The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  payment  of  debts  and  expenses 
of  the  city,  and  also  for  debts  of  the  municipal  corpora- 
tion of  which  said  city  of  Miami  is  successor  under  this 
act:  Provided,  That  no  costs  in  criminal  prosecutionsi 
shall  be  taxed  against  the  city,  or  paid  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. 

To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hackney  carriages,  cars, 
omnibuses,  wagons  and  drays,  and  to  fix  the  rate  to  be 
charged  by  the  carriage  of  persons  and  property  within 
the  city  and  to  the  public  works  beyond  the  limits  of  said 
city. 

All  vacancies  in  terms  occurring  in  City  Council  shall 
be  filled  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  said  City  Council.  Said  City  Council  shall  judge 
of  the  election  and  return  of  its  own  members,  and  pre- 
scribe rules  for  the  determination  of  contested  elections, 
and  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
its  own  members. 

The  City  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  prescribe  pen- 
alties for  breaches  of  all  or  any  of  its  ordinances  or  any 
section  thereof  by  fines  and  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail, 
and  to  force  the  collection  of  fines  by  attachment  sum- 
marily against  the  property  of  the  delinquent,  if  the 
same  can  be  found,  provided  that  the  penalty  enforced 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  imprisonment  for  ninety*  (90) 
days  or  a  fine  of  two  hundred  (1200.00)  dollars.  They 
shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  commute  sentences 
imposed  by  the  Municiapl  Judge,  and  in  addition  to  the 
powers  hereinbefore  enumerated,  the  City  Council  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  the  laws  of  Florida  now  in  force,  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  enacted,  providing  for  the  government 
of  cities  and  towns  not  inconsistent  with  the  provision^ 
of  this  act;  and  the  Mayor,  City  Marshal,  Chief  of  I*o- 
lice.  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Tax  Assessor,  Collector,  and  other 
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officers  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  du- 
ties imposed  upon  them  by  general  laws. 

The  City  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  and  es- 
tablish a  fire  limit  within  said  city  and  to  prescribe 
rales  and  regulations  for  the  erection  and  repair  of  buildr 
ings  in  said  city :  Provided,  That  the  fire  limit  as  estab- 
lished in  the  municipality  to  which  the  municipality 
hereby  organized  is  a  successor  shall  not  be  decreased  ex- 
cept by  unanimous  consent  of  all  persons  owning  proper- 
ty in  any  blo(?k  to  be  taken  before  such  fire. 

The  City  Council  shall  also  pass  such    ordinances    as 
may  be  necessary  to  protect  and  preserve  peace  and  or-  effectSS^^' 
der  upon  all  property  owned,  leased,    managed  or    con-  SJi^Si^'^^of 
trolled  by  said  city  outside  of  the  city,  and  enforce    the  city. 
same  by  penalties. 

Sec.  23.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  city  at  large,  a  board  of  thi^  (3)  commissioners, 
who  shall  be  qualified  electors  and  freeholders  of  the 
said  city,  and  who  shall  be  called  Commissioners  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  and  the  said  Commissioners  of  Public  Works 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  (4)  years  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  and  the  first  election  for  the 
commissioners  to  be  elected  for  the  city  at  large  shall  be 
at  the  general  election  held  the  fourth  Monday  in  October 
A.  D.  1905,  and  the  duties  of  said  coiqmissioners  shall  be 
as  follows : 

Such  board  shall  have  power  to  equalize  tax  assess- 
ments for  raising  or  lowering  tax  assessments,  and  shall 
sit  as  a  board  of  equalizaztion,  to  receive  all  moneys 
raised  by  taxation,  or  other  ways  for  internal  or  munici- 
pal improvements,  to  have  exclusive  power  and  control  of 
the  construction,  repairing,  grading  and  improving  of  all 
streets,  alleys, .  avenues  and  lanes,  public  wharves,  land- 
ings, market  houses,  spaces,  bridges,  sewers,  trenches, 
ditches,  culverts,  canals,  streams,  water-courses,  dock- 
lines  and  the  estimation .  of  such  dock-ilnes,  sidewalks, 
curbing,  public  buildings,  and  to  fix  and  establish  the 
grades  of  all  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  thoroughfares. 

Said  board  shall  have  exclusive  power,  supervision  and 
control  over  the  construction  and  repairing  of  all  public 
buildings  and  all  public  improvements  of  the  city. 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  shall  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  their  proceedings:    Provided,  The  City  Council 
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shall  have  the  right  to  name  and  designate  all  streets, 
alleys  and  avenues  which  are  to  be  paved  and  shall  direct 
by  resolution  or  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
to  pave  the  same  and  prescribe  the  order  in  which  the 
work  shall  be  done  and  material  which  shall  be  used. 

Sec.  24.  That  all  moneys  assessed  and  collected  for  the 
internal  improvements  by  the  City  Council  arising  from 
the  sale  of  bonds  or  otherwise  for  said  public  or  munici- 
pal improvements,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
said  board,  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city, 
who  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  with  approve^ 
sureties,  or  in  some  approved  surety  company,  the  officer 
giving  the  bond  paying  the  premium  in  a  sufficient  amount 
to  at  all  times  protect  said  fund;  said  funds  to  be  paid 
out  by  said  Treasurer  upon  the  order  of  sqid  Board  of 
Commissioners,  copies  of  bills  of  expenditures  being  filed 
with  the  Auditor  and  the  warrants  to 'be  countersigned 
by  the  said  Auditor,  and  the -money  so  placed  to  the  credit 
of  said  board,  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose  other 
than  for  which  they  were  appropriated. 

Sec.  25.  The  members  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  Public  Works  shall  be  freeholders  and  registered  vot- 
ers of  the  said  city  of  Miami,  and  shall  be  men  of  known 
integrity  of  character  in  the  city,  and  shall,  before  assum- 
ing the  duties  of  said  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
to  well  and  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  to 
which  they  have  been  elected,  and  shall  enter  into  bond 
in  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  ordinance  to  the  city  of  Miami, 
with  at  least  two  (2)  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  Council,  which  sureties  shall  quali- 
fy to  the  amount  for  which  each  shall  be  bound,  said 
bond  to  be  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties. 

Sec.  2G.  The  first  election  of  the  Commissioners  of  Pub- 
lie  Works  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  Octo- 
ber A.  D.  1905,  and  every  fo'ir  years  thereafter :  Provid- 
ed, at  the  said  first  election,  two  of  said  commissioners 
shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  one  com- 
missioner for  the  term  of  two  years,  the  term  of  office  to 
be  determined  by  the  hij];hest  number  of  votes  cast,  or  by 
lot,  in  like  manuVr  as  provided  for  determininc:  the  period 
of  office  of  members  of  the  City  Council ;  and  after  the 
said  first  general  city  election,  all  Commissioners  of  Pub- 
lic Works  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years. 
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In  case  of  a  vacancy  upon  said  Board,  the  Mayor  shall  1905 
call  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy,  said  election  vacancies 
to  be  held  according  to  law.  ^^^  ^**- 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  shall  organize  by 
electing  their  own  President,  shall  be  empowered  to  ap-  Organization 
point  their  own  clerk,  and  shall  employ  an  engineer  and  sfonera™*'" 
such  other  employes,  oflScers  and  assistants  as  may  be 
found  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
charter  and  shall  fix  their  compensation.  A  majority  of 
the  feoard  shall  be  authorized  to  transact  business ;  they 
shall  provide  the  time  of  their  meeting  and  shall  make 
rules  for  their  own  government  and  adopt  their  own 
seal.  * 

All  other  contracts  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the 
city,  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  and  at- 
tested by  the  clerk.  No  contract  shall  be  made  witji  the 
board  by  any  member  thereof,  and  no  member  shall  be 
interested  in  any  contract  in  any  way,  or  share  in  the 
profits,  and  any  improvements  which  may  involve  an  ex- 
penditure of  more  than  one  hundred  (t  100 .00)  dollars 
shall  only  be  let  or  made  after  advertisement  thereof,  and 
shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor, 
upon  such  terms  and  secured  by  such  bond  as  the  Board 
may  require. 

Sec.  27.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the    Commissioners  of 
Public  Works  to  take  charge  of  and  sell  all  bonds  that  fj.^°}|J^*22i?^' 
may  issue  of  the  city  of  Miami,  for  the  purpose  of  public  bonds. 
improvements,  and  after  such  sales;  to  turn  the  proceeds 
over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  taking  bis  receipt  therefor. 

They  shall  receive  all  money  appropriated  to  pay  inter- 
est on  the  bonds  or  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment 
of  bonds  for  public  improvements,  and  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  invest  said  sinking  fund  either  in 
bonds  of  the  city.  United  States  Government,  State  or 
county  bonds. 

Sec.  28.  The  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  shall  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  ])repare  and   commission- 
submit  to  the  City  Council,  an  itemized  estimate  of    the  pa^bSdVet 
amount  of  money  necessary  and  advisable  in  their  opin-  of  expenses. 
ion  to  expend  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  entrusted  to 
them  for  the  ensuing  year,  giving  in  detail,  the  plans  of 
construction  and  repairs  and  estimates  of  expenditures, 
etc.,  proposed  by  them,  with  the  estimated  cost  of  such 
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improvement,  specifying  the  character  of  the  improve- 
ment and  the  amount  required  as  to^  streets,  sewers,  pub 
lie  buildings,  waterworks,  lighting  plants,  bridges,  parks, 
etc. 

All  payments  of  money  expended  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  Public  Works  from  the  levy  for  such  improvements, 
shall  be  made  upon  warrants  drawn  and  regularly  coun- 
tersigned, the  same  as  other  payments  from  the  treasury, 
and  all  vouchers  therefor  shall  remain  on  file  in  sai<f  Au- 
ditor's oflBce,  and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  Jtme 
of  each  year  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  report  to 
the  City  Council  in  writing  a  full  and  detailed  statement 
of  the  transactions  of  said  board,  showing  among  other 
things,  amounts  of  money  received  by  or  placed  to  the 
credij:  of  said  board,  and  the  sources  from  which  the 
same  are  received,  as  well  as  the  expenditures  of  the  said 
board  and  the  purposes  for  which  said  expenditures  were 
made,  and  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  publish  a 
statement  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  said  city. 

Sec.  29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  in  their  annual  levy  of  taxes,  to  make  such  levy 
as  the  budget  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for 
said  years  shows  shall  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed  ten 
(10)  mills  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  each  year  for 
expenditure  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Works,  and  the  amount  so  levied  shall  be  collected 
and  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
and  it  shall  not  be  diverted*  from  said  Board  to  be  used 
by  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council  for  any  other  purpose, 
but  the  same  shall  remain  as  a  separate  fund  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  city. 

Sec.  30.  Whenever  any  street,  park,  alley  or  other  high- 
way which  shall  have  been  heretofore  or  may  hereafter 
be  paved,  graded,  curbed,  laid  out,  opened,  repaired  or 
otherwise  improved  by  the  city  of  Miami,  except  side- 
walks, including  works  and  improvements  now  in  pro- 
cess of  construction,  or  whenever  such  park,  street,  alley 
or  other  highway  shall  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
paved,  graded,  laid  out,  opened,  repaired  or  otherwise  im- 
proved, except  sidewalks,  or  whenever  any  sewer  or  drain 
shall  have  been  heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  be  con- 
structed or  repaired  in  the  city  of  Miami,  the  City  Coun- 
cil shall,  as  soon  as  the  cost  of  such  improvement  .shall 
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have  been  certified  to  them  \>j  the  Cobimissioners  of  Pub- 
'lic  Works  as  hereinafter  provided,  assess  against  the 
abutting  property,  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  such  improve- 
ment in  proportion  to  the  length  of  such  abutting  proper- 
ty on  such  street,  also  the  park  or  highway  so  improved, 
provided  that  when  the  sewer  is  laid,  no  greater  amount  of 
the  cost  therefor  shall  be  assessed  against  the  abutting 
property  than  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  laying  an  eight- 
inch  sewer:  Provided  further,  That  the  entire  cost  of 
improvements  at  the  intersection  of  streets  shall  be.  paid 
by  the  city. 

Sec.  31.  All  such  assessments  for  such  improvements 
heretofore  made,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  made,  includ- 
ing those,  now  in  process  of  construction,  shall  constitute 
a  prior  lien  to  all  other  liens,  except  taxes,  and  those  for 
construction  or  repair  of  sidewalks  with  which  liens  they 
shall  have  equal  dignity  upon  the  real  estate  assessed. 
The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  greater  than  eight  (8)  per  cent,  per  annum  to  be 
fixed  by  the  City  Council  from  the  date  of  the  issuance 
of  the  certificate  of  indebtedness  hereinafter  provided 
and  shall  be  payable  in  one  year,  but  the  owner  of  the 
estate  so  assessed  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  such  assess- 
ment with  accrued  interest  at  any  time  before  suit,  and 
the  certificate  issued  against  the  property  shall  there- 
npon  be  released  and  cancelled.  *  If  suit  has  been  institu- 
ted and  payment  is  tendered  after  suit,  the  costs  and  at- 
torney's fees  herein  provided  for  must  be  included  in  the 
amount  so  paid. 

Sec.  32.  When  at  any  time  the  City  Council  of  the  said 
city  shall  decide  to  pave,  grade,  curb,  lay  out,  open,  re- 
pair, or  otherwise  improve  any  street,  alley,  park  or 
other  public  highway,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  con- 
struct or  repair  any  sewer,  the  said  City  Council  shall 
pass  a  resolution  or  ordinance  ordering  the  same  done, 
and  thereupon,  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  shall 
advertise  for  bids  for  making  such  improvements.  Said 
advertisements  shall  contain  among  other  things,  a  de- 
scription of  the  material  to  be  used,  width  of  paving,  if 
the  street  is  to  be  paved,  and  shall  designate  with  rea- 
sonamle  certainty,  the  limits  within  which  such  work 
is  to  be  done,  and  the  nature  thereof,  in  which  advertise- 
ment the  Commissionerdtof  Public  Works  may  reserve 
the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids.    In  advertising  the 
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street  paving,  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  may, 
within  their  discretion,  advertise  for  separate  bids  on 
grading,  curbing,  paving,  and  enter  into  separate  con: 
tracts  therefor.  Whenever  the  City  Commissioners  have 
accepted  any  bid  or  bids  for  any  of  the  said  above-men- 
tioned improvements,  as  soon  as  the  said  Improvements 
have  been  completed  under  the  terms  of  said  contract  and 
the  same  have  been  accepted  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Works,  after  duly  advertising  and  giving  a  public 
hearing  hereinafter  mentioned,  they  shall  certify  the  en- 
tire cost  of  said  improvements  to  the  City  Council,  where- 
upon the  said  City  Council  at  its  next  regular  meeting, 
or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  this  purpose  prior  to 
the  regular  meeting,  shall  assess  against  the  property 
abutting  on  each  side  of  said  street,  alley,-  park,  or  other 
public  highway,  in  proportion  to  the  frontage  on  said 
street,  alley,  park,  or  other  public  highway:  Provided, 
That  in  any  street  where  there  may  be  a  street  or  other 
railroad  track  or  tracks,  two-thirds  of  the  amount  of  cost 
of  any  such  improvement  on  the  said  street  required  to 
be  paved  by  the  said  railroad  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  assessed  against  the  abutting  property. 

Sec.  33.  The  City  Council  ,as  soon  as  said  assessment 
is  made,  shall  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  for  the 
amount  so  assessed  against  the  abutting  property,  a  sep- 
arate certificate  to  be  if^sued  against  each  tract  of  land 
assessed  containing  a  description  of  the  improvements 
and  the  amount  of  the  assessment,  together  with  the  gen- 
eral nature  of  the  improvements  for  which  the  assess- 
ment was  made  and  the  date  thereof.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  payable  to  bearer  in  one  year  with  interest  to  be 
fixed  by  the  City  Council  at  a  rate  not  greater  than  eight 
(S)  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  from  the  date 
of  the  issuanre  of  the  certificate  of  indebtedness,  the  pay- 
niont  of  which  said  certificate  and  annual  interest  shall  be 
guaranteed  by  the  city  of  Miami,  and  in  case  of  non-pay- 
ment of  annual  interest  or  principal  at  maturity  by  the 
property  owner,  the  same  shall  l)e  redeemed  by  the  city  iit 
the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  but  such  redemption  by 
the  city  sluill  not  discharge  the  lien  or  assessment  against 
tlie  abutting  property,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  of  in- 
terest, it  shall  be  optional  with  the  holder  thereof  to  con- 
sider the  whole  of  said  principal  same  expressed  in  said 
certificate  as  immediately  due  and  payable  with  interest 
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to  date.  The  certificate  when  issued  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works,  who  shall  sell  or 
dispose  of  the  same  in  payment  of  such  work  or  improve- 
ment, or  for  cash  at  their  discretion,  and  all  certificates 
or  indebtedness  constituting  a  lien  upon  abutting  prop- 
erty, shall  be  payable  at  the  city  treasury  of  the  city  .>f 
Miami. 

Sec.  34.  The  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  shall  have 
the  power  by  resolution  to  prescribe  the  width  of  either 
sidewalk  in  said  city  and  the  materials  of  which  the  same 
shall  be  constructed.  They  shall  also  have  power  on  such 
notice  as  may  be  prescribed  by  resolution,  to  require  own- 
ers of  property  to  lay,  construct,  or  repair  sidewalks  in 
front  of  their  property,  and  if  the  owner  shall  not  lay, 
construct  or  repair  the  same  within  the  time  limited  m 
the  resolution,  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  shall 
have  the  same  done  and  shall  certify  the  entire  cost  there- 
of to  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Miami,  who  shall 
assess  such  cost  against  the  abutting  property  for  paving 
or  for  other  improvements,  which  resolution  shall  be 
payable  in  one  year  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not 
greater  than  eight  (8)  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  City  Council,  for  which  assessment,  certificates  of 
indebtedness  shall  be  issued  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided for  the  issuing  of  certificates  of  indebtedness  in 
other  cases,  and  said  assessment,  when  so  made,  shall 
constitute  a  lien  prior  to  all  other  liens,  except  taxes  and 
those  for  work  or  improvements  hereinbefore  provide^ 
for,  with  which  they  shall  be  of  A]ual  dignity,  upon  the 
property  in  front  of  which  such  sidewalk  shall  have  been 
laid,  from  the  date  of  said  assessment,  which  lien  shall  be 
enforced  in  the  manner  herein  provided  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  liens  in  other  cases:  Provided,  however,  That 
the  owner  of  the  property  abutting  the  sidewalk  shall 
have  the  option  to  pay  the  entire  amount  of  assessment 
in  cash  upon  notice  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  given  before 
the  completion  of  the  work,  in  which  event,  the  certifi- 
cates heretofore  issued  for  said  assessment  shall  be  re 
deemed  and  cancelled. 

Sec.  35.  In  all  cases  provided  in  this  act  for  the  paving, 
grading,  curbing,  laying  out,  opening,  repairing,  or  other- 
wise improving  streets,  parks,  alleys,  or  other  highways 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Miami,  including  the  lay- 
ing, constructing  or  repairing  of  sidewalks,  in  front  of 
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any  property  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Miami,  as 
soon  as  said  work  shall  have  been  completed  and  prior 
to  its  acceptance  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  the 
.  event  the  same  is  done  under  contract,  said  Board  of 
Public  W6rks  shall  cause  to  be  published,  a  notice  of  the 
completion  of  said  work,  which  notice  shall  contain  a  no- 
tice of  the  total  cost  of  the  work  and  of  the  total  front- 
age of  lots  liable  to  liens  therefor  and  the  amount  of  lien 
per  foot  front  claimed  by  the  city,  but  in  such  said  no- 
tice, the  names  of  the  owner  or  owners  or  other  persons 
interested  in  said  lands  need  not  appear,  but  only  a  suflS- 
cient  description  of  the  lands  as  to  make  it  capable  of 
identification  shall  be  necessary,  and  such  notice  shall  set 
a  time  for  a  hearing  of  all  complaints  which  the  owner  nr 
owners,  or  other  persons  interested  in  such  improvements 
may  desire  to  make  against  the  certification  of  the  cost 
of  such  improvement  to  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of 
Miami.  After  the  date  of  such  hearing,  if  no  legal  rea- 
son is  shown  why  the  cost  of  the  said  improvements  shall 
not  be  certified  to  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Miami  as 
provided  by  this  act,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
after  the  acceptance  of  such  work,  in  the  event  the  same 
is  done  under  contract,  certify  to  the  City  Council  of  the 
city  of  Miami  the  entire  cost  of  such  improvements,  and 
the  said  City  Council  of  the  said  city  of  Miami  shall 
assess  the  said  cost  against  the  abutting  property  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided. ' 

Sec.  30.  As  soon  as  practicable  and  within  thirty  days 
after  the  issuance  by  the  City  Council  of  any  certificate 
of  indebtedness,  as  herein  p/ovided,  the  Board  of  I*ublic 
AVorks  shall  cause  to  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  known  as  the  ?>troet  Improvement  Lien  Book, 
the  date  of  each  certificate,  thQ  lot  upon  .which  the  lien  is 
claimed,  the  amount  or  amounts  due,  according  to  the 
terms  of  said  certificate,  and  when  due,  and  such  other 
information  as  the  board  shall  deem  advisable.  Upon 
the  payment  of  any  certificate  so  entered  in  said  Street 
Tmprovonient  Lien  Book,  the  holder  of  such  certificate 
shall  produce  the  certificate  before  the  clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  for  cancellation.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  c1(m4x  to  cancel  ilie  said  certificate,  as  well  as 
the  record  thereof  in  the  Street  Improvement  Lien  Book, 
and  in  the  event  that  the  whole  amount  represented  by 
said  certificate  is  not  paid,  hut  only  a  portion  thereof,  the 
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clerk  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  enter  upon  the  1905 
back  of  such  certificate,  the  amount  so  paid  and  the  date 
of  payment,  and  he  shall  also  make  a  similar  record  in 
the  Street  Improvement  Lien  Book,  and  should  payment 
be  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  city  of  Miami,  which  un- 
der the  provisions  hereof,  can  be  done,  it  shall  be  the 
duty. of  the  Treasurer  to  at  once  make  a  memorandum 
thereof  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  showing 
the  date  of  such  payment,  the  number  of  the  certificate 
and  the  property  on  account  of  which  said  payment  is 
made,  and  he  shall  at  once  certify  such  facts  to  the 
clerk  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  said  clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  make  entry  of  such 
facts  in  the  Street  Improvement  Lien  Book  as  provided 
when  payment  is  made  to  the  holder  of  such  certificate 
and  the  same  is  produced  before  him,  but  the  said  Treas- 
urer shall  not  receive  any  payment  on  account  of  any 
certificate  which  is  not  in  full  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  of  the  installments  at  the  time  due  and  payable, 
nor  shall  he  receive  any  payment  on  account  of  any  cer- 
tificate upon  which  suit  has  been  instituted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  notice  thereof  has  been  given 
to  him  by  the  attorney  representing  the  complainant. 

Sec.  37.  In  no  event  shall  the  anioiint  or  validity  of 
the  lien  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  as  provided  for  by 
this  act  be  questioned  in  any  direct  or  collateral  pro- 
ceeding instituted  more  than  six  ((>)  months  after  th^ 
issnance  of  such  certificate  of  indebtedness  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  city  of  Miami.  Upop  any  suit  brought  to 
enforce  such  lien  or  collection  of  the  amount  due  upon 
any  suclf  certificate  of  indebtedness,  a  copy  of  the  entry 
of  such  lien  in  the  Street  Imj)roveinent  Lien  Book,  duly 
certified  |jy  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  un- 
der the  corporate  seal  of  the  city,  or  the  original  certifi- 
cate of  indebtedness  issued  on  account  of  such  lien,  shall 
be  and  constitute  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  amount  and 
existence  of  the  lien  upon  the  property  dosorikul,  and  in 
all  cases  mentioned  in  this  act  where  the  city  of  Miami 
has  acquii-ed  or  may  hereafter  acquire  liens  for  improve- 
ments, such  liens,  or  any  of  them  may  l)e  enforced  in  the 
following  manner  by  the  said  city,  or  in  the  name  of  the 
said  city. by  the  holder  thereof. 

First,  l)v  a  bill  in  equity.  Hiii  in  oqui- 

Second,'by  a  suit  at  law.     The  bill  ia  equity  or  the  de-   j^>;^.«"it  ^^^ 
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claration  shall  set  forth  briefly  and  succinctly,  the  issu- 
ance of  the  certificate  of  indebtedness  issued  on  account 
of  such  lien,  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  description  of 
the  property  upon  which  such  lien  has  been  acquired  and 
against  which  such  certificate  of  indebtedness  was  issued, 
and  shall  contain  a  prayer  that  the  owner  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  amount  of  said  lien,  or  in  default  there- 
of, that  the  said  property  shall  be  sold  to  satisfy  the  same, 
but  the  judgment  or  decree  obtained  in  such  suit  shall 
not  be  enforced  against  or  be  a  lien  upon  any  other  prop- 
erty than  that  against  which  the  assessment  was  made, 
and  any  decree  or  judgment  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the 
enforcement  and  collection  of  the  amount  for  which  such 
lien  is  given,  decree  or  judgment  shall  also  be  rendered 
for  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee  not  to  exceed  five  dollars 
(|5)  for  the  institution  of  the  suit  and  the  sum  of  ten 
(10)  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  recovery,  together 
with  the  cost  of  the  proceeding,  which  attorney  fee  and 
cost  shall  also  become  a  lien  upon  said  land  and  shall  be 
collected  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
collection  of  the  amount  for  which  the  lien  was  originally 
given,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  city  be  liable  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  attorney's  fee  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  38.  In  the  proceedings  provided  for  in  the  preced- 
ing section,  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land,  if  they  can 
be  ascertained,  shall  be  parties  defendant.  If  the  ot\mer 
or  owners  cannot  be  ascertained  after  diligent  inquiry, 
the  proceedings  shall  be  against  tlie  property  on  which 
tlie  lien  is  named,  without  mentioning  any  party  as  de- 
fendant. In  such  case,  certificates  shail  be  had  oy  a  no- 
tice of  the  institution  of  said  suit  for  the  enforcement  of 
such  lien,  by  advertisement  in  a  newspaper  published  In 
the  city  of  Miami  once  a  week  for  four  (4)  consecutive 
weeks.  In  all  proceedings  to  enforce  said  liens,  or  any  of 
them,  save  in  cases  where  the  oXvner  owners  cannot  be 
ascertained,  service  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  prescribed  by  law  for  service  in  other  cases.  In  such 
proceedings,  appeals  and  writs  of  error  may  be  taken  to 
the  proper  appellate  court  as  in  other  cases.  The  proper 
appellate  court  shall,  on  the  motion  of  either  party,  ad- 
vance such  causes  out  of  their  regular  order  and  try  and 
determine  the  same  as  early  as  possible. 

Sec.  39.  No  officer  of  the  city  of  Miami  shall  draw  a 
warrant  on  a  Treasurer  of  said  city  unless  the  money  to 
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meet  said  warrant  is  actually  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas-        1906 
urer  at  the  time  it  is  drawn. 

Sec.  40.  It  'shall  be  Tmlawfnl  for  the  city  of  Miami  in 
any  one  year  to  incur  any  indebtcidness  in  excess  of  the  neas!'*^" 
appropriation  for  said  year  except  as  provided  in    this 
charter. 

Sec.  41.  Upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  ' 
City  Council  and  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  city  may 
the  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  borrow  ^^^ney 
money  to  the  extent  of  one-half  of  the  amount  of  taxes  in 
any  one  year,  and  to  issue  as  evidence  of  indebtedness 
for  the  money  borrowed,  revenue  bonds,,  which  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  and  attested  by  the 
City  Clerk  under  the  seal  of  said  city.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  issued  separately  against  any  or  all  funds  for  which 
taxes  are  assessed  and  when  issued  against  any  fund,  the 
amount  realized  from  the  loan  on  said  bonds  shall  be  car- 
ried and  credited  to  the  fund  against  which  said  bond  was 
issued ;  that  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  serial  numbers 
banning  with  the  number  one  (1),  as  against  such  sepa- 
rate fund  and  the  holder  of  said  bonds  shall  have  a  first 
lien  upon  .the  uncollected  taxes  to  the  extent  of  the 
amount  borrowed,  and  as  against  each  fund  for  which 
said  bonds  were  issued,  and  as  the  taxes  are  collected,  the 
bonds  shall  be  paid  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  issued 
out  of  the  fund  against  which  said  bonds  were  negotiated. 
No  revenue  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  a  longer  time  than 
six  months  (6  mos.)  and  shall  bear  such  interest  not  to 
exceed  six  (6)  per  cent.,  as  the  City  Council  may  fix. 

Sec.  42.  That  the  city  of  Miami  shall  have    power  to 
issue  and  sell  bonds  for  municipal  improvements  to  the 
amount  of  fifteen  (15(  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  city  may 
of  all  real  and  personal  property  within  the  city  limits,  *^®^®  ^^^ 
as  shown  by  the  city  assessment  roll  for  the  fiscal  year: 
Provided,  The  issue  and  sale  of  such  bonds  are  ratified 
by  two-thirds  of  the  registered  voters  of  said  city,  who 
shall  be  owners,  of  real  estate  within  said  city  and  pos- 
sessing the  qualifications  hereinafter  set  forth,  at  a  spec- 
ial election  called  and  held  for  that  purpose.    Whenever 
it  shall  be  deemed  advisable  to  issue  bonds  of  the  city  of  Election. 
Miami  for  any  of  the  following  purposes,    to-wit:    For 
raising  money  to  be  used  in  purchasing,     constructing 
and  maintaining  waterworks,  for  the  purpose  of  purchas- 
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ing,  constructing  or  maintaining  gas  works  or  an  electric 
light  plant;  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  constructing, 
maintaining  and  operating  street  railways;  and  telephone 
Purposes  for  systems;  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining 
may  be^^"*^^  a  System  of  sewerage  or  otherwise  promoting  the  health 
Issued.  of  the  city ;  for  the  purpose  of  constructing    maintaining 

and  operating  a  furnace  or  other  device  for  destroying 
sewerage  and  garbage;  for  the  purpose  of  opening,  widen- 
ing and  paving  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  the  city,  and 
for  opening,  constructing  and  maintaining  public  parks 
and  promenades  whether  located  within  or  without  the 
city  limits;  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  public  buildings; 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  school  houses  and  maintain- 
ing a  system  of  public  education;  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  and  maintaining  a  fire  department  in  said 
city;  for  any  one  or  more  of  said  purposes;  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Miami  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue  bonds  of  the  said  city,  under  the  seal  of  the 
cQrporation,  to  the  amount  above  limited,  signed  by  the 
Mayor,  countersigned  by  the  President  of  Council,  and 
attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  with  interest  coupons  at- 
tached signed  in  like  manner:  Provided,  however.  That 
before  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  the  issuance  thereof  shall 
be  ratified  and  approved  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  electors  who  are  owners  of  real  property  in 
the  city,  voting  at  an  election  to  be  called  and  held  for 
that  purpose,  which  election  shall  be  regulated  by  ordi- 
nance setting  forth  the  manner  of  conducting  and  certify- 
ing the  same,  after  the  same  has  been  advertised  in  a 
newspaper  published  at  Miami,  for  a  period  of  thirty 
days,  and  at  which  election  only  resident  voters,  other- 
wise qualified,  who  shall  also  own  real  estate  within  the 
city  limits  and  who  shall  have  paid  taxes  thereon  for  the 
year  when  such  taxes  were  last  due,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote. 

The  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  of  denomina- 
tions of  one  thousand  (|1,000.00)  dollars,  or  five  hundred 
(1500.00)  dollars  each,  in  the  discretion  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  City  Council  may  direct ;  and  to  be  due  in  not 
less  than  five  (5)  nor  more  than  thirty  (30)  years  from 
the  date  thereof,  as  the  City  Council  may  determine;  and 
such  bonds  shall  be  sold  in  no  case  at  a  greater  discount 
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than  five  (5)  per  cent,  of  their  par  value.  All  city  bonds  1906 
to  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  stand- 
ard weight  and  fineness,  or  its  equivalent.  The  proceeds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  and  placed  by  him  to  the  credit  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Works,  as  herein  provided,  and 
shall  not  be  diverted  from  the  purposes  for  which  the 
same  were  issued.  And  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of 
Miami,  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  upon  the  issu- 
ance of  such  bonds  to  levy  a  special  tax,  not  to  exceed 
ten  (10)  mills  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  of 
the  city  of  Miami,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest 
on  said  bonds ;  as  well  as  a  special  tax  upon  the  real  and 
personal  property  within  the  city  not  to  exceed  six  (6) 
mills  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  future  redemption  of  the  sinking  funa.. 
principal  of  said  bonds,  which  said  sinking  fund  when 
collected,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Commission- 
era  of  Public  Works,  to  be  invested  by  them  as  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  43.  Any  person  who  shall  possess  the  qualifications 
requisite  to  an  elector  at  general  State  elections,  and 
shall  have  resided  in  the  city  three  (3)  months  next  pre- 
ceding the  election,  and  shall  have  been  registered  in  the 
municipal  registration  books  that  shall  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance,  shall  b^  a  qualified  elector  of  said  city,  and 
all  elections  held  in  said  city  of  Miami  shall  be  conducted 
and  held  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  elec- 
tion law  of  the  State  of  Florida,  but  the  City  Council 
shall  be  substituted  for  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners. 

Sec.  44.  There  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Miami,  on 
the  fourth  Monday  in  October,  A.  D.  1905,  and  biennially 
thereafter,  an  election,  at  which  said  election  all  elective 
officers  of  the  city  of  Miami  shall  be  elected,  and  the  said 
City  Council  shall  by  ordinance  prescribe  the  manner  of 
holding  both  general  and  special  elections  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provision  hereof  and  shall  provide  registra- 
tion for  such  persons  residing  in  said  city,  and  said  City 
Council  shall  also  by  ordinance,  prescribe  polling  places 
in  the  various  wards  of  the  city,  when  such  wards  shall 
have  been  established:  Provided,  That  in  all  elections, 
general  or  special,  in  the  city  of  Miami,  each  and  every 
political  organization  that  had  a  ticket  voted  for  at  the 
last  State  and  county  organization  and  which  organiza-

tion  OP  political  club  that  had  a  ticket  voted  for  at  the 
last  general  city  election  to  the  extent  of  not  more  than 
three  (3)  altogether  of  such  organizations  and  clubs  shall 
have  a  representative  on  the  board  of  inspectors,  at  each 
voting  place  in  said  city  election,  which  representative 
shall  be  selected  by  the  county,  central  or  executive  com- 
mittee of  such  organizations,  in  case  it  has  no  city  com- 
mittee, and  by  the  city  committee  of  the  same  if  one  ex- 
ists, and  by  such  political  club  having,  a  ticket  voted  for 
at  the  last  political  election  and  shall  be  by  such  com- 
mittee or  club,  as  the  case  may  be,  presented  to  the  City 
Council  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  any  general  or 
special  election  in  said  city,  and  the  name  or  names  of 
the  person  so  selected  by  said  organization  or  clubs,  and 
to  the  extent  of  not  more  than  three  (3)  altogether  as 
afoesaid,  shall  be  named  by  said  City  Council  as  inspec- 
tors as  aforesaid  of  said  election. 

Sec.  45.  All  the  property  within  the  city,  taxable  for 
State  and  county  purposes  shall  be  assessed  and  listed 
for  the  purpose  of  taxation  on  the  city  tax  assessment 
roll,  and  railway  and  railroad  companies,  including 
street  railways,  shall  be  subject  to  assessment  and  taxa- 
tion on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  owned  by 
them  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  ratio  and  valuation  as  other 
property,  save  and  excepting  the  road  bed  and  rolling 
stock  of  said  railroads  which  -shall  be  assesed  by  the 
Comptroller  as  now  provided  by  law. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Tax  Assessor  and 
Collector,  between  the  first  Monday  in  January  and  the 
first  Monday  in  June  of  each  year,  to  ascertain  by  dili- 
gent inquiry,  all  taxable  property,  both  personal  and  real 
estate,  in  the  city  of  Miami,  and  the  names  of  the  persons 
owning  the  same  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  each 
year,  to  make  an  assessment  of  all  such  taxable  property. 
He  shall  visit  and  inspect  all  real  estate,  unless  ac- 
quainted therewith,  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and 
fix  a  valuation  on  the  same,  and  shall  require  the  owners 
of  personal  property  to  return  a  value  on  same  under 
oath,  but  in  case  the  owners  of  personal  property  neglect 
or  refuse  to  return  their  personal  property,  the  Assessor 
of  Taxes  shall  assess  the  same,  fix  a  valuation  thereon, 
and  any  person  or  persons  refusing  to  make  such  returns 
under  oath,  shall  not  be  permitted  afterwards  to  reduce 
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the  valuation  by  such  Assessor  of  Taxes  on  his  personal 

property  for  that  year.  

The  Assessor  of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  to  all  persons  returning  their  personal  property, 
Provided,  That  the  valuation  of  property,  both  real  and 
personal  fixed  by  the  Ctiy  Tax  Assessor  may  vary  from  JftS  ^^' 
or  exceed  the  last  valuation  thereof  by  the  State  for  taxa- 
tion, but  shall  not  exceed  the  actual  cash  value  of  said 
property. 

Sec.  46.  All  property,  both  real  and  personal,    shall  be 
assessed  to  the  owner    thereof,  and  if  the  owner  is    un-   ?'°^®''*^'ga. 
known,  and  after  particular  effort  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  eST  *®*®"*' 
fails  to  ascertain  the  owner  thereof,    the  same  may    be 
assessed  as  unknown. 

Sec.  47.  That  said  Assessor  of  Taxes  shall  set  down  in 
the  assessment  roll  in  the  separate  column  provided  there- 
for, according  to  the  best  information  he  can  obtain, 
First,  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  known,  and  if  not 
known,  "Unknown;"  and  a  description  of  each  tract  or 
parcel  of  land,  specifying  under  appropriate  heads,  the 
number  of  lot  and  blocks  and  additions  or  subdivisions  of 
said  city  in  which  the  land  lies,  according  to  the  plat  on 
file  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Dade 
County,  Florida,  and  in  case  the  land  is  not  platted,  then, 
by  subdivision  of  the  United  States  Burvey,  or  the  frac- 
tional parts  thereof,  and  the  value  of  each  and  every  lot 
or  subdivision  separately. 

Second.  He  shall  value  and  assess  separately  the    im-  yaiuauon 
provements    of    each  lot,    piece  or    parcel  of  land    so 


Third.  He  shall  assess  separately  all  personal  property, 
consisting  of  horses,  cattle,  mules,  w^atches,    silverware,  personal 
monev  in  possession  or  at  interest,  capital    invested    in  property. 
trade'  including  dogs,  household  and  kitchen  furniture  ^^^  ^^^^^^ 
and  all  personal  property  whatsoever. 

Sec.  48.  If  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  shall  discover  that 
any  land  in  said  city  of  Miami  was  omitted  in  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  either  or  all  of  the  three  (3)  previous  years, 

and  was  then  liable  to  taxation,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  ^ 

the  assessment  of  such  land  for  that  year,  assess  the  same  vlous  years. 
separately  tot  each  year  or  years    they  may  have    been 
omitted  at  the  just  value  thereof  in  each  year  noting  dis- 
tinctly the  year  in  which  omission    occurred,  and    such 
assessment  "shall  have  the  same  force    and  effect  as    it 
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would  have  had  if  made  in  the  year  when  the  same  was 
omitted,  and  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  thereon 
in  like  manner  and  together  with  the  taxes  of  the  year 
in  which-  the  assessment  is  made,  but  no  land  shall  be 
assessed  for  more  than  three  (3)  years'  arrears  of  taxes, 
and  all  such  lands  shall  be  subject  to  such  taxes  omitted, 
to  be  assessed  into  whomsoever's  hands  they  may  come. 

Sec.  49.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  of  Taxes 
to  complete  the  assessment  roll  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  June  of  each  year,  and  on  said  day,  the  As- 
sessor of  Taxes  shall  meet  with  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion of  said  city,  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Works,  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  city 
assessment  roll,  and  shall  continue  such  review  for  ten 
(10)  days,  or  as  long  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  on  the  request  of  any  such  person  considering 
himself  aggrieved,  if  such  person  shall  not  previously 
have  made  oath  as  to  the  value  of  the  personal  property 
assessed  to  him  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  assessor 
may  under  oath,  reduce  the  assessment  made  to  such 
person  to  the  sum  specified  under  such  oath. 

The  Board  of  Equalization  shall  meet  at  the  oflSce  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  on  the  first  Monday 
of  June  of  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  all  per- 
sons who  may  consider  themselves  aggrieved  and  may 
rfecommend  the  alteration  of  the  assessment  of  any  real 
estate  or  personal  property,  and  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, the  Board  of  Equalization  shall  sit  for  three  days  or 
longer,  if  necessary:  Provided,  That  should  said  Board 
of  Equalization  increase  any  value  fixed  by  the  Assessor, 
they  shall  give  ten  (10)  days  notice  to  the  owner  or  agent 
of  such  real  estate  or  i)ersonal  property  for  /said  increase. 

Sec.  50.  The  city  of  Miami  shall  have  the  right  to  raise 
by  taxation,  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
carrying  on  of  the  government  of  said  city  not  exceeding 
ten  (10)  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  taxable  cash  valeu  of 
all  the  property  in  said  city,  both  real  and  personal,  and 
in  addition  thereto,  shall  have  the  right  to  levy  such  ad- 
ditional taxes  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  outstanding  bonds  of  said  city  and  on  such  additional 
bonds  as  said  city  may  from  time  to  time  issue  in  accord- 
ance, with  law;  and  also  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
redemption  of  said  bonds  when  the  same  mature,  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  levy  such  additional  taxes  as  may 
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be  necessary  to  pay  for  the  lighting  of  said  city  and 
hydrant  rentals,  and  for  the  operating  of  said  city  water 
works,  gas  plants,  and  electric  lifting  plants,  as  the  city 
may  construct  or  acquire. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  at  their  next 
meeting^  after  having  been  notified  of  the  amount  of  the 
sum  total  of  the  taxable  property  in  the  city  of  Miami, 
to  ascertain  the  amount  of  mouey  needed 
for  each  department,  which  said  estimate 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  of  •  the 
city,  and  he  shall  have  the  right  to  increase  or  dimin- 
ish the  appropriation  for  any  department.  The  Mayor 
shall  then  return  said  estimate  to  the  City  Council,  and 
the  City  Council  shall  not  have  the  right  to  change  any 
item  in  the  estimate  oi  the  Mayor,  except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Council.  The  Council  shall  then  make  a  levy, 
in  accordance  with  said  estimate,  and  no  part  of  the 
money  raised  by  taxation  shall  be  diverted  from  the  ob- 
ject for  which  it  was  raised,  except  by  the  consent  of  the 
Mayor  and  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  51.  In  addition  to  the  amounts  levied  for  taxation 
already  provided  for,  the  Council  shall  levy  each  year  not 
less  than  three  (3)  mills  on  the  dollar  on  the  taxable 
property  of  the  city  of  Miami  for  the  purpose  of  repairs 
and  internal  improvements,  the  amount  of  which  tax 
when  collected  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the. Com- 
missioners of  Public  Works  and  used  and  expended  by 
them  for  repairs  and  general  improvements  of  said  city, 
and  in  addition  thereto,  the  said  city  is  authorized  to  levy 
a  special  tax  not  exceeding  one-half  mill  On  each  dollar 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintenance  of  a 
public  hospital  in  said  city. 

Sec.  52.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  of  Taxes, 
immediately  after  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  the 
city  has  been  corrected  and  the  amount  to  be  raised  for 
the  various  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned  has  been  de- 
termined, to  calculate  and  carry  out  the  sum  total  of  the 
several  amounts  of  said  taxes  in  a  column  provided  for 
that  purpose  in  the  assessment  roll,  setting  down  oppo- 
site the  several  sums  set  down  as  the  valuation  of  real 
and  personal  property,  the  respective  sums  assessed  for 
taxes  thereon  in  dollars  and  cents  rejecting  all  fractional 
parts  of  a  cent. 
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He  shall  also  add  up  all  columns  of  the  assessment  and 
taxes  contained  in  the  assessment  roll  and  make  thereon 
such  recapitulatory  tables  as  may  be  required  by  the  City 
Council,  and  he  shall  then  attach  to  said  assessment  roll, 
the  following  affidavit,  to-wit:

Sec.  54.  All  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  first 
day  of  October  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the 
assessment  roll  is  approved  by  the  City  Council  and  their  Se.^'  ^**~ 
warrant  attached  thereto  and  handed  to  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  for  collection,  and  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall 
give  notice  that  the  taxes  are  then  due  and  all  taxes  re- 
maining due  and  unpaid  on  the  31st  day  ot  March  there- 
after, shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  (12)  per 
cent.  x>er  annum  and  shall  be  added  to  the  taxes  collected. 

Sec.  55.  The  City  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  not  make 
sales  of  real  estate  for  unpaid  taxes  and  assessments ;  he 
shall  have  the  power  to  issue  distress  warrants  and  alias  SfTeao^^ 
and  pluries  distress  warrants  in  the  name  of  the  State  and  ®^^*j  ^^' 
city  to  enforce  the  collection  of  taxes  <m  property  and 
privileges.  Such  warrants  may  be  executed  by  the  City 
Marshal,  Chief  of  Police  or  any  constable  or  sheriff. 
Taxes  and  assessments  on  real  estate  shall  be  made  and 
remain  a  lien  on  the  property  assessed  superior  to  all 
other  liens  or  claims,  except  State  and  county  taxes,  until 
the  same  shall  be  paid.  Such  liens  may  be  enforced  as 
other  liens.  All  unpaid  taxes  and  assessments  may  be 
collected  by  suits  in  either  courts  at  law  or  in  equity. 
The  cost  of  all  suits  apd  proceedings  for  the  collection 
of  unpaid  taxes  and  assessemnts,  including  a  reasonable 
attorney's  or  solicitor's  fee,  which  shall  be  paid  to.  the 
attorney  or  solicitor  representing  the  city  as  his  compen- 
sation in  such  suit,  shaH  be  recovered  and  collected  not 
to  exceed  |5  for  instituting  suit  and  ten  per  cent  of  the 
amount  recovered. 
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Sec.  56.  If  the  taxes  on  any  real  estate  shall  not  be 
paid  before  the  31st  day  of  March  next  after  the  tax  roll 
shall  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes, 
he  may  at  any  time  thereafter  make  from  the  assessment

The 
city  attorney  or-  solicitor  shall  search  or  cause  to  be 
searched,  the  public  records  of  Dade  County,  to  ascer- 
tain the  names  of  all  persons  owning,  having  interest  in 
or  living  upon  said  lands,  and  in  the  suits  brought  for 
the  enforcement  of  said  liens  for  taxes,  he  shall  make  all 
persons  appearing  upon  said  records  to  be  owners  or  in- 
terested in  said  real  estate  or  liens  thereon  parties  de- 
fendant ;  and  whoever  service  is  sought  to  be  had  in  such 
suit  upon  any  defendant  by  publication,  the  notice  shall 
contain  a  description  of  the  land  upon  which  the  tax  lien 
is  claimed.

Sec.  57.  Nothing  in  this  charter  contained  shall  invali- 
date or  make  void  any  proceeding  already  had  or  taken 
or  to  be  hereafter  had  or  taken  for  the  assessment  for  the 
year  1905,  but  the  said  assessment  for  the  year  1905  shall 
be  completed  as  far  as  practicable,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  charter;  and  the  City  Council  shall 
have  power,  by  ordinance,  from  time  to  time  to  provide  city  councu 
fop  the  correction  and  validation  of  erroneous  assess-  *°  correct 
ments  and  defective  assessments,  but  it  shall  not  have  .Is^^ssments.

made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  shall  be  deemed  invalid  by 
reason  of  any  mistake,  omission,  defect  or  irre«^ularity,  or 
failure  to  comply  strictly  with  the  terms  of  this  act,  or 
by  reason  of  any  failure  to  describe  the  owner :  Pro- 
vided, always.  That  the  assessment  roll  describes  the 
property  assessed  with  suflScient  certainty  to  render  it 
capable  of  identification,  and  indicates  the  value  thei'eof, 
and  the  amount  of  taxes  due  thereon. 

Sec.  58.  All  personal  property  levied  upon  by  a    dis- 
tress warrant,  alias  or  pluries,  as  provided  in  this  charter,  i^^^^dverUs- 
shall  be  advertised  for  thirty  days  and  sold  at  public  out-  ed. 
cry,  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash,  in  front  of  the  court 
honse  door,  between  the  legal  hours  of  sale  on  any    legal 
sales  day. 

Sec.  59.  No  suit  shall  be  maintained  against  the  city 
for  damages  arising  out  of  a  failure  to  keep  in  proper  ^^^^^  against 
condition  any  sidewalk,  pavement,  viaduct,  bridge,  street  city  for  per- 
or  other  public  place,  unless  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  ^ge?^  ^^"^' 
that  the  damage  alleged  is  attributable  to    negligence  of 
the  city,  and  that  written  notice  of    such    damage    was, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  receiving  of  the  injui*y  alle.s;- 
ed,  given  to  the  city  attorney  with  such  reasonable  speci- 
fications as  to  time  and  place  and  witnesses  as  would  en- 
able the  city  oflScialg  to  investigate  the  matter;  and  no 
verdict  shall  in  any  suit  be  given  for  an  amount  exceed- 
ing compensational  damages  to  the  plaintiff  directly  at- 
tributable to  such  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  city,  and 
contributory  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  shall 
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defeat  all  recovery  against  the  city.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  city  attorney,  upon  receiving  any  such  notice  to  at 
once  investigate  the  matter  and  lay  the  facts,  supported 
by  the  evidence,  before  the  City  Council  in  a  written  re- 
port, and  the  City  Council  shall  have  the  right,  and  upon 
the  written  request  of  the  person  injured,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Council  to  investigate  the  matter  and 
it  may,  by  resolution,  make  such  reasonable  settlement  of 
damages  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  City  Council 
and  the  person  so  damaged.

Sec.  61.  The  City  Council  of  Miami  shall  have  the  pow- 
er from  time  to  time  to  pass  all  such  ordinances  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§ec.  62.  That  the  city  of  Miami  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
fully  authorized  and  empowered,  as  fully  and  completely 
as  a  natural  or  artificial  person  might  or  could  be,  to 
establish,  construct,  build,  maintain  and  operate  a  muni- 
cipal plant  or  plants  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of 
water,  within  or  without  its  limits  for  municipal  use, 
and  for  the  use  of  such  persons  as  may  require  and  pay 
for  the  same,  and  a  municipal  plant  or  plants  for  the 
making  and  distribution  of  gas  and  electricity  for  furn- 
ishing light,  heat  and  power  for  municipal  use,  and  for 
the  use  of  such  persons  as  may  require  and  pay  for  the 
same,  without  first  having  to  purchase  or  acquire  the 
water  works,  gas  and  electric  light  plants  now  operating 
or  hereafter  erected  in  the  city  of  Miami  or  either  of 
them;  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  the  electors  of  said 
city  qualified  to  vote  and  voting  shall  at  a  special  election 
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called  by  the  City  Council  for  that  purpose  vote  in  favor 
of  the  construction  of  such  municipal  plant  or  plants  and 
the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Miami  shall  have  full  au- 
thority to  pass  all  such  ordinances  and  resolutions  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  calling,  conducting  and  ascertaining 
the  result  of  such  election,  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  said  city  of  Miami,  voting  at  such    elec- 
tion shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  construction  of  said  plant 
or  plants,  then  said  City  Council  shall  have  full  authorilgr 
and  power  to  pass  such  ordinances  and    resolutions  as 
are  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  all  the 
provisions  of  this  section.    Provided,  further,  That  said 
City  Council  shall  also  have  the  power  to  purchase  and 
acquire  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties  in  interest,  any  such  plant  or  plants  now  infKx- 
istence  in  said  city  of  Miami,  and  should  said  city  be  au- 
thorized by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  electors  voting  at 
such  an  election  to  undertake  to  construct  or  build  any 
such  plant  or  plants,  or  should  said  city  purchase  or 
agree  to  purchase  any  such  plants  now  in  existence  in 
said  city,  then  in  either  event  the    said    City  .  Council 
shall  have  the  power  to  call  and  hold  a  bonding  election 
as  provided  for  in  section  42  of  this  act,  for  the  calling 
and  conducting  of  an  election  for  bonds  for    municipal 
improvement,  and  to  issue,  sell  and  dispose  of  all  bonds 
authorized  by  said  election  to  be  issued  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  .same  regulations  as  provided  herein 
for  the  issue  of  municipal  bonds  for  public  improvements, 
and  all  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  issue,  sale 
and  disposition  of  other  municipal  bonds  shall  as  far  as 
practicable,  apply  to  the  issue,  sale,  disposition  and  re- 
demption of  the  bonds  to  be  issued  for  the    purchase  or 
construction  of  such  municipal  waterworks,  gas  and  elec- 
tric light  plants,  or  either  of  them. 

Sec.  63.  That  whenever  the  City  Council  deems  it  expe- 
dient to  submit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  city  of 
Miami,  the  question  of  the  construction,  of  any  such  mu- 
nicipal {>lant  or  plants  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion, the  City  Council  shall  by  resolution  to  be  recorded 
in  the  minutes  of  the  City  Council  demand,  that  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works,  do  make^  and 
furnish  to  them  within  sixty  days,  from  the  record  of  such 
determination,  an  itemized  estimate  of  the  approximate 
cost  of  such  plant,  or  plants  so  to  be  constructed,  a  copj

the  city,  and  the  removal  of  the  same:  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  no  employe,  oflBcer,  agent  or  operative  of  said 
plant  or  plants,  shall  be  appointed  by  said  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Public  Works,  except  upon  a  merit  basis 
and  after  being  so  appointed  by  them  "^  shall  not  be  re- 
moved except  for  cause. 

Sec.  64.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec,  65.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor,  or  upon  its  be- 
coming a  law  without  such  approval.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  An  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Revoke 
and  Abolish  the  Present  Municipal  Government  of  the 
Town  of  New  Smyrna,  and  Organize  a  City  Government 
for  the  Said  Town/'  Being  Chapter  5358  of  tjie  Laws  of 
Florida. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  Section  3,  of  Article  III,  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  Revoke  and  Abolish  the  Present  Muni- 
cipal Government  of  the  Town  of  New.  Smyrna,  and  to 
Organize  a  City  Government  for  the  said  Town,"  being 
Chapter  5358  of  the  Laws  of  Florida,  be  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  bid  in,  or 
cause  to  be  bid  in,  property  for  the  city  at  all  tax  sales,  wd^^n  ™rop. 
and  judicial  sales,  and  sales  under  process  of  law  when  ^^  **  *** 
the  city  is  a  party,  to  make  pro  tempore  appointments, 
to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  sickness,  absence  or  disability, 
and  to  suspend  any  city  official  for  misconduct  in  office^ 
or  neglect  of  duty,  reporting  his  action,  with  his  reasons 
therefor,  in  writing,  ta  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
City  Council ;  but  he  shall  have  no  power  to  remove  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  or  fill  vacancies  in  the  mei^^ber- 
ship  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  Section  1,  of  Article  IV,  of  said  act,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  That  until  the  annual  'election  in  the  year  1906, 
the  City  Council  shall  be  composed  of  six  councilmen  ^^^  councu. 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  or.  who  may 
be  elected  to  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  between  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  and  the  annual  election  pt  1906.  At  the 
annual  election  in  1906,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town  seven  councilmen,  four  of , 
whom  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  from  the  date 
of  their  election  and  qualification,  and  three  of  whom 
shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years  from  the  date  of  their 
election  and  qualification,  and  thereafter  there  shall  be 
elected  in  even  numbered  years  four  councilmen  who  shall 
hold  their  office  for  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  elec- 
tion and  qualification,  and  in  odd  numbered  years  three 
councilmen  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years.

Th^t  a  City  Marshal  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town  at  the  annual  election,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  his  election  and  qualification,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified.  The  Marshal  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  City  Council  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  determine,  which  compensation  shall  not  be  changed 
during  his  term  of  office.

That  the  City  Clerk  shall  be  assessor  and  collec- 
tor of  taxes  for  the  town,  and  shall  record  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  all  official  acts  of  the  City  Council,  make  a 
record  of  all  ordinances,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  City  Council  may  require. 

That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  witt 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  ^®p*^ 
ni)on  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor,  or  on  its  ; 
becoming  a  law  without  his  approval.

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AN  ACT  Authorizing  the  City  of  Ocala,  Marion  County, 
Florida^  to  Combine  Certain  Offices,  of  the  City  of 
Ocala,  and  Granting  to  Said  City  the  Right  to  Fix  the 
Term  of  Office  of  its  Officers,  and  Defining  the  Power  of 
the  City  Council  in  Relation  to  the  Issuance  of  Scrip, 
and  Borrowing  Money. 

Be  it  Enacted  hp  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
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Section  l.The  municipality  known  as  the  city  of  Ocala, 
in  Marion  County,  Florida,  is  hereby  authorized  to  com- 
bine the  office  of  Tax  Collector  of  said  city  and  Treasurer 
of  said  city  in  one  person  if  deemed  advisable.  The  elec- 
tion of  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer  of  said  city  shall 
take  place  at  the  time  of  election  of  other  officers  by  the 
CouncfJ  as  now  provided  by  law,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  City  Council  it  is  deemed  expedient,  the  collector  of 
taxes  and  treasurer,  either  one  or  both,  may  be  elected 
for  a  period  of  one  or  two  years,  as  the  City  Council  may 
deem  advisable,  and  by  resolution  at  the  time  of  said 
election  duly  adopted.

Sec.  2.  The  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Ocala  is  empow- 
ered to  provide  ordinances  for  correction  of  errors  in  its  city  council 
assessments  and  for  any  defect  in  assessments,  and  the  ^rrors^^i^^as- 
hearing  of  complaints  and  correction  of  errors  made  by  sessments.

Section  1.  That  Section  13  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act 
to  Provide  for  the  Assessment  and  Collection  of  the  Taxes 
for  the  City  of  Orlando,  and  for  the  Collection  of  the  Back 
Taxes  and  Tax  Sale  Certificates  of  Said  City,"  approved 
April  30,  1903,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  13.  If  the  taxes  on  any  real  estate  shall  not  be  paid 
before  the  first  day  of  January  next  after  the  roll  shall 
have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  tax  collector,  he  may  at 
any  time  thereafter  make  from  the  roll  a  copy  of  any 
assessment  and  tax  thereon  remaining  unpaid,  showing 
the  assessment  of  any  lot,  parcel  or  tract  of  real  estate  as 
the  same  appears  upon  the  roll  with  the  tax  which  he 
shall  certify  to  be  a  true  copy  from  the  roll,  and  shall  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  city  solicitor  of  the  city  of  Orlando 
for  collection; -which  certified  copy  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  contents  of  the  assessment  roll  and  of  the 
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levies  made  thereon,  and  of  the  regularity  and  validity  of  1005 
all  the  proceedings  on  which  the  same  is  based,  in  all 
suits  to  enforce  the  payment  or  the  lien  of  such  taxes  as 
may  appear  upon  the  said  certified  copy,  and  the  tax  col- 
lector shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  city  solicitor,  make 
out  and  deliver  to  him  a  certified  copy  of  any  such  assess- 
ment or  assessments  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  any  year.  The  City 
Council  also  may  direct  the  tax  collector  at  any  time 
after  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  either  by  reso- 
lution or  by  ordinance,  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  tlTe 
city  solicitor  such  copy  or  copies,  and  may  also  in  like 
manner  direct  the  city  solicitor  to  proceed  upon  the  same  # 
to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  tax  or  taxes.

The  city  solicitor  upon  receiving  any  such  certified  copy 
as  aforesaid,  may  and  when  directed  by  the  cJity  Council  suit  by  bin 
shall  bring  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  Orange  County  a  bill  ^^  c*^"*^'^- 
in  chancery  to  foreclose  the  lien  of  the  taxes  so  shown 
to  be  due  and  unpaid,  which  bill  shall  allege  the  city's 
claim  of  lien  against  the  real  estate  described,  and  shall 
be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Orlando  as  plaintiff 
against  the  person  named  as  owner  of  the  real  estate  on 
the  said  certified  copy,  if  any  person  be  named  as  owner, 
and  such  other  persons  as  the  city  solicitor  may  know,  or 
have  satisfactory  reason  to  believe  to  he  owners  of  or  in- 
terested in  such  real  estate  or  to  have  any  right  thereto 
or  lien  thereon  except  as  tenants.  - 

The  city  solicitor  for  the  purpose  of  making  defendants, 
need  not  enquire  who  are  the  occupants  of  such  real  es- 
tate, or  make  search  in  the  records  of  the  county.  If  such 
real  estate  be  assessed  to  an  unknown  owner,  the  city  so- 
licitor may  bring  the  Hll  against  the  real  estate  itself  as 
defendant. 

Upon  application  of  the  city  solicitor,  the  clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court  shall  make  an  order  of  publication  of  no- 
tice to  all  persons  having  any  interest  or  right,  whether 
as  owners,  lien-holders  or  otheriwse  in  such  real  estate, 
which  notice  shall  be  addressed  "To  All  Whom  it  May 
Concern,"  requiring  them  on  or  before  a  rule  day  to  be 
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fixed  by  such  order  to  appear  to  and  answer  such  bill  and 
set  forth  the  nature  of  their  respecitve  interests  in,  rights 
to  and  liens  upon  the  said  real  estate;  which  order  shall 
be  entitled  with  the  names  of  the  parties  named  in  the 
bill  and  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  real  estate  and 
shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city 
once  a  week  for  any  four  consecutive  weeks  prior  to  the 
49ale  day  fixed  in  such  order,  and  in  all  suits  in  which 
d3uch  order  and  publication  shall  be  made  the  interests 
rights  and  liens  of  all  persons  in,  to  and  upon  such  real 
^tate,  whether  such  persons  be  named  as  defendants  in 
the  bill  or  not,  shall  be  foreclosed  and  their  respective  in- 
terests, rights  and  liens  shall  by  the  proceedings  be  af- 
fected thereby  to  the  same  extent  as  though  they  were 
named  and  duly  served  and  had  appeared  as  parties  de- 
fendant in  such  suit,  but  should  such  suit  be  prosecuted 
to  conclusion  without  the  publication  of  such  notice,  the 
interests,  rights  and  liens  of  those  persons  only  who 
were  named  as  defendants  and  duly  served,  shall  be  fore- 
closed.

If  the  real  estate  itself  be  made  the  defendant,  the  ser- 
vice shall  be  made  by  the  making  and  publication  of  the 
order  "To  Whom  it  May  Concern"  herein  provided,  and 
the  bill  may  be  taken  as  confessed  on  any  rule  day  after 
that  to  which  the  persons  interested  are  by  such  order  re- 
quired to  appear  and  answer,  if  no  plea,  demurrer  or  an- 
swer has  been  filed. 

The  city  solicitor  shall  foreclose  in  one  bill  all  the  tax 
certificates  and  unpaid  taxes  certified  to  him,  which  be 
holds  against  a  piece  of  real  estate  at  the  time  of  bring- 
ing the  bill,  and  if  any  unpaid  assessments  be  certified  to 
him  after  bringing  the  bill  he  need  not  include  the  same 
in  such  suit  by  supplemental  bill  or  otherwise,  and  no  sale 
had  in  the  cause  shall  divest  the  lien  of  any  taxes  except 
thojse  sought  to  be  foreclosed  by  the  bill. 

The  city  solicitor  need  not  attach  as  exhibits  to  the  bill, 
either  the  originals  or  copies  of  any  certified  copies  of  un- 
paid assessments,  or  of  tax  certificates  which  he  seeks  to 
foreclose  by  the  bill.

Be  it  Enacted  'by  the  Leffialature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  city 
of  Pensacola  in  their  corporate  capacity,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  negotiable  bonds  of 
said  city  of  such  denominations,  bearing  such  rate  of  in- 
terest, not  exceeding  five  (5)  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  by  ordinance  be 
determined,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  (15)  per 
cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  estate  within  said 
city,  as  the  samo  shall  appear  upon  the  city  assessment 
roll  for  the  year  last  preceding  the  time  said  bonds  are 
issued,  which  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the  refunding  of  the 
present  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city,  and  for  such 
other  municipal  purposes  as  may  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  an 
election  held  for  the  purpose  in  the  manner  provided  for 
in  Section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  and  for  the  payment  of 
which  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  the  entire  taxable 
property  in  said  city  shall  be  thereby  pledged. 

That  before  the  issue  of  the  bonds  herein  au- 
thorized shall  be  made,  the  issue  of  the  bonds  then  pro- 
posed to  be  issued  shall  be  provided  for  by  ordinance,  ex- 
pressing the  purposes  and  approximately  the  amounts  for 
each  purpose,  for  which  such  issues  of  bonds  are  to  be 
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usedy  and  subsequently  approved  by  the  majority  of  the        1906 
votes  cast  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  then  resid- 
ing  in  said  city,  and  who  shall  have  paid    taxes  on  real 
estate  or  personal  property  to  said  city  for  the  year  for 
which  taxes  were  last  due,  at  an  election  held  for  that 
purpose,  at  a  time  and  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by 
the  city  by  ordinance.

each.  Said  Bond  Trustees  shall  recommend  to  the  Coun- 
cil the  form  of  bonds  to  be  issued,  and  shall  attend  to 
the  engraving  of  said  bonds,  and  all  matters  relating  to 
the  sale  of  said  bonds,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance 
of  the  city.  Said  Trustees  shall  receive  said  bonds  as 
soon  as  the  same  are  prepared  and  executed,  and  shall 
thereafter  have  the  care  and  custody  thereof  until  the 
same  are  sold,  and  shall  receive  and  control  all  moneys 
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ansmg  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  faithfully  apply 
the  same  as  may  be- directed  by  resolution,  or  ordinance

Excepting  the  marshal  and  chief  and  assist- 
ants, all  persons  employed  in  said  departments,  and  per- 
sons who  have  been  employed  in  said  departments  during 
the  past  five  years,  every  officer  or  employee  paid  by  the 
city  shall,  before  appointment  or  selection,  have  the  fol- 
lowing qualifications- 
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First — He  must  read  and  write  correctly  the  English

Second — He  must  pass  jsl  satisfactory  examination  on 
the  ordinances  of  the  city  in  such  parts  as  relate  to  the 
duties  of  his  office.

Fifth — He  must  be  a  resident  and  qualified  voter  of  the 
city. 

Provided,  That  the  terms  of  thife  section  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  the  city  engineer  or  engineers,  or  persons  assisting 
him  or  them,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  ^s  engi- 
neer. 

Sec.  2.  That  Section  95  of  the  said  Act  be,  and  the  same 
is,  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  95.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  muni- 
cipal election  for  the  year  1907,  and  at  each  election 
thereafter,  a  Comptroller,  who  shall  keep  the  city  books 
and  accounts,  showing  the  usual  affairs  of  the  city,  the 
collection  and  disbursement  of  all  revenues  and  moneys 
of  the  city,  and  act  as  assessor  when  required.  He  shall 
see,  under  direction  of  the  finance  committee  of  the  coun-

The  judicial  power  of  the  city  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Police  Court,  which  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings,  and  the  officers  thereof  shall  be  a  Judge  and 
a  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as 
provided  herein,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of 
two  years.  The  Mayor  shall  act  as  Judge  without  com- 
pensation until  such  time  as  the  Council  shall  appoint 
or  elect  a  Recorder.  The  Council  shall  at  its  first  regular 
meeting  after  the  city  election  in  June,  1905,  appoint  or 
elect  a  Recorder  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two 
years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and    qualified.

$1.00.  Such  docket  fee  shall  be  collected  by  the'Marshal^ 
at  the  same  time  any  fine  imposed  by  the  Recorder  is  col- 
lected, and  all  such  docket  fees  shall  be  covered  into  the 
City  Treasury.  The  salary  of  said  Recorder  shall  be  fix- 
ed by  ordinance,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  f75.00  per 
month  or  more  than  $100.00  per  month,  to  be  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  salaries  of  other  officers  of  said  city.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Registration  of  all  Legally 
Qualified  Voters  in  the  City  of  Pensacola,  Florida,  and 
to  Define  the  Qualifications  of  Such  Voters. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  possess  the  qualifica- 
tions requisite  to  an  elector  at  general  State  elections  and 
shall  have  resided  in  the  city  of  Pensacola  six  months 
next  preceding  any  municipal  election  held  in  said  city 
and  who  shall  have,  not  less  than  thirty  days  before  said 
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election,  paid  his  capitation  or  poll  tiixes  assessed  for  the 
two  years  preceding  such  ejection,  if  liable  for  such  tax, 
and  who  shall  hajre  been  registered  in  the  municipal  reg- 
istration lists  as  provided  in  this  Act,  shall  be  a  quali- 
fied elector  of  said  city  at  all  municipal  elections. 

Sec.  2.  The  Council  of  said  city  shall,  by  a    majority 
vote,  elect  a  registration  officer  for  said  city  at  least  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  any  municipal  election,  commenc- 
ing in  the  year  A.  D.  1907,  and  each  year  in  which  a  mo- 
nicipal  election  is  held  thereafter.     The  compensation  of 
such  officer  shall  be  fixed  and  paid  by  the  City  Council, 
and  before  entering  upon  his  duties  said  registration  offi- 
cer shall  subscribe  to  an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  and 
impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  registration   officer 
for  such  city.     Said  registration  officer  shall  register  all 
persons  applying  to  him  for  that  purpose  who  shall  have 
become  of  age  or  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  ^ince  the  last 
general  election  and  are  otherwise  qualified  electors  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.     Such     registration     officer 
shall  open  his  office  at  some  convenient  place  in  said  city 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  city    election  and  shall 
keep  such  office  open  every  day  from  9  o'clock  a.  m.  until 
1  p.  m.  and  from  3  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  for  ten    consecutive 
daj'S ;  due  notice  being  given  by  publication  of  such  place 
of  registration  and  the  date  and  hours.     Each  person  ap- 
plying to  register  shall  take  the  following  oath,  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  registration  officer:     '^I  do     solemnly 
swear  that  I  am  a  boni-fide  resident  of  the  city  of  Pensa- 
cola,  and  possess  all  the  qualifications  of  an  elector  of 
said  city."     Any  person  taking  such  oath  who  shall  swear 
falsely  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury.     The  name  of  each  per- 
son so  registered  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  prepared  for 
that  purpose,,  giving  also  under  proper  headings,  his  age, 
color,  occupation  and  exact  residence;  the  list  for  each 
election  district  being  kept  separate.     Immediately  upon 
closing  the  registration  the  books  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  City  Council.     Said  City  Council  shall  have  free  ac- 
cess to  the  registration  books  of  the  County  of  Escambia, 
with  authority  to  make,  or  have  made,  copies  of    same,

scribed by  the  City  Council  and  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection  until  the  day  of  the  election.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees,  as  soon  as 
the  bonds  herein  have  been  executed,  to  offer  the  same  for 
sale,  by  notice,  stating  the  amount-  for  sale,  the  rate  of 
interest,  and  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and  paya- 
ble, advertised  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  town  of 
Punta  Gorda,  and  al/o  in  not  less  than  two  newspapers 
published  in  cities  which  are  considered  financial  cen- 
tres, if  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  necessary.

A  bank  or  banks  or  other  depository  to  be  designated  by 
the  Council  shall  receive  and  be  custodian  •of  said  bonds 
and  all  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  advertise  for  bids  for  work 
to  be  done  for  which  bonds  are  issued,  make  contracts 
with  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  who  shall  himself 
give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  work,  but 
the  said  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  received;  they  shall  personally,  or  through  proper 
agents,  select  all  material  and  have  full  supervision  and 
charge  of  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  for  which  bonds 
are  issued,  and  shall  audit  all  accounts  connected  with 
such  work,  and  pay  the  same  by  check  on  the  bank  or  de-

Be  iPEnacted%y  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Saint 
Augustine  shall  provide  for  and  call  an  election  to  be  held 
on  the  third  Tuesday  in  July,  1905,  for  the  purpose  of 
submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  a  proposi- 
tion providing  for  an  issue  of  bonds  of  the  said  city  of 
Saint  Augustine  \u  the  sum  of  forty  thousand 
(?40,000.00)  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  con- 
structing, installing  and  operating  an  electric  lighting 
plant  to  furnish  lights  for  public  and  commercial  uses, 
and  ten  thousand  dollars  for  extension  of  water  works. 
The  calling  and  holding  of  said  election,  and  the  qualifi- 
cation of  the  voters  thereat,  shall,  in  all  things,  be  the 
same  as  is  now  prescribed  by  Chapter  5360,  Laws  of 
Floridd,  Acts  of  1903. 

Sec.  2.  Should  the  proposition  to  issue  said  bonds  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election, 
then  the  City  Council  shall  immediately  provide  by  ordi- 
nance for  the  preparation  and  issuing  of  said  bonds  of 
the  city  of  Saint  Augustine,  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousfind 
(150,000.00)  dollars,  and  provide  that  such  bonds  Bhall 
bear  a  ratt  of  interest  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  be  issued  in  such  denominations  and  for  such 
length  of  time  as  the  said  Council  by  ordinance  shall  de- 
termine. And  the  Council  shall  further  by  ordinance 
provide  for  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  such  bonds. 

Sec.  3.  The  entire  issue  of  said  bonds  shall,  as  soon  as

Chapter  5540.— [No.  169.] 

AN  ACT  Amending  Sections  26  and  36  of  Chapter  5361 
of  the  Laws  of  Florida,  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Repeal 
Chapter  4648  of  the  Laws  of  Florida,  Entitled  An  Act 
to  Define  the  Boundaries  of  the  Town  of  St.  Peters- 
burgj  Florida;'  to  Abolish  the  Town  of  St.  Petersburg, 
Florida,  and  to  Establish  a  Municipality  Under  the 
Name  of  the  City  of  St.  Petersburg;  to  Provide  for  its 
Government  and  Prescribe  its  Jurisdiction  and  Powers, 
and  to  Extend  to  Said  Municipality  Certain  Pow<ers 
and  Privileges." 


Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Staite  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  Section  26  of  Chapter  5361  of  the  Laws 
of  Florida  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  26.  The  city  of  St.  Petersburg  shall  have  the 
right  in  each  year  to  raise  by  taxation  such  amount  as 
may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  government  of  said 
city,  not  to  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  dollar  on  the  actual 
cash  value  of  all  the  property  in  said  city,  both  real  and 
personal,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  also  have  the 
right  to  raise  by  taxation  in  the  same  manner,  such 
amount  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
public  kindergarten  school,  not  tO:  exceed  two.  mills,  on 
the  dollar  on  the  actual  cash  value  of  all  the  property  'n 
laid  city,  both  real  and  personal,  and  in  addition  thereto 
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1905  shall  have  the  right  to  levy  such  additional  taxes  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  outstanding  bonds 
.  of  said  city  and  such  additional  bonds  as  said  city  may 
from  time  to  time  issue  in  accordance  with  law,  and  also 
'  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  said 
bonds  when  the  same  mature ;  and  shall  have  the  right  to 
levy  such  additional  taxes  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  for 
the  lighting  of  said  city  and  the  maintenance  of  the  city 
waterworks  and  sewerage  system.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  council,  at  their  next  meeting  after  having  been 
notified  of  the  amount  of  the  sum  total  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  city  of  St.  Petersburg,  to  ascertain  the 
.amount  of  money  needed  for  each  department,  which 
said  assessment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  mayor  of  the 
city,  and  he  shall  have  the  right  to  increase  or  diminiiA 
the  appropriation  for  any  department.  The  mayor  shall 
then  return  said  estimate  to  the  city  council  and  the  city 
council  shall  not  have  the  right  to  change  any  item  in 
said  estimate  of  the  mdyor,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  council.  The  council  shall  then  make  a  levy  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  estimates,  and  no  part  of  the  money 
raised  by  taxation  shall  be  diverted  from  the  object  for 
which  it  was  raised,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  mayor 
and  two-thirds  of  the  city  council." 

Sec.  2.  That  Section  36  of  Chapter  5361  of  the  Laws  of 
Florida  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  36.  The  city  council  shall  have  the  power  to 
lay  out,  open,  grade,  curb,  pave,  repair  or  otherwise  im- 
prove any  street,  alley,  park  or  other  public  highway,  or 
any  part  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  and 
ways,  ^hen  at  any  time  the  said  city  councij  shall  decide  to 
lay  out,  open,  grade,  curb,  pave,  repair  or  otherwise  im- 
prove any  street,  alley,  park  or  other  public  highway,  or 
any  part  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  the 
said  city  council  shall  pass  a  resolution  or  ordinance  pro- 
viding that  the  same  shall  be  done,  and  shall  thereupon 
cause  the  city  clerk  to  advertise  for  bids  for  making  such 
improvements.  Said  advertisement  shall  contain  among 
other  things  a  description  of  the  :material  to  be  used  and 
'  the  width  of  the  street,  if  paving  is  to  be  done,  and  shall 
designate  with  reasonable  certainty  the  limits  within 
which  said  work  is  to  be  done  and  the  nature  thereof,  and 
in  said  advertisement  the  said  city  council  may  reserve 
Ibid.  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids.    In  advertising  for 
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street  paving  the  city  council  may  within  their  disci*e-  I905 
tion  advertise  for  separate  bids  on 'grading,  curbing,  pav- 
ing,  and  enter  into  separate  contracts  therefor.  As  soon 
as  the  city  council  shall  have  accepted  any  bid  or  bids  for 
any  of  said  above  mentioned  improvements  at  a  regular 
or  a  special  meeting  called  for  such  purpose,  the  said  city 
council  shall  assess  against  the  property  abutting  on  each 
ride  of  the  said  street,  alley,  park  or  other  public  high- 
way 80  improved  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  said  improve- 
ment, one-half  of  said  sum  to  be  assessed  against  the 
property  on  each  side  of  the  said  street,  alley,  park  or 
other  public  highway  in  proportion  to  the  frontage  on  said 
street,  alley,  park  or  other  public  highway:  Provided, 
That  in  any  street  where  there  may  be  a  street  or  other 
railroad  track  or  tracks  two-thirds  of  the  amount  of  the 
coBt  of  any  such  improvement  in  said  street  required  to 
be  paid  by  said  railroad  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  assessed  against  the  abutting  property." 

Sec.  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  Act  shall  take  effect  imme-  Repeal, 
diately  upon  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor.

How  enforc-  gf  Sanford  the  tax  collector  may  at  any  time  thereafter 
make  from  the  roll  a  copy  of  any  of  the  assessments  and 
tax  thereon  remaining  unpaid,  showing  the  assessment 
of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  real  estate,  as  the  same  appears 
upon  the  roll  with  the  tax  which  he  shall  certify  to  be 
a  true  copy  from  the  roll  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to 
the  city  solicitor  of  the  city  of  Sanford  for  collection 
which  certified  copy  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
contents  of  the  assessment  roll  and  of  the  levies  made 
thereon  and  of  the  regularity  and  validity  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings on  which  the  same  is  based,  in  all  suits  to  en- 
force the  payment  or  the  lien  of  such  taxes  as  may  appear 
upon  the  certified  copy  and  the  Tax  Collector  shall  upon 
request  of  the  city  solicitor  make  out  and  deliver  to  him 
a  certified  copy  of  any  such  assessment  or  assessments 
remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the  day  now  required  by 
law  that  the  same  shall  be  paid  in  any  year.    The  City 

Ibid.  Council  also  may  direct  at  any  time  in  each  year  either  by 

resolution  or  by  ordinance  the  Tax  Collector,  after  the 
time  required  by  law,  when  taxes  shall  be  paid,  to  make 
out  and  deliver  to  the  city  solicitor  such  copy  or  copies 
and  also  may  in  like  manner  direct  the  city  solicitor  to 
proceed  upon  the  same  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  tax 
or  taxes.  The  Tax  Collector  upon  delivering  any  such 
copy  to  the  City  Solicitor  shall  enter  upon  the  assessment 
of  the  roll  that  it  has  been  certified  to  the  City  Solicitor 
with  the  date  of  delivery  and  thereafter  the  collection  of 
such  tax  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Solicitor  and  not  by 
iiie  Tax  Collector.  The  City  Solicitor  upon  receiving 
any  such  certified  copy  as  aforesaid,  may  and  when  di* 
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rn^ted,  by  the  City  Council,  shall  bring  in  the  Circuit  1905 
Court  of  Orange  County,  a  bill  in  chancery  to  foreclose 
the  lien  of  the  taxes  so  shown  to  be  due  and  unpaid, 
which  bill  shall  allege  the  city's  claim  against  the  real 
estate  described  and  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
city  of  Sanford  as  plaintiff  against  the  person  named  as 
owner  of  the  real  estate  on  the  said  certified  copy,  if  any 
person  be  named  as  owner  and  such  other  persons  as  the 
City  Solicitor  may  know  or  have  satisfactory  reason  to 
believe  to  be  owners  of  or  interested  in  such  real  estate 
or  to  have  any  right  thereto,  or  lien  thereon,  except  as 
tenants.  Upon  application  of  the  City  Solicitor  the 
Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  make  an  order  of  publi- 
cation of  notice  to  all  persons  having  any  interest  or 
right,  whether  as  owners,  lien  holders  or-  otherwise  in 
such  real  estate,  which  notice  shall  be  addressed  "To  all 
Whom  it  May  Concern,"  requiring  them  on  or  before  a  Notice, 
rule  day  to  be  fixed  by  such  order  to  appear  and  answer 
such  bill  and  set  forth  the  nature  of  their  respective  in- 
terests in  rights  to  and  liens  upon  the  said  real  estate. 
And  such  order  shall  contain  a  description  of -the  real 
estate  and  the  names  of  the  parties  named  in  the  bill  as 
defendants  and  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  city  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks, 
prior  to  the  rule  day  fixed  in  such  order,  and  in  all  suits 
in  which  such  order  and  publication  shall  be  made  the  in- 
terests, rights  and  liens  of  all  persons  in,  too  and  upon 
such  real  estate,  whether  such  persons  be  named  as  de- 
fendants in  the  bill  or  not,  shall  be  foreclosed  by  the  de- 
cree and  their  respective  interests,  rights  and  liens  shall 
be  affected  thereby  to  the  same  extent  as  though  they 
were  named  and  duly  served  and  had  appeared  as  par- 
ties to  the  defendants  in  such  suits ;  but  should  such  suits 
be  prosecuted  to  conclusion  without  the  publication  of 
such  notice,  the  interests,  rights  and  liens  of  those  per- 
sons only  who  are  named  as  defendants  and  duly  served 
shall  be  foreclosed  by  the  decree:  Provided,  That  such 
order  and  publication  shall  not  avoid  the  necessity  of  ser- 
vice of  a  subpoena  upon  all  parties  named  as  defendants, 
who  are  to  be  found -within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court; 
.tnd  Provided,  further.  That  service  upon  absent  defend-  Provisa 
ants  named  in  the  bill  shall  be  by  publication  as  in  other 
chancery  causes.  Ko  assessment  and  no  assessment  roll 
inder  this  Act  nhall  be  set  aside  or  in  any  wise    invali-

^90S  dated  by  any  court  for  any  error,  defect  or  informality 
or  omission  which  shall  not  amount  to  a  want  of  due 
process  of  law,  under  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  nor  shall  any 
assessment  or  any  assessment  roll  be  set  aside  or  in  any 
wise  invalidated  for  any  error,  defect,  informality  or 
omission,  whatever  existing,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the 
right  of  petition,  if  the  owner  or  party  interested  shall 
have  failed  to  petition  the  City  Council,  as  provided  by 
law.  No  miscalculation  of  any  tax  upon  the  roll  shall 
invalidate  the  tax, -but  if  the  amount  extended  on  the 
roll  be  less  than  the  true  amount  the  city  shall  collect 
only  the  amount  extended  with  costs,  but  if  the  amount 
be  greater,  the  city  shall  recover  only  the  true  amount 
and  shall  also  recover  costs  unless  tender  shall  have 
been  made  to  "it  of  the  true  amount.  The  City  Solicitor 
sjiall  be  entitled  to  five  per  cent,  on  all  taxes  collected  by 
him  without  suit,  which  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  of 
the  tax  and  in  all  suits  to  enforce  the  payment  of  taxes 
wherein  the  city  shall  prevail,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
reasonable  attorney's  fee  to  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  cost, 
which  allowances  to  the  City  Solicitor  shall  be  regarded 
as  further  penalties  for  the  non-payment  of  the  taxes 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  law.  Upon  a  collection  of 
the  moneys  due  the  city,  payment  shall  be  made,  first  of 
all  costs  of  the  proceedings,  except  the  City  Solicitor's 
fee;  second,  of  the  amount  due  the  city  for  taxes  and  in- 
terest, and  lastly,  of  the  City  Solicitor's  fee.  The  assess- 
ment rolls  of  the  city  of  Sanford,  with  all  assessments 
thereon  are  hereby  validated  and  confirmed,  and  the  same 
shall  not  be  set  aside  or  in  any  wise  invalidated  for  any 
error,  defect,  informality  or  omission,  which  shall  *  not 
amount  to  a  want  of  due  process  of  law,  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State,  or  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Council  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  direct  and  regulate  by  ordinance  the  methods 
of  reporting  and  accounting  by  the  officers  of  the  city,  who 
may  under  this  Act  be  empowered  to  collect  the  revenue 
that  is  herein  provided. 

Sec.  5.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed  so  far  as  they 
Repeal.  affect  the  said  city. 
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Sec.  6.  This  Act  «hall  take  effect  immediately  upon  the 
passage  and  ap]provfil  bv  the  Governor.

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Chapter  5542.— [No.  171.] 

AN  ACT  to  Organize  a    Municipal    Government  for  the 
Town  of  Sirmons,  and  to  Provide  for  its  Government. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  That  a  municipality  to  be  called  the  town  of 
Sirmons  is  hereby  established  in  Madison  County,  Flor- 
ida, the  territorial  area  of  which  shall  be  as  follows :  Be- 
ginning at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  southeast  quarter 
of  southwest  quarter  of  Section  thirty-two  (32),  thence 
runing  west  three-fourths  of  a  mile  to  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  southeast  quarter  of  southeast  quarter  of  Section 
thirty-one  (31),  thence  running  north  three-fourths  of  a 
mile  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  southeast  quarter  of 
northeast  quarter  of  said  Section  thirty-one  (31),  thence 
running,  east  three-fourths  of  a  mile  to  the  northeast 
comer  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  northwest  quarter  of 
said  Section  thirty-two  (32),  thence  running  south  to 
point  of  beginning,  containing  three  hundred  and  sixty 
(360)  acres,  more  or  less;  all  in  Township  One  (1), 
South,  Range  Seven  (7),  East.  See  plat  hereto  at- 
tached. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  may 
purchase,  lease,  receive  and  hold  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, within  said  town;  and  may  sell,  lease  and  other- 
wise dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  tpwn ;  and 
may.  purchase,  lease,  receive  and  hold  property,  real  and 
personal,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town,  to  be  used  for 
the  burial  of  the  dead,  for  the  erection  of  waterworks,  for 
the  establishment  of  poorhouses,  pesthouses,  and  houses 
of  detention  and  correction,  for  public  parks  and  prome- 
nades, and  for  any  other  public  purpose  that  the  mayor 
and  town  council  may  deem  necessary  or    proper,  and 
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may  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  "dispose  of  such  property,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  town,  to  the  same  extent  as  natural  per- 
sons may.  Said  town  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal 
which  may  be  changed  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  corporate  authority  of  the  town  shall 
be  vested  in  a  mayor,  t||wn  council,  clerk  and  collector 
of  taxes  (one  person),  treasurer  and  assessor  of  taxes 
(one  person),  marshal  and  such  other  oflScers  as  may  be 
appointed  or  elected  in  pursuance  of  law.  No  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  any  of  said  offices,  save  and  except 
the  office  of  marshal,  who  shall  not  be  a  citizen  of  the 
State  of  Florida,  and  who  shall  not  be  a  resident  and 
legal  voter  of  the  town. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  That  the  mayor  shall  be  elected  for  the  term 
of  one  year  and  shall  hold  office  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  town 
at  large.  His  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance, 
but  shall  not  be  changed  during  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  mayor  shall  have  jurisdiction  for.  the  trial 
of  all  offences  against  the  town  ordinances;  to  see  that 
the  ordinances  of  the  town  are  faithfully  executed ;  to 
have  power  by  his  warrant  to  have  brought  before  him 
any  person  or  persons  charged  with  the  violation  of  the 
town  ordinances;  to  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
for  the  town  and  the  defendant;  to  administer  oaths;  to 
take  affidavits ;  to  inquire  into  the  truth  or  falsity  of  all 
charges;  to  decide  upon  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the 
accused  and  to  fix  by  his  sentence  the  penalty,  and  sec 
that  the  same  be  enforced  as  by  law  or  ordinance  may  be 
prescribed;  to  pardon  and  release  persons  convicted  by 
him.  and  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  incident  and 
usual  to  the  due  enforcement  of  his  jurisdiction.  He 
shall  keep  a  record  and  minutes  of  his  official  acts,  and 
may  require  the  town  clerk  and  treasurer  to  make  and 
preserve  this  record  from  his  minutes.  When  in  his 
opinion  the  public  good  requires  he  may  appoint  and  dis 
charge  special  policemen  and  detectives. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  mayor  shall  have  power  to  bid  in  or 
have  bid  in  property  for  the  town  at  all  tax  sales  and 
judicial  sales,  and  sales  under  process  of  law,  when  the 
town  is  a  party;  to  make  pro  tempore  appointments  to 
fill  vacancies  caused  by  sickness,  death  .or  disability  of 
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any  town  officer  for  misconduct  in  office  or  negligent  of 
duty,  reporting  his  action  with  his  reason  therefor  in 
writing  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  town  council 
for  its  approval  or  rejection ;  but  he  shall  not  have  power 
to  suspend  members  of  the  town  council  or  fill  vacancies 
in  membership  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the 
town  council  and  when  called  he  shall  state  the  object  for 
which  called,  and  the  business  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
confined  to  the  object  stated. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor  shall  have  general  suiiervision 
over  all  town  officers^  but  not  over  members  of  tlio  town 
council,  and  may  examine  into  the  condition  of  rheir 
offices,  the  books,  papers  and  records  therein,  and  the 
manner  of  conducting  their  official  business;  and  he  shall 
report  to  the  town  council  all  violations  or  neglect  of 
duty  on  the  part  of  any  town  official  that  may  come  to  his 
knowledge. 

Sec.  6.  That  every  ordinance  passed  by  the  town  coun- 
cil, becoming  a  law,  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor,  if  he 
approves  the  same  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  re- 
turn it  with  his  objections  in  writing  to  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  town  council  for  its  consideration,  and  if 
the  town  council  shall  pass  the  ordinance  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  law.  He 
may  veto  any  part  of  an  ordinance  and  approve  the  resi- 
due. If  he  shall  fail  to  return  any  ordinance  at  or  be- 
fore the  next  regular  meeting  after  its  passage  he  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  approved  the  same,  and  it  shall  be- 
•  come  a  law  without  further  action. 

Sec.  7.  The  mayor  shall  communicate  from  time  to  time 
to  the  town  council  such  information,  and  recommend 
such  measures,  as  may  tend  to  the  interest  of  the  town, 
and  shall  report  violations  and  neglect  of  duty  on  the 
part  of  any  town  officer  that  shall  come  to  his  knowledge; 
and  he  shall  take  .care  that  all  the  laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  town  are  duly  respected  and  observed  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  ordinances  of  the  town 
council  ^hall  require  of  him. 

Sec,  8.  The  mayor  shall  be  impeached  by  the  town 
council  for  misfeasance,  malfeasance  or  non-feasance  In 
office,  for  drunkenness,  habitual  intoxication,  or  gross 
immorality;  and  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  town 
council  may  remove  him  from  office.     Should  charges  at 
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any  time  be  preferred  against  the  mayor  the  town  council 
shall  proceed  without  any  unnecessary  delay  to  investi- 
gate and  decide  them. 

Sec.  9.  That  in  case  of  death  or  absence  of  the  mayor 
from  the  town,  or  his  inability  from  sickness  or  from  any 
other  cause,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  mayor,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  town  council  shall  discharge  the  duties  of 
mayor,  pro  tempore,  or  until  the  oflSce  of  mayor  shall  be 
filled  by  law  in  the  manner  that  shall  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  That  the  town  council  shall  be  composed  of 
Town  coun-  g^^  councilmeu  who  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years  b  ythe  qualified  voters  of  the  town.  At  the  first- 
election  under  this  charter,  three  councilmen  shall  be 
elected  for  two  years  and  two  for  one  year.  The  three 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  said  electioa 
shall  hold  for  the  long  term,  and  the  two  receiving  the 
next  highest  number  of  votes  at  s^id  election  shall  hold 
for  the  short  term.  The  term  of  office  of  any  member  of 
the  town  council  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  term  for 
which  he  is  elected.  The  members  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  to  be  president  of  the  town  council,  and  he  shall 
have  power  to  enforce  such  rules  as  may  be  adopted  by 
the  board  for  its  own  government,  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  president  the  members  may  choose  or  elect  one  of 
their  number  president  protempore. 

Sec.  2.  The  town  council  shall  judge  of  the    qualifica- 
quaiifl(»tions  tious,  election  and  returns,  of  its  members ;  it  may  choose 
^^ernhm^      its  regular  procedure,  and  may  prescribe  a  penalty  for 
mem    rs.        non-attendance  of  its  members  and  for  their  disorderly 
conduct,  and  enforce  the  same;  and    two-thirds  of    its 
men\bers  concurring  it  may  expel  a  member  for  miscon- 
duct in  office.    A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  council 
shall  be  required  to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  • 

Sec.  3.  That  the  town  council  may  hold    meetings    at 
Meetings.        such  times  as  it  may  determine,  holding  not  less  than  one 
regular  meeting  per  month. 

Sec.  4.  That  .the  town  council  shall  have  power,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  create  such  offices  and  to  provide  by 
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ordinance  for  the  appointment  or  election  of  all  oflBcers 
and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  such  employees  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  the  town, 
whose  compensation  and  term  of  office  shall  be  fixed  be- 
fore their  election  or  appaintment,  and  their  compensa- 
tion shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  their 
term  of  office.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to 
abolish  at  any  time  any  office  created  by  them  and  to  dis- 
charge any  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  them,  but  shall 
'  not  abolish  any  office  created  under  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  incumbents  of  office    created  by    this 

act  or  created  by  the  town  ordinance,  ahall  be  required 

to  give  such  bond  as  the  town  council  may  demand  of  its 

employees  or  appointees,  such  bond  as  it  shall  deem  fit, 

'  in  case  there  is  no  ordinance  requiring  such  bond. 

Sec.  6.  No  councilman  shall  be  eligible  to  any  other 
town  office. 

Sec.  7.  The  town  council  shall  fix  the  compensation  of 
all  officers  by  (W-dinance  before  the  election  or  appoint- 
ment of  incumbents  of  said  offices,  which  said  compensa- 
tion shall  not  be  changed  during  their  term  of  office :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  town  council  may  fix  the  compensation 
of 'the  first  officers  under  this  act,  during  their  term  of 
office:  Provided  further,  Thnt  counciimen  shall  receive 
no  compensation  for  their  services. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  mayor  and  town  council  w,ithin  the 
limitation  of  this  act,  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to 
levy  and  collect  taxes  upon  all  property  and  privileges 
taxable  by  law  for  State  purposes ;  to  appropriate  money 
and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of 
the  town ;  to  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  contagious  diseases  into  the  town,  and  to  make  quaran- 
tine laws  for  the  purpose  and  to  enforce  the  same  within 
two  miles  of  the  town ;  to  establish  hospitals  and  jails, 
and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same;  to 
make  regulations  to  secure  th<»  <»eperal  health  of  the  in- 
habitants and  to  prevent  and  remove  nuisances;  to  pro- 
vide the  town  with  water  by  '^^iter^v  ovks,  within  or  be- 
yond tffe  boundary  of  the  town :  ^'-^  provide  for  the  pre- 
vention and  extinguishment  of  fliej,  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  departments;  to  provide  for  lighting  the 
town  with  gas  or  other  illumlnatiT^^  material  or  in  any 
other  manner;  to  make  a^^propviatjojfj  to    open,    alter, 
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abolish,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otherwise 
improve,  clean  and  keep  in  repair,  streetB,  alleys  and  side- 
walks; to  erect,  establish  and  keep  in  repair  culverts, 
sewers  and  gutters ;  to  make  appropriations  for  lighting 
the  streets  and  public  buildings  and  for  the  erection  of  all 
buildings  necesi^an'  for  the  use  of  the  town ;  to  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  levy  and  collect  any  amount  of  oc- 
cupational tax  on  any  business  they  may  see  fit,  not  to  be 
less  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  State  tax;  to  license,  tax 
and  regulate  auctioneers,  taverns,  peddlers  and  retailers 
of  liquor,  or  other  intoxicating  beverages ;  to  license,  tax 
and  regulate  all  privileges  taxable  by  the  State;  to  li- 
cense, tax  and  regulate  carriages,  carts,  omnibuses,  wag- 
ons and  drays,  and  to  fix  the  rate  to  be  charged  for  the 
carriage  of  persons  and  property  within  the  town;  to 
regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  any  theatrical  or 
other  exhibition,  show,  circus,  parade  and  amusement ;  to 
regulate,  prohibit  or  suppress  all  gambling  houses,  bawdy 
and  disorderly  houses  and  obscene  pictures  and  litera- 
ture ;  to  regulate  and  license  the  sale  of  fire  arms  and  to 
suppress  the  carrying  of  concealed  weapons;  to  regulate 
atid  establish  markets;  provide  for  the  arrest,  imprison- 
ment and  punishment  of  all  riotous  and  disorderly  per- 
sons within  the  town,  by  day  or  by  night,  and  for  punish- 
ment of  all  breaches  of  peace,  noise,  disturbance  and  dis- 
orderly assemblies;  to  pass  all  ordinances  necessary  for 
the  health,  convenience  and  safety  of  the  citizens,  and  to 
carry  out  the  full  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  to 
accomplish  the  object  of  this  incorporation;  to  impose 
penalties  upon  the  owners,  occupants  or  agents  of  any 
bouse,  walk  or  sidewalk  or  other  structure  which  may  bie 
dangerous  or  detrimental  to  the  citizens,  unless,  after  due 
notice  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  the  same  be 
renioved  or  repaired;  to  provide  for  enclosing  and  im- 
proving and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to 
the  town,  in  or  out  of  the  corporate  limits ;  to  provide  for 
th6  appointment  of  a  police  force,  and  to  impose  fines, 
forfeitures,  penalties  and  terms  of  imprisonment,  at  hard 
labor  or  otherwise,  for  a  breach  of  any  town  ordinance, 
but  no  penalty  shall  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  and 
no  term  of  imprisonment  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than 
three  months  for  the  same  offence ;  to  regulate  and  pro- 
vide for  the  construction  or  paving  of  streets,  and  for  the 
construction  and  repair  of  sidewalks  and  foot  pavements; 
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to  provide  for  the  construction  of  sewers  and  drains,  and  1905 
for  keeping  them  in  repair  and  to  assess  the  expense  upon 
the  property  which  shall  be  especially  benefitted  by  the 
improvement,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  bene- 
fit, or  upon  the  abuttors  in  proportion  to  the  frontage,  or, 
upon  the  lands  drained  thereby  which  receive  a  benefit; 
the  reasonable  cost  of  such  construction  and  repairs 
shall  be  equally  assessed  against  said  property,  and  shall 
be  a  lien  thereon,  and  enforced  by  suit  in  any  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction ;  to  take  all  appropriate  grounds  for  wid- 
ening streets  or  any  part  thereof;  or  for  laying  out  new 
streets  or  avenues  when  the  public  convenience  may  re- 
quire it,  and  to  assess  the  cost  and  expenses  of  the  same 
upon  the  property  especially  benefitted  thereby  in  the 
manner  herein  last  provided  in  the  case  of  sewers  and 
drains. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  agree 
upon  a  budget  of  expense  for  the  ensuing  3'ear,  which 
shall  designate  the  officers  of  the  corporation  for  the  year,  Budget  of 
with  salary  of  each,  and  under  general  heads,  such  as  expenses. 
streets,  fire  department,  police  force,  etc.,  the  subjects  of 
corporation  expenditures,  and  the  estimated  amount  of 
the  probable  expenditure  for  each  purpose.  The  same 
shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  in  the  town,  or  posted 
in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  town.

be  done,  and  thereupon,  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  for  bids  for  making  said  improve- 
ments, and  said  advertisement  shall  contain  among  other 
things,  a  description  of  the  material  to  be  used,  width  of 
pavement,  if  the  street  is  to  be  paved,  and  shall  designate 
with  reasonable  certainty,  the  limits  within  which  said 
work  is  to  be  done  and  the  nature  thereof,  in  which  said 
advertisement  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  may 
reserve  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 

In  advertising  the  street  paving,  the  said  Commission- 
ers of  Public  Works  may,  within  their  discretion,  adver- 
tise for  separate  bids  on  grading,  curbing,  paving  and  en- 
tering into  separate  contracts  therefor.  Whenever  the 
said  Commissioners  have  accepted  any  bid  or  bids  for  any 
of  said  above  mentioned  improvements,  as  soon  ,as  said 
im]>rovenients  have  been  completed  under  the  terms  of 
said  contract  and  the  same  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Works,  after  duly  advertising 
and  giving  the  public  hearing  hereinafter  mentioned,  they 
shall  certify  the  entire  cost  of  said  improvements  to  the 
City  Council,  whereupon  the  said  City  Coimcil  at  its  next 
regular  meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  prior  to  the  regular  meeting,  shall  assess  againdt 
the  property  abutting  on  each  side  of  said  street,  alley,  or 
highway  in  proportion  to  the  frontage  on  said  street, 
alley  or  hi/a:hway :  Provided,  That  in  any  street  where 
they  may  be  a  street  or  other  railroad  track  or  tracks, 
two-thirds  of  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  any  such  improve- 
ment in  said  stieet  required  to  be  paved  by  said  railroad, 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  assessed  against  the 
abutting  property. 

Sec.  6.  That  Section  32  of  said  Chapter  5363,  Laws  of

appear,  but  only  a  sufficient  description  of  the  lots  as  to 
make  it  capable  of  identificution,  shall  be  necessary,  and 
said  notice  shall  set  a  day  for  a  hearing  of  all  com- 
plaints which  the  owner  or  owners  or  other  persons  inter- 
ested in  said  lots  may  desire  to  make  against  the  certifi- 
cation  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  the  city  of  Tumpa.  After  date  of  such  hearing,  if 
no  legal  reason  is  shown  why  the  cost  of  the  said  improve-

AX  ACT  for  the  Protection  of  the  Groves,  Orchards  and 
Fruit  Trees  of  Orange  County  from  Injurious  Insects, 
and  Providing  for  a  Horticultural  Commission  for  Said 
County  for  that  Purpose. 

Be  it  Enacted  'by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  if  there  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Coui^y  Commissioners  of  Orange  County  a  petition 
signed  by  at  least  twenty-five  free  holders  of  citrus 
grove  property  situate  in  said  county,  and  setting  forth 
that  citrus  groves,  orchards,  nursery  stock,  or  fruit  trees 
in  said  county  are  infested  with  white  fly,  and  praying 
for  the  appointment  of  a  horticultural  commission,  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  if  it  has  reason  to  be- 
lieve the  allegations  of  the  petition  to  be  true,  shall  ap- 
point a  horticultural  commission  for  said  county  within 
thirty  days  after  the  presenting  of  the  petition. 

The  horticultural  commission  shall  consist  of  three 
commissioners  who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State,  resident 
in  Orange  County,  and  men  well  skilled  and  experienced 
in  the  c^re  and  management  of  orange  and  other  citrus 
fruit  groves.  Tbi^y  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment  unless  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  determine  that  no 
reason  exists  for  the  further  continuance  of  the  commis- 
sion. The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  may  fill  any 
vacancy  of  the  commission  by  appointment  for  the  unex- 
pired term,  and  may  remove  any  commissioner  if  good 
cause  is  shown.

ing formulas  and  methods  for  the  treatment  -of  citrus 
groves,  orchards,  yards,  nursery  stock,  trees  of  any  kind, 
shrubs,  plants  or  fruit  infested  with  the  white  fly,  and 
also  prescriibng  the  methods,  time  and  frequency  of  ap- 
plication, and  shall  have  said  rules  published  for  free  dis- 
tribution. 

Sec.  4.  The  commission  or  any  one  of  its  members^shall 
have  power  to  examine  any  citrus  grove,  orchard,  yard, 
nursery  stock  trees  of  any  kind,  shrubs,  plants  or  fruit 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  white  fly 
exists  therein  or  thereon,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  found 
infested,  the  commission  shall  notify  the  owner,  agent  or 
person  in  charge,  in  writing  that  the  same  is  infested,  and 
shall  serve  him  with  a  copy  of  the  said  rules  and  shall  re- 
quire him  to  treat  the  same  according  to  said  rules  be- 
ginning at  a  specified  time,  which  notice  may  be  signed 
by  any  member  of  the  commission  and  shall  be  served  by 
any  commissioner  or  by  any  person  appointed  by  the 
^  commission  for  that  purpose  in  the  manner  directed  for 
the  service  of  a  writ  of  summons.  The  commission  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  such  notices  and  of  the  name  of  the* 
person  upon  whom  and  by  whom  and  when  the  notice  was 
served.  If  any  owner  or  agent  of  any  vacant  property 
cannot  be  found  in  the  county,  the  commission  may  enter 
for  the  purpose  hereinafter  provided  without  such  notice.

with"  the  notice  and  proceed  to  make  treatment  at  actual  cost 
for  the  white  fly  according  to  the  commission's  published 
rules.  In  such  case  the  commission  shall,  when  the  treat- 
ment at  that  time  is  completed,  render  to  the  owner, 
agent  or  person  in  charge  an  itemized  bill  of  the  actual 
cost  of  the  treatment  aforesaid,  including  the  necessary 
per  diem  of  one  commissioner  and  a  statement  of  the 
time  when  the  said  bill  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners.    At  the  specified  time  a  duplicate 
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of  .the  bill  verified  by  affidavit  of  at  least  one  of  the  horti- 
cultural commissioner  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners,  and  upon  a  hearing  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  shall  allow  the  said  bill  or 
such  part  of  it  as  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  proper  and 
just,  and  if  the  said  bill  be  not  paid  by  the  owner,  agent 
or  person  in  charge,  it  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
revenue  fund  of  the  county,  and  such  payment  by  the 
county  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  treated,  and  nO' 
tice  of  such  lien  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  ot 
the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Orange  County  within 
sixty  days  after  the  warrant  for  the  payment  aforesaid 
has  been  drawn  in  like  manner  as  notices  of  lien  of  me- 
chanics and  material  men  are  filed.

Sec.  6.  The  members  of  the  horticultural  commission 
shall  be  paid  |2.50  for  each  day  they  are  actually  engaged 
in  the  discharge  of  the  work  of  the  commission,  and  this 
compensation  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners out  of  the  general  revenue  fund:  Provided, 
That  the  per  diem  of  one  commissioner  shall  be  included 
as  part  of  the  amount  for  which  any  lien  is  filed.  The 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  out  of  the 
general  revenue  fund  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act.

fly,  except  that  only  one  board  of  horticultural  commis- 
sioners shall  at  any  one  time  exist  in  Orange  County.  If 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  should  at  any  time 
abolish  the  horticultural  commission  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, and  a  new  petition  as  prescribed  by  Section  1  shall 
be  presented,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  may 
appoint  another  horticultural  commissionn,  if  it  thinks 
proper  so  to  do. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  County  of  Monroe  to  Issue 
Bonds  for  the  Purpose  of  Paying  for  Sites,  and  Erect- 
ing Buildings  for  School  Purposes  Thereon. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of 
Monroe  County,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  call 
a  special  election  in  said  county,  by  the  qualified  electors 
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thereof,  upon  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in 
September  next,  to  vote  for,  or  against  the  issue  of  bonds 
by  the  County  of  Monroe,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for 
sites,  and  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  thereon,  for 
the  public  schools. 

Sec.  2.  Such  call  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for 
thirty  days,  by  the  County  Commissioners,  in  a,  newspa]per 
published  in  Monroe  County. 

Sec.  3.  The  qualifications  of  electors,  and  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  holding  and  conducting  such  election^ 
counting  the  ballots,  and  the  canvass  of  the  returns 
thereof,  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  general 
law  relating  to  holding  general  and  special  elections  in 
this  State,  so  far  as  the  same  may  apply :  Provided, 
That  the  official  ballot  prepared  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, shall  contain  the  words : 

Official  Ballot  Monroe  County. 
Shall  Bonds  Issue? 

For  Public  Schools* 
Against  Public  Schools. 

Sec.  4.  The  voter  favoring  the  issuance  of  bonds  shall 
make  known  his  choice  at  such  election,  by  making  a 
cross  mark,  (X)  on  the  official  ballot,  in  the  space  before 
the  words  For  Public  Schools,  or  Against  Public  Schools, 
as  he  is  for,  or  against  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  If  upon  the  completion  of  the  canvass  of  such 
election,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  electors 
voting  at  such  election  shall  have  voted  for  bonds,  then 
it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  duty  of  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, to  issue  bonds  of  the  county  in  the  amount  called 
for,  and  for  the  purpose  specified  in  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  majority  of  the  electors  voting  at  such 
election  vote  for  bonds  for  schools,  then  the  County  Com- 
missioners shall  sign,  seal  and  deliver  bonds  in  the 
amount  called  for.  to  the  County  Treasurer,  subject  to 
the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  of  Monroe 
County,  for  the^  purposes  specified,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  tlie  school  laws,  and  a  record  of  the  same,  shall 
be  made  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners, and  the  clerk  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  of  Monore  County  of  such  action. 

Sec.  7.  The  amount  of  such  bonds  issued  shall  be  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  words  For  Public  Schools  shall 
appear  upon  the  face  of  said  bonds.

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  have 
the  bonds  prepared  in  the  denomination  of  |500.00  each. 
The  principal  shall  be  paid  in  twenty  years  from  the  date 
of  issne,  with  interest  at  not  more  than  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  with  privilege  ot  redemption  five  years  from  date 
of  is^iie,  the  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually  in  the  city 
of  Key  West,  or  at  an  agency  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
8ach  bonds  shall  have  eivgraved  interest  coupons  attach- 
ed, payable  at  the  expiration  of  periods  of  six  months, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  and  the  Clerk,  and  sealed  with 
the  seal  of  the  County  of  Monroe. 

Sec.  9.  In  no  case  shall  the  bonds  for  schools  be  in  any 
manner  disposed  of  for  less  than  their  face  value.  And 
they  shall  be  applied  directly  to  the  purpose  for  which 
they  were  issued.  One  centrally  located  commo- 
dious building  with  high  school  department,  to  be  con- 
structed of  concrete,  and  another  school  of  Intermediate 
grade,  of  such  material  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  School 
Board. 

Sec.  10.  Before  the  receipt  of  such  bonds  by  the  County 
Treasurer  he  shall  be  required  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners to  give  bond  in  such  amount  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
them,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufiicient  sureties,  or 
the  surety  of  a  guarantee  company,  authorized  to  do  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharj^e 
of  his  duties  as  the  custodian  and  for  the  faithful  dis- 
bursement and  accounting  of  the  same,  and  for  the  deliv 
ery  to  his  successor  in  office  of  all  bonds  and  money  re- 
maining in  his  hands  from  the  source  above  mentioned.

Sec.  11.  The  cost  of  holding  the  election  herein  provided 
for,  and  all  expenses  incident  thereto,  and  the  cost  of  the 
prei)aration  of  the  bonds,  shall  be  paid  by  the  County 
Commissioners  from  the  County  Funds. 

Sec.  12.  The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  an- 
nually levy  a  tax  on  the  taxable  property  of  the  County 
of  Monroe,  to  meet  the  interest  upon  said  bonds,  as  it 
shall  become  due,  and  before  the  maturity  thereof,  shall 
levy  a  sufficient  tax  upon  the  taxable  value  of  the  property 
of  the  county,  to  pay  and  extinguish  the  principal  of  said 
bonds. 
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Sec.  13.  The  County  Treasurer,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
apply  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hand  as  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  purchase  at  their  market  value,  of 
said  bonds,  if  they  can  be  had  at,  or  below  par. 

Sec.  14.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor.

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AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  of 
Leon  County  to  Borrow  Money  for  the  Enlargement 
and  Repair  of  Leon  Academy ;  to  Sell  the  Present  Aca- 
demy, or  the  Site  of  Such  Academy,  or  Both,  and  to 
Purchase  a  New  Site,  and  to  Apply  the  Money  Bor- 
rowed and  any  Excess  of  the  Proceeds  of  Sale  to  Such 
Enlargement  or  Repair,  or  the  Erection  of  a  New  Aca- 
demy, and  to  Mortgage  any  Such  Site  and  Improve- 
ments, and  to  Provide  for  the  Payment  of  Such  Debt. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  of 
Leon  County  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  in 
its  corporate  capacity,  a  sum  of  money  not' to  exceed  fif- 
teen thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exdteed 
eight  per  jcent.  per  annum,  payable  annually,  and  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  ten  years ;  the  principal  to  be  paya- 
ble in  installments. 

.  Sec.  2.  The  sum  of  money  so  borrowed  shall  be  used  by 
said  Board  of  Public  Instruction  in  enlarging  and  repair- 
ing the  school  building  of  said  county  in  the  city  of  Talla- 
hassee known  as  the  Leon  Academy :  Provided,  however, 
That  should  said  Board  of  Public  Instruction  sell  tlie 
present  Academy  building  or  the  site  of  such  Academy, 
or  both,  whicn  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do,  and  pur- 
chase with  the  proceeds  or  any  part  thereof  another  site 
in  said  city  for  an  Academy,  which  purchase  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  make,  then  the  money  so  borrowed 
and  any  balance  remaining  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale 
may  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  new  Academy  building  on 
such  old  or  new  site. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Public  Instruction  are  authorized 
to  issue  obligationsxof  said  county  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  act  for  the  payment  of  the 
money  so  borrowed,  and  to  mortgage  the  present  site  or 
any  new  site  and  all  improvements  on  the  same,  or  either, 
for  the  payment  of  said  money  so  borrowed,  and  interest 
and  costs  and  expenses  of  foreclosure,  including  a  rea- 
<3onable  attorney's  fee ;  and  the  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion are  authorized  to  pay  such  debt  out  of  the  current 
income  from  year  to  year:  Provided,  however,  That  the 
necessary  expenses  of  maintaining  the  schools  in  said 
county  during  any  year  shall  constitute  the  first  claim  on 
the  school  fund  of  that  year.

Every  Person  Subject  to  Road  Duty  in  Said  County  in 
Addition  to  the  Tax  Now  Authorized  by  Law  on  Per- 
sonal Property  and  Real*  Estate,  and  to  Provide  Penal- 
ties  for  Refusing  to  Pay  Said  Special  Road  Tax  by  the 
Person  Subject  to  Said  Road  Duty. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 


Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  pasage  of  this  act 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Taylor  County 
shall  have  the  authority,  when  in  their  judgment  they, 
decide  that  it  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  county  to  work 
the  public  roads  by  taxation  to  levy  and  collect  a  special 
road  tax  of  one  dollar  (fl.OO)  per  annum  from  every  per- 
son subject  to  road  duty  in  said  county  in  addition  to 
the  tax  now  authorized  by  law  on  personal  property  and 
real  estate:  Provided,  That  the  taxes  collected  in  any 
incorporated  town  in  s^  county  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Council  for  improving  the  streets  in  such  in- 
corporated town. 

Sec.  2.  When  such  special  road  tax  is  levied  by  said 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  it  shall  be  binding  on 
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the  property  of  each  person  subject  to  road  duty  in  said 
county  and  shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes  when  the  per- 
son so  assessed  shall  have  other  property,  but  when  lie 
shall  have  no  other  property,  then  the  person  so  assessed 
who  fails  or  neglects  to  pay  the  said  special  road  tax  as 
aforesaid  shall  upon  notice  of  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  be  required  to  work  four  days  on 
the  public  roads  per  annum  under  the  direction  of  said 
Board  of  County  Commissioners.  . 

Sec.  3.  When  any  person  subject  to  road  duty  in  said 
county  shall  fail  to  respond  to  such  notice  of  the  clerk 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  perform  said 
four  days  labor  as  mentioned  in  Section  2  of  this  Act  then 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  "board  to  make  an 
affidavit  before  the  County  Judge  to  the  effect  that  such 
person  has  failed  to  pay  said  special  road  tax  of  one 
dollar  (fl.OO)  per  annum  and  that  the  notice  required  by 
law  has  been  given  and  that  the  party  so  notified  has 
failed  to  respond  to  such  notice.  Whereupon  the  "County 
Jydge  shall  issue  his  warrant  directed  to  the  Sheriff  to 
arrest  said  person  and  bring  him  before  him  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law. 

Sec.  4.  When  the  party  so  arrested  shall  be  brought  be- 
fore the  County  Judge  and  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfac- 
tion to  the  said  Judge  that  such  party  failed  to  pay  said 
special  road  tax  of  one  dollar  (f  1.00)  per  annum  and  that 
such  notice  as  mentioned  in  Section  2  of  this  Act  has  been 
given  such  person  and  that  such  person  has  failed  to  re- 
spond to  said  notice  to  perform  said  labor  as  mentioned 
in  said  notice  then  the  County  Judge  shall  adjudge  such

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  County  of  Manatee  to  Consti- 
tute Special  Road  and  Bridge  Districts  and  to  Levy 
and  Collect  a  Special  Tax  for  the  Construction  and 
Maintenance  of  Roads  and  Bridges  Within  the  Said 
Special  Road  and  Bridge  Districts. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  the  residents  of  one  or  more 
road  districts  in  the  County  of  Manatee  desire  to  have 
constructed  within  said  territory  roads  and  bridges  of  a 
permanent  character  and  which  cannot  be  constructed 
ftnd  paid  for  out  of  the  ordinary    road  tax,    they    shall 
preset  to  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of    said 
county  a  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  twenty-five  per 
cent,  of  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  the  road  district 
or  districts  in  which  the  proposed  roads  and  bridges  are 
to  be  constructed,  which  said  petition  shall  set  out  in  gen- 
eral terms  a  description  of  the  roads  and  bridges  proposed 
,  to  be  constructed,  together  with  the  amount  estimated  as 
Lpecessary  to  pay  for  the  construction  of  such  roads  and 
foridges. 

^  Sec.  2.  That  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  receipt  of 
.said  petition,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall 
order  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  road  district  or  dis- 
tricts, to  determine  whether  or  not  the  construction  of 
jeaid  roads  and  bridges  shall  be  ordered  and  a  special  tax 
Ho  pay  for  the  construction  of  same  levied  and  collected  as 
^hereinafter  provided. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall 
have  a  notice  of  such  election  published  for  not  less  than 
30  days  next  preceding  tlie  date  for  said  election,  which 
said  notice  shall  set  out  a  general  description  of  the 
roads  and  bridges  proposed  to  be  constructed,  together 
Vith  the  estimated  cost  of  same.  The  inspectors  for  said 
election  shall  be  appointed  by  and  the  ballots  to  be  voted 
shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  by  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners;  and  the  election  shall  be  held  in  substan- 
tial conformity  to  the  Laws  of  Florida,  applicable  to  gen- 
eral elections.  The  inspectors  shall  make  returns  to  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  immediately  after  said 
election,  and  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall 
hold  a  special  meeting  foi*  the  purpose  of  canvassing  said 
election  returns  and  certifying  to  the  result  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  the  result  of- said  election  shall  be  ad- 
verse to  the  proposition  to  construct  the  said  roads  aiid 
bridges,  no  other  election  for  the  same  purpose  shall  be 
held  within  one  year  thereafter.  But  if  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  such  special  election  shall  be  in  favor 
of  constructing  the'  said  proposed  roads  and  bridges,  then 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  at  their  first 
meeting  enter  an  order  constituting  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts in  which  the  special  election  was  held,  into  a  "spec- 
ial road  and  bridge  district'"  and  designating  said  special 
road  and  bridge  district  by  number  or  name  and  declare 
and  publish  the  boundaries  of  same.  And  thereafter  such 
tecritory  shall  constitute  a  special  road  and  bridge  dis- 
trict and  all  taxes  assessed  and  collected  for  road  and 
bridge  purposes  upon  property  within  said  district  shall 
be  applied  solely  to  the  construction,  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of 'roads  and  bridges  within  said  special  road  and 
bridge  district  so  constituted;  and  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  shall  at  once  have  proper  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  the  construction  of  said  roads  and  bridges 
prepared,  and  after  advertising  the.  same  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law,  shall  award  the  contract  for  such  con- 
struction to  the  low^est  responsible  bidder:  Provided, 
That  the  contract  price  for  such  construction  does  not  ex- 
ceed the  estimated  amount  voted  for  at  the  special  elec- 
tion; and  Provided,  further,  That  the  Board  of  Countj 
Commissioners,  within  their  discretion  may  reject  any 
and  air  bids  received  and  re-advertise  the  contract  untfl 
a  satisfactorv  bid  is  received  and  accepted. 
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Sec.  5.  That  upon  accepting  a  satisfactory  bid,  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  party  or  parties  whose  bid  has  been  ac- 
cepted, for  the  construction  of  said  road  or  roads, 
bridge  or  bridges,  as  the  case  may  be.  Such  contract 
shall  contain  the  specifications  of  the  work  to  be  perform-  | 
ed  and  material  furnished,  the  time  limit  in  which  the 
construction  is  to  be  completed,  the  amounts  and  times 
when  payments  are  to  be  made  upon  said  contract  and  a 
penalty  to  be  paid  by  the  contractor  for  failure  to  com- 
ply with  the  said  contract.  The  contractor  shalF  also 
enter  into  a  good  and  suflScient  bond  with  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  for  the  faithful  execution  of  said* 
contract;  the  amount  of  said  bond  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  and  the  suflBciency  of 
said  bond  ^o  be  likewise  approved  by  said  Board. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  construction,  maintenance  and  repair 
of  such  roads  and  bridges,  shall  at  all  times,  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners,  And  the  said  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners is  herbej'  granted  and  empowered  with  the  right 
of  eminent  domain,  whenever  it  may  become  necessary 
to  exercise  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  up,  wid- 
ening, or  straightening  roads,  or  constructing  bridges,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  earth,  rock,  marl,  clay,  shell, 
timber,  or  other  material  to  be  used  in  the  construction, 
maintenance.. or  repair  of  said  roads  and  bridges  as  pro- 
vided for  by  this  Act. 

Sec.  7.  That  after  letting  the  contract  for  the  construe 
tion  of  any  road  or  bridge  herein  provided  for,  the  Board 
of  County  Cprnmissioners  shall  pay  for  the  construction 
in  accordance  with  the  contract,  by  issuing  warrants  on 
the  County  Treasurer,  for  such  sura  or  sums,  as  may  be 
due,  from  time  to  time,  under  said  contract  or  contracts. 
Which  said  warrants  shall  be  paid  by  the  County  Treas- 
urer, only,  from  the  funds  arising  from  the  special  road 
and  bridge  tax,  as  hereinafter  provided  for;  and  when 
such  warrants  are  paid,  they  shall  be  charged  against  the 
special  road  and  bridge  fund.  Rut  in  no  instance,  shall 
the  total  amount  of  warrants  issued  against  the  speci-^J 
road  and  bridgfe  fund,  exceed  the  total  amount  authorized 
at  the  special  election,  held  to  authorize  the  construction 
of  such  roiad^  and  bridges.

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  there  are  not  sufficient  funds  in 
the  County  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  "Special  road 
and  bridge  fund/'  with  which  to  pay  any  warrant  or  war- 
rants issued  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners, 
against  said  special  road  and  bridge  fund;  the  County 
Treasurer  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  party  or  parties 
owning  and  presenting  said  warrant  or  warrants  for  pay- 
ment, certify  and  register  said  warrants  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  And  such  warrant  or  war- 
rants £^ter  being  certified  and  registered,  shall  draw  in- 
terest on  the  amount  of  the  face  thereof,  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  per  annum  until  paid:  Provided,  That  all 
warrants  shall  be  paid  in  the  order  of  their  certification, 
and  that  whenever  the  County  Treasurer  shall  notify  in 
writing  the  owner  of  any  warrant  or  warrants,  that  he 
is  prepared  to  pay  same,  that  said  warrant  shall  cease  to 
draw  interest  after  the  date  of  such  notification. 

Sec.  9.  That  after  letting  the  contract  or  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  any  foad^r  bridge,  as  provided  for  by 
this  act,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall,  each 
year,  assess  upon  all  real  and  personal  property,  rail- 
roads, telegraph  and  telephone  lines,  owned  or  situated 
within  the  special  road  and  bridge  district,  in  which  said 
roads  or  bridges  have  been  constructed  or  contracted  for, 
a'special  road  and  bridge  tax,  not  less  than  five  mills  and 
not  to  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  dollar  in  any  one  year. 
Which  said  special  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  other 
axsessments  for  State.  County  and  School  purposes;  and 
when  collected  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be 
known  as  "Special  Road  and  Bridge  Fund;"  and  to  be 
%paid  out  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  only  for 
roads  and  bridges  constructed  or  contracted  for  within 
the  special  road  and  bridge  district,  in  which  the  assess- 
ment was  made  and  authorized  by  the  special  election  held 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  special  road  and  bridge  tax  shall  be 
assessed,  equalized  and  collected  upon  all  the  real  and  per- 
How  collect-  sonal  property,  railroads,  telegraph  and  telephone  lineb 
within  the  special  road  and  bridge  district,  in  the  same 
manner  and  by  the  same  officers,  as  is  provided  by  law 
for  the  assessment,  equalization  anid  collection  of  other 
county  taxes.  And  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
shall  assess  such  special  road  and  bridge  tax  to  be  not 
less  than  five  mills  or  more  than  ten  mills  on  the  dollar 
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annnallyy  upon  all  the  real  and  personal  property  within  1906 
the  special  road  and  bridge  district,  until  the  entire  cost 
of  the  roads  and  bridges  constructed  under  the  authority 
of  the  special  election,  together  with  the  interest  upon  all 
warrants  issued,  in  payment  of  the  construction  of  the 
said  roads  and  bridges  have  been  fully  paid.  And  there- 
after, the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  estimate 
from  year  to  year,  the  amount  necessary  to  maintain  and 
keep  in  repair  the  .roads  and  bridges  within  sai.d  special 
road  and  bridge  district  or  districts ;  and  shall  assess  all 
the  real  and  personal  property,  railroads,  telegraph  and 
telephone  lines  within  the  sai^«pecial  road  and  bridge 
district  or  districts  annually,  a  tax  not,  exceeding  five 
mills  on  the  dollar,  which  said  tax  shall  be  collected  and 
paid  into  the  special  road  and  bridge  fund  of  that  dis- 
trict and  used  solely  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
the  roads  and  bridges  within  the  special  road  and  bridge 
district  in  which  tiie  said  special  tax  was  asesssed  and 
collected.

Sec.  9.  The  County  Commissioners,  after    they    have 
levied  the  tax  provided  in  the  preceeding  section  of  tliis   o^orseer  of 
Act,  shall  have  power  to  employ  some  suitable  person  to  and"brkSw? 
overseer  and  repair  and  work    the    public    roads    and 
bridges,  whose  salary  shall  not  exceed  one    dollar    and 
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1805  ipifty  cents  per  day  for  actual  services  while  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  his  overseership,  and  such  work  shall  be 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, !is  Superintendent  of  Roads  in  the  district  Each 
County  Commissioner  of  his  respective  district  may  em- 
ploy^ or  authorize  the  overseer  under  him,  to  employ  the 
necessary  labor  to  work  his  respective  roads  and  shall 
not  pay  exceeding  twelve  and  a  half  (12i/^)  cents  per 
hour  to  any  laborer,  except  on  bridge  work  requiring

Chapter  5559.— [No.  188.] 

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Construction  and  Ifainten- 
ance  of  Road  and  Bridges  in  Duval  County,  Florida, 
and  to  Provide  for  the  Punishment  of  Violations  of  the 
Provisions  Thereof. 

Be  if  Emicted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Road  Commis- 
itoa4  own-  sioners,  who  shall  have  full  and  complete  charge,  super- 
vision and  control  over  the  location,  laying  out,  opening, 
construction,  improving  and  maintenai\ce  of  all  public 
roads  and  bridges  in  Duval  County,  with  authority  ty 
make  all  necessary  exjpenditures  incident  to  the  perJtpnn- 
ance  of  their  duties.  Said  Board  shall  consist  of'  luinf^ 
members.    The  first  board  shall  be  elected  at  the. special 
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election  provided  for  in  Section  three  of  this  Act,  by  the 
qnaJified  electors  of  Dnval  County,  five  of  the  members 
for  the  term  ending  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  1907,  and  the  remaining  four  members 
for  the  term  ending  the  first  Tuescjay  after  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  1909,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
for  the  term  of  four  years  by  the  qualified  electors  of  Du- 
Tal  County  at  the  general  election  next  preceding  the  end- 
ing of  their  terms  of  oflSce.  The  Governor  shall  fill,  by 
appointment,  all  vacancies  on  said  board.  The  Board 
shall  organize  and  elect  one  of  their  number  Chairman, 
and  one  as  Secretary,  and  the  Secretary  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  their  minutes  and  proceedings,  which  record 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  at  all  times. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  election  for  bonds  hereinafter  provided 
for  the  electors  shall  vote  upon  the  proposition  to  be  sub- , 
mitted  to  them  thereat  by  the  County  Commissioners 
whether  the  road  commissioners  provided  for  in  this  Act 
shall  be  permanent,  and  whether  as  such  road  commission- 
erg  they  shall  have  ifull  and  complete  charge  of  all  the 
roads  and  bridges  in  Duval  County,  and  all  matters  per- 
taining thereto. 

Sec.  3.  The  County  Commissioners  of  Duval  County 
shall,  by  resolution,  provide  for  the  holding  and' declar- 
ing the  result  of  a  special  election  in  Duval  County  to  be 
held  on  the  20th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1905,  for  the  purpose 
of,  by  such  election,  electing  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Road  Commissioners  provided  for  in  this  act.  Said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  as  near  as  may  be  in  compliance  with 
file  general  law  of  the  State  of  Florida  regulating  the 
holding  of  elections,  and  those  persons,  and  only  those 
persons,  who  were  qualified  to  vote  at  the  general  election 
held  next  preceding  such  special  election  shall  be  qualified 
to  participate  in  said  election. 

Sec.  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  election  provid- 
ed for  in  Section  3  of  this  Act  the  Road  Commissioners 
aad  the  Caunty  Commissioners  of  Duval  County  shall 
meet  in  joint  assembly  and  organize  by  Ihe  election  of  a 
chairman  and  a  secretary,  and  shall  from  tme  to  time 
meet  and  confer  together  in  joint  session  until  they  shall 
have,  hf  a  majoirity  vote  of  all  of  said  pei'sons,  decide  as 
te  whfether  or  not  the  issuance  of  bonds  by  the  County  of 
DuVali  fofSr  the  purpose  of  providing  meaiis  for  the  con- 
atrtiction  of  roads  and  bridges,  is  desirrible,  and  if  found 
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desirable,  then  the  amount  of  bonds  reasonably  anticipat- 
ed to  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  good  roads 
throughout  the  county  to  meet  the  pressing  demands  for 
good  roads;  and  shall  designate,  in  general  terms,  the 
roads  necessary  to  be  constructed  at  once ;  and  if  they 
shall  find  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  advisable,  they  shall 
certify  to  the  County  Commissioners  of  Duval  County  the 
amount  df  bonds  in  their  opinion  necessary  to  be  issued 
for  said  purpose,  and,  in  general  terms,  the  roads  pro- 
posed by  them  to  be  constructed  with  the  proceeds  of  such 
bonds,  and  shall  recommend  the  issuance  of  bonds  to 
such  amount  as  may  be  deemed  necessary:  Provided, 
That/the  entire  bonded  debt  of  the  county  for  all  pur- 
poses, including  all  bonds  of  said  county  then  outstand- 
ing, shall  at  no  time  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  property  in  Duval  County,  and  provided, 
further,  That  in  no  case  shall  bonds  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  be  issued  un- 
der this  Act,  and  shall,  by  resolution,  fix  the  denomina- 
tions of  such  bonds,  the  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  the  time,  place  and  conditions  when 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
and  shall  recommend  a  day  for  the  holding  of  an  election 
at  which  to  submit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  Duval 
County  the  proposition  to  issue  bonds  for  said  purpose 
for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  and  whenever  any  such 
joint  assembly  shall  have  certified  to  the  <>)unty  Com- 
missioners action  by  such  joint  assembly,  recommending 
the  issuance  of  bonds,  whether  such  action  be  taken 
promptly  after  the  election  of  Road  Commissioners  at 
the  special  election  provided  for  in  Section  three  of  this 
Act,  or  at  any  later  date,  the  County  Commissioners  shall, 
by  resolution,  call  an  election  to  be  held  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  Duval  County  fixing  the  time  therefor  and 
providing  for  holding  such  an  election,  and  declaring  the 
amount  -of  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued,  the  rate  of  inter- 
est, and  the  time  of  payment  of  such  bonds.  Said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  compliance  with 
the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Florida  regulating  the 
holding  of  elections,  and  those  persons,  and  only  those 
persons,  who  were  qualified  to  vote  at  the  general  election 
held  next  preceding  such  special  election  shall  be  qualified 
to  participate  in  said  election.  At  such  special  election 
there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  Du- 
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val  County  an  opportunity  to  express  their  approval  or 
disapproval  of  the  proposition  to  issue  the  bonds  so  pro- 
posed to  be  issued  and  to  have  the  proceeds  thereof  used 
for  the  construtcion  of  the  roads  as  proposed.  The  bal> 
lot  shall  be  on  the  official  form  as  provided  by  the  gen- 
eral election  law  of  the  State,  and  shall  contain  the 
words  "for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  good  roads,"  and 
'^against  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  goood  roads,"  and  each 
voter  favoring  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  shall  make  a 
cross  mark  in  front  of  the  words  "for  the  issuance  of 
bonds  for  good  roads,"  and  those  opposed  to  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds  shall  make  a  cross  mark  in  front  of  the 
words  "aaginst  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  good 
roads."  The  County  Commissioners  shall 
meet  at  the  county  court  house  on  the  Saturday  next  after 
the  holding  of  said  election,  and  shall  canvass  the  re- 
turns of  said  election,  and  shall  make  announcement 
thereof,  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  on  the  subject 
shall  have  voted  for  the  issuance  of  bonds,  then  the 
County  Commissioners  of  Duval  County  shall  provide  for 
and  shall  issue  as  herein  provided,  bonds  of  said  county 
to  the  amount  and  bearing  the  rate  of  interest  and  paya- 
ble at  the  time  as  so  proposed,  and  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  the  road  commissioners,  to  sell  the  same  and  use  the 
proceeds  thereof  for  the  construction  of  the  roads  and 
bridges  so  proposed  to  be  opened,  constructed  or  im- 
proved. Said  bonds  shall  be,  before  delivery  to  said  road 
commissioners,  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  of  Duval  County  and  attested  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  Duval  County  under 
the  county  seal,  and  the  interest  coupons  attached  there- 
to shall  be  printed,  lithographed  or  enjrraved  with  a 
facsimile  of  the  siG:natiire  of  the  County  Treasurer  of 
Duval  County,  nnd  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of  bv 
the  Road  Commissioners,  at  not  less  than  par,  to  the  high- 
est and  best  bidder  on  sealed  bids  after  not  less  than  thir- 
ty days  notice,  and  when  sold  and  ready  for  delivery  to 
the  purchaser,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Chairman  otv 
the  Board  of  Road  Commissioners.  The  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  said  bonds  shall  be  kept  by  the  County  Treasurer 
in  a  separate  fund,  separate  and  distinct  from  the  other 
funds  of  the  County,  and  said  funds  shall  be  paid  out 
only  upon  a  warrant  drawn  by  the  Clerk  upon  the  Treas- 
urer and  based  upon  an  itemized  voucher  approved  by  the 
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190^  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  in  regular  session  and 
signed  by  the  Chairman  thereof,  and  for  no  purposes 
other  ttan  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  and  for  the  con- 
struction, building,  repair  and  maintenance  of  county 
roads  and  bridges. 

.  Sec.  5.  For  the  payment  of  the  bonds  issued  under  this 
Special  tax.  Act,  and  the  interest  thereon,  the  entire  taxable  property 
of  Duval  County  shall  be  pledged,  and  the  County  Com- 
missioners of  Duval  County  shall  levy  and  collect,  an- 
nually, iiiuch  special  tax  on  the  taxable  property  within 
the  limits  of  Duval  County  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  such  bonds.  Any  person  dissatisfied 
with  the  announcement  of  the  County  Commissioners  of 
the  result  of  said  election  herein  provided  to  be  held, 
shall  have  the  right,  within  thirty  days  after  such  an- 
nouncement is  made,  to  test  by  suit  for  injunction  filed 
within  thirty  days  after  such  announcement,  the  right 
of  the  County  Commissioners  of  Duval  County  to  issue 
the  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued;  but  no  contest  of  such 
election  and  no  question  as  to  the  validity  or  legality  of 
such  bonds  or  the  suflSciency  of  the  proceedings  whereby 
the  issuance  of  such  bonds  has  been  authorized  shall  be 
made  or  raised  in  any  preceding  instituted  more  than 
thirty  days  after  the  making  of  such  announcement ;  and 
the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  unless  enjoined  by  said  pro- 
ceedings instituted  within  thirty  days  from  the  making 
of  such  announcement,  shall  stand  in  all  respects  as  valid 
and  legal,  and  the  bonds  so  issued,  regardless  of  any  irreg- 
ularity in  the  proceedings,  when  signed  as  in  this  Act 
provided  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners, and  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  the"  Chair-

Sec.  6.  Ko  Road  Commissioner,  County  Commissioner, 
Clerk  or  other  county  official  shall  be  or  become  personal- 
ly intere«ited  in  any  contract  let  for  or  concerning  any 
road  or  bridge  work  done,  performed  or  to  be  done  or 
performed  for  said  county,  or  in  the  sale  or  famishing 
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of  any  material  or  la])or  for  such  work  or  any  part  thereof 
or  shall  directly  or  indirectly  be  or  become  personally  in- 
terested therein  or  have  or  receive  aqy  commission,  fee  or 
gratuity  in  regard  thei'eto,  and  any  such  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  The  County  Commissioners  of  said  County 
shall  levy  annually  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  said 
County  a  tax  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  three  mills,  to  bft 
used  in  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  roads  and  bridges 
in  said  county,  which  fund  shall  be  kept  separate  by  the 
Treasurer  and  used  only  for  such  purposes;  that  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  at  the  election  to 
be  held  f^r  bonds  under  this  Act  submit  to  the  qualified 
electors  at  the  same  time  and  to  be  voted  upon  by  them, 
the  proposition  as  to  whether  the  Road  Commissioners 
shall  be  permanent,  and  as  to  whether  they  shall  have

shall  be  the  basis  of  such  tax  levy. 

Sec.  8.  No  Road  Commissioner  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  his  services. 

Sec.  9.  Except  as  to  laying  out,  opening  and  construct- 
ing of  roads  and  bridges  by  the  expenditure  of  moneys 
arising  from  the  sale  of  bonds  as  herein  ])rovided,  the 
County  Commissioners  shall  continue  their  jurisdiction 
over  ^e  subject  of  roads  and  bridges  to  the  extent  of  th^ 
expenditure  of  any  moneys  heretofore  levied  and  appli- 
cable to  road  purposes.

No  roads  or  bridges  built,  constructed,  repair- 
ed or  maintained  shall  be  built,  constructed,  repaired  or 
maintained,  or  any  work  done  or  perofrmed  thereon  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  let  to  the  lowest  and  most  re- 
sponsible bidder  upon  advertisement  published  in  some 
newspaper  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  prior  to  such  let- 
ting, and  the  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  shall  cause 
such  publication  to  be  made  upon  specifications  for  such 
purpose,  and  shall  at  a  public  meeting  pass  upon  all  bids

AN  ACT  Providing  a  Local  System  for  the  Establishment^ 
Constnictiop  and  Maintenance  of  the  Public  Roads  and 
Bridges  of  Osceola  County,  in  the  State  of  Florida; 
Prescribing  a  Method  for  the  Condemnation  of  the 
Right  of  Way  for  Same ;  and  Legalizing  Certain  Roads 
Within  Said  County. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Leffislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  All  the  public  roads  and  bridges  in  the 
County  of  Osceola  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  thereof,  except  the  roads 
and  bridges  within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or 
town  in  said  county.  The  Board  of  Counf^  Commission- 
ers shall  have  the  power  to  open  and  establish  such  new 
roads,  and  alter  and  change  such  old  roads  as  in  their 
judgment  the  public  welfare  of  the  county  may  require. 
To  have  suth  roads  constructed  of  such  material  and  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best ;  to  repair  the  roads 
already  constructed  and  established;  to  provide  for  the 
working  of  the  said  roads  by  the  convicts  of  said  county 
who  may  be  from  time  to  time  confined  in  jail  under  the 
sentence  of  any  court;  to  employ  such  labor  by  the  day 
or  month  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  work  said  roads ; 
and  to  provide  such  machinery,  teams,  tools  and  other 
material,  as  they  may  desire  for  the  proper  carrying  on 
of  the  building,  construction  and  opening  of  such  roads 
in  the  County  of  Osceola:  to  let  any  work  on  roads  and 
hridpres  out  on  contract  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  such  work  can  so  be  done  to  the  advantage  of  the 
county,  and  in  awarding  any  work  on  contract  the  same 
shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  after  due  notice  for  bide 
based  upon  specification  and  plans  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Board,  and  upon  the  contractor  complying  with  such 
terms  a$  to  bond  as  the  Board  may  require.  The  Board 
shall  have  tile  right  and  power  to  employ  a  Superintett* 
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dent  of  Eoads  and  Bridges,  who  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Board  and  the  Board  shall  prescribe  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government '  of  the  said  Superinten- 
dent, and  the  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  remove  the 
said  Superintendent  at  their  pleasure  upon  thirty  days 
notice. 

Sec.  2.  Tie  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  be 
authorized  to  levy  a  tax  not  to  exceed  six  mills  in  any  one 
year  for  road  purposes,  and  the  same  when  collected  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  County  of 
Osceola,  and  by  him  kept  in  a  separate  fuqd,  which  fund 
fihall  not  be  expended  for  any  otljer  purpose  than  for 
work  upon  public  roads  and  bridges  in  said  County,  and 
in  paying  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent,  and  in  provid- 
ing material  and  the  necessary  machinery,  tools,  and 
teams  for  the  work  on  the  said  roads  and  bridges,  and  m 
paying  the  members  of  the  Board  for  services  in  inspect- 
ing the  roads  and  bridges,  which  pay  shall  not  be  greater 
than  |2  per  day  and  actual  expenses  of  traveling,  said  per 
diem  pay  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  |50 
for  each  Commissioner  in  any  one  year  for  such  services : 
Provided,  however,  That  one-half  of  the  amount  realized 
from  said  special  tax  on  property  in  incorporated  cities 
or  towns  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  municipal  authorities 
of  skid  cities  or  towns  to  be  used  in  repairing,  working 
and  maintaining  the  streets  thereof  as  may  be  required 
by  the  odinances  of  said  cities  or  towns.

each  owner,  or  agent  of  said  owner,  of  land  over  which

the  second  rule  day  after-  the  issuance  of  and  serving  of 
the  process  as  required  by  law  the  owner  does  not  enter 
an  appearance  or  file  any  pleadings,  the  cause  shall  pro- 
ceed ex  parte,  but  if  the  party  so  served  enter  an  appear- 
ance or  file  any  other  pleadings,  then  ten  days'  notice  of 
the  application  to  the  Judge  of  said  Court  to  appoint  a 
jury  shall  be  given  to  the  owner,  party  to  said  suit,  at 
which  time  urron  the  presentation  of  the  application  the 
Judge  of  said  Court  shall  appoint  twelve  disinterested 
persona  duly  qualified  to  serve  as  jurors  as  aforesaid  to 
assess  the  damasjes  to  the  said  owner,  which  jurors  shall 
be  sworn  according  to  law  and  to  fairly  examine  the  prop- 
erty and  assess  the  damages  to  the  said  owner,  and  shall 
file  in  writing  their  award  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court,  who  shall  immediately  notify  the  parties  to  the 
petition  of  the  filing  of  the  finding,  and  if  no  objection  to 
the  findinor  be  filed  within  thirty  days  of  the  filing,  the 
same  shall  become  a  judgment  of  the  court,  and  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  shall  pay  the  award  into  the 
registry  of  the  court,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  own- 
er upon  application :  Provided,  That  should  no  appear- 
ance be  entered  or  pleading  be  filed  no  notice  of  the  find- 
ing shall  be  sriven.  Should  any  objection  to  the  finding 
be  made  by  either  party,  the  party  objecting  shall  give 
Immediate  notice  of  the  objection  to  the  other  party  and 
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sLall  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  giving  the  notice 
bring  the  same  up  for  hearing  before  the  Judge  of  the 
said  Circuit  Court,  in  term  time  or  in  vacation,  and 
should  the  report  or  finding  be  sustained,  then  the  party 
objecting  shall  pay  all  costs  of  the  entire,  proceeding  io 
date,  and  should  the  finding  be  set  aside,  then  the  Judge 
shall  immediately  appoint  twelve  other  jurors  and  in- 
struct them  in  writing  as  to  their  duties  in  the  premises, 
and  they  shall  proceed  to  make  another  finding^  which 
finding  may  be  objected  to  as  in  the  other  case,  and  if 
either  party  is  dissatisfied  with  the  ruling  of  the  court, 
they  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  as  in  other  chancery 
cases:  Provided,  however.  That  nothing  shall  prevent 
the  Board  from  proceeding  with  the  establishment  and 
opening  of  the  road  in  question  if  they  will  give  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond  conditioned  to  pay  any  award  that 
may  be  finally  adjudged  against  the  county  for  such  right 
of  way.  All  damages  for  rights  of  way  adjudged  against 
the  county  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  road  fund.  The 
fees  for  the  jury  shall  be  |2  each  for  each  case  and  5  cents 
.  per  mile  from  their  place  of  residence  to  any  form  the 
land  viewed,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  out  of  the  road 
fund. 

Sec.  5.  All  public  roads  established  by  the  Board  shall 
be  recorded  among  the  records  of  Osceola  County  in  a 
plat  book  to  be  furnished  by  the  Board,  and  the  cost  of 
such  record  shall  be  paid  by  the  Bdard.  The  Board  may 
however  proceed  under  the  general  law  now  or  hereafter 
to  be  in  force  for  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
main if  it  shall  so  desire. 

Sec.  6.  The  width  of  all  public  roads  shall  not  be  less 
than  30  feet.  The  County  Commissioners  shall  have  the 
right  to  use  any  material  that  is  convenient  and  adjacent 
to  said  roads  in  building  and  repairing  the  roads  and 
bridges:  Provided,  That  unnecessary  trespass  shall  not 
be  committed  upon  the  private  property  of  any  citizen. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  have 
the  right  to  appropriate  any  land  or  material  necessary 
for  the  construction  and  repair  of  any  road,  and  in  case 
the  owner  of  ^the  land  or  material  and  the  Board  shall 
not  be  able  to"  agree  as  to  the  price  paid  or  to  be  paid  for 
the  same  .the  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed  to  con 
demn  the  land  or  material  required,  in  the  same  manner 
OM  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  condemnation  of  the 
right  of  way.

Be  it  Enacted  fey  the  Legislature  of  the  St<Ue  of  Florida: 


Section  1.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  organized  a 
County  Court  in  and  for  Washington  Counly,  Florida, 
which  shall  be  designated  as  the  County  Court  of  Wash- 
ington County,  Florida,  and  which  shall  be  a  Court  of 
Record  with  a  seal  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by 
the  County  Commissioners  of  said  County.

The  Judge  of  the  County  Court  shall  receive  for 
his  services  as  such  Judge  the  annual  salary  of  four  hun- 
dred dollars  payable  quarterly  by  the  County :  Provided, 
That  this  compensation  shall  exclude  all  fees,  or  other 
compensation  which  the  said  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
as  such  might  receive  or  be  entitled  to  under  or  by  virtue 
of  any  other  laws,  but  that  it  shall  not  exclude  or  affect 
any  fees,  salary  or  other  compensation  which  the  Cunnty 
Judge  as  such  may  receive  or  be  entitled  to  in  matters  iu 
which  he  acts  under  the  law  as  County  Judge :  Provided, 
further,  That  the  Judge  of  said  Court  be  inhibited  from 
practicing  law  while  he  holds  said  office.

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Section  1.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  organized  a 
County  Court  in  and  for  the  County  of  Manatee. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  court  shall  be  a  Court  of  Record  with  a 
seal  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners of  said  county,  and  sh^ll  be  designated  ns 
"The  County  Court  of  Manatee  County,  Florida." 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  held  at  the  county  seat  of  said 
county  four  terms  of  said  court  in  each  year.    Terms  be- 
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ginning  respectively  on  the  first  Monday  in  Febrnary,  the 
first  Monday  in  May,  the  first  Monday  in  August  and  the 
first  Monday  in  November :  Provided,  That  the  first  term 
of  said  court  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
1905. 

Sec.  4.  The  first  prosecuting  attorney  of  said  County 
Court  prior  to  the  general  election  of  1908  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  court  shall  be  established  under  this 
Act  unless  and  until  the  question  of  whether  or  not  there 
shall  be  a  County  Court  in  said  County  of  Manatee  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  duly  qualified  electors  of  said 
county,  and  a  majority  of  the  vote  cast  at  such  election 
shall  be  in  favor  of  the  established  of  such  court. 
Such  election  shall  be  held  on  a  day  to  be  designated  by 
the  County  Commissioners  of  said  County  at  a  regulai 
meeting  thereof,  or  a  special  meeting  called  for  such  pur- 
pose, and  notice  of  such  election  shall  be  given  by  the 
Sheriff  of  the  County  for  the  time  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  in  cases  of  general  election.  The  County 
Commissioners  shall  appoint  the  inspectors  and  clerks  of 
election  for  each  polling  place  in  the  county,  and  the  elec- 
tion shall  be  conducted,  the  result  declared  ahd  the  re- 
turns thereof  be  made  and  canvassed  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  general  elections.  The  ballot  to  be 
used  at  such-  election  by  those  favoring  the  establishment 
of  such  court  shall  be  a  plain  white  paper,  and  shall  have 
written  thereon  only  the  following  words :  "For  a  Coun- 
ty Court" ;  and  that  to  be  used  by  those  opposed  to  the  es- 
tablishment of  such  a  court  shall  have  written  thereon 
only  the  following  words :     "Against  a  County  Court." 

Sec.  6.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  Providing  for  the  Creation  of  St.  Lucie  County 
in  the  State  of  Florida,  and  for  the  Organization  and 
Government  Thereof. 

Be  it  Enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
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Section  1.  That  the  County  of  St,  Lucie  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  created  and  established.  Such  county 
shall  comprise  and  include  all  that  territory  of  the  County 
of  Brevard,  as  heretofore  existing,  which  lies  south  of 
the  following  boundary  line :  Commencing  at  the  north- 
west comer  of  Township  thirty-one  (31)  South  of  Range 
thirty-five  (35)  East;  thence  running  East  along  the  line 
dividing  the  Townships  thirty  (30)  and  thirty-one  (31) 
to  the  point  where  said  line  intersects  the  medial  line  of 
the  South  fork  of  the  Saint  Sebastian  River;  thence  down 
the  middle  of  said  stream  to  the  main  stream  of  the  Saint 
Sebastian  River;  thence  down  the  middle  of  the  Saint 
Sebastian  River  to  its  confluence  with  the  Indian  River; 
thence  East  to  the  east  shore  of  the  Indian  River ;  thence 
in  a  southerly  direction  along  the  east  shore  of  said  river 
to  the  township  line  dividing  Townships  thirty  (30)  and 
thirty-one  (31) ;  thence  easterly  following  said  township 
line  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  county  shall  be  a  part  of  the  Second 
Congressional  District,  a  part  of  the  Thirteenth  Senato- 
rial District,  and  a  part  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Circuit, 
and  said  county  shall  have  one  member  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Sec.  3.  The  town  of  Fort  Pierce  shall  be  the  temporary 
county  seat  of  said  county. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governor  of  the  State  shall  on  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  June,  1905,  appoint  all  the  officers  to  which 
said  county  may  be  entitled  under  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  of  St.  Lucie  County  to  hold  their  first 
meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1905,  and  at  said 
meeting  they  shall  make  arrangements  for  temporarily 
carrying  on  the  county  government. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public    In- 
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struction  of  St.  Lucie  County  to  hold  their  first  meeting 
on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1905. 

Sec.  7.  The  courts  of  St.  Lucie  County  shall  have  civil 
and  criminal  jurisdiction  throughout  said  county  over 
causes  of  action  which  shall  have  accrued,  and  over 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  which  shall  have  been  commit- 
ted within  the  territory  embraced  in  said  county  as  here- 
by constituted,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  1905,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  sold  county 
had  been  in  existence  when  such  causes  of  action  accrued 
or  such  crimes  or  misdemeanors  were  committed. 

See.  8.  All  actions  and  prosecutions  and  all  proceed- 
ings in  guardianship  or  administration,  and  any  and  all 
other  actions,  prosecutions  or  proceedings  that  may  be 
pending  in  Brevard  County  in  the  Circuit  Court  or  the 
County  Court  or  any  other  court,  or  before  any  officer  or 
board  of  said  county  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1905,  where- 
of any  court,  officer  or  board  of  St.  Lucie  County  would 
have  had  exclusive  jurisdiction  if  said  county  had  been  In 
existence  when  such  action  or  proceeding  was  instituted^i 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  corresponding  court,  officer  or 
board  of  St.  Lucie  County  having  jurisdiction  of  such 
matters ;  and  all  pleadings,  papers  and  documents  in  any 
w^ay  pertaining  to  any  such  action,  prosecution  or  pro- 
ceeding shall  be  delivered  by  the  clerk,  or  other  officer 
of  Brevard  County  having  custody  thereof,  to  the  proper 
officer  of  St.  Lucie  County. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  St  Lucie 
County,  or  his  autlw)rized  agent  or  deputy,  shall  procure 
from  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Brevard  County  a  transcript  of  all  such  deeds, 
transfers,  mortgages  or  other  conveyances  of  real  or  per- 
sonal estate,  and  of  all  judgments,  orders,  decrees  and 
wills,  and  any  and  all  other  matters  of  record,  and  any 
and  all  papers  or  documents  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Brevard  County,  that  may  in  any 
wise  affect  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  St.  Lucie 
County  as  the  County  Commissioners  may  from  time  to 
time  direct,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Brevard 
County  shall,  without  charges  or  fees,  allow  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Circuit  Court  of  St.  Lucie  County  free  access  to  all 
books  and  papers  on  file  In  his  office  that  would  in  any 
wise  facilitate  the  procuring  of  such  transcription.    The 
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Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  St.  Lucie  County  shall  cer- 
tify to  the  correctness  of  such  transcription  and  there- 
upon such  certified  copies  of  the  records,  documents  and 
other  matters  so  transcribed  and  certified  shall  be  of  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  the  original  records. 

Sec.  10.  As  compensation  for  the  service  required  of 
him  in  Section  9  of  this  Act,  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court 
of  St.  Lucie  County  shall  be  paid  by  said  county  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  for  such  time  as  he 
shall  be  actually  engaged  in  such  work. 

Sec.  11.  The  Assessor  of  Taxes  for  Brevard  .  County 
shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  oflBcc  in  rela- 
tion to  all  property  and  persons  within  the  territory  of  St. 
Lucie  County  as  hereby  created,  until  the  first  day  of 
July,  1905.,  Opon  the  completion  of  his  assessment  roll 
as  provided  by  law  he  shall  deliver  to  the  Assessor  of 
Taxes  for  St.  Lucie  County  a  transcript  of  so  much  of 
said  assessment  roll  as  applies  to  property  and  persons 
within  the  limits  of  St.  Lucie  County  as  hereby  created, 
and  thereafter  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  for  St.  Lucie.

And  the  County  of 
Brevard  shall  not  be  required  to  nay  for  any  services  per- 
formed by  said  Assessor  during  the  year  1905  in  relation 
to  property  and  persons  embraced  in  the  territory  of  St. 
Lucie  County  as  hereby  created. 

Sec.  13.  The  Assessor  of  Taxes  for  St.  Lucie  County 
shall  receive  no  compensation  for  the  assessment  of  taxes 
of  said  county  for  the  year  1905,  but  he  shall  receive  for 
such  services  as  he  may  perform  after  the  first  day  of 
July,  1905,  such  reasonable  compensation  as  may  be 
agreed  on  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

Sec.  14.  The  Collector  of  Taxes  of  Brevard  County  shall

^'Section  9.  The  salaries  of  each  Justice  of  the  Supremer 
Court  shall  be  four  thousand  (f4,000.00)  dollars  a  year. 
The  salary  of  each  Circuit  Judge  shall  be  three  thousand 
five  hundred  (|3,500.00)  dollars  a  year." 

That  the  foregoing  amendment  to  Section  9  of  Article 
V  of  the  Constitution  is  hereby  agreed  to  and  the  same 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State  for  ap- 
proval or  rejection  at  the  next  general  election  of  repre- 
sentatives as  required  by  Section  1,  Article  XVII  of  the 
Constitution.

The  annual  salary  of  the  Judges  of  each  of 
the  Criminal  Courts  of  Record  now>  or  hereafter  to  'be, 
established  shall  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  county  where 
such  court  is  established,  and  shall  be  as  follows:  In 
counties  of  less  than  fifteen  thousand  population,  one 
thousand  dollars;  in  counties  of  from  fifteen  thousand  to 
twenty-five  thousand  population,  fifteen  hundred  dollars;

day after  the  first  Monday  in  November  A.  D.  1906,  for 
ratification  or  rejection. 

Section  32.  The  Governor,  the  Comptroller,  the  State 
Treasurer,  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  their  succes- 
sors in  ofSce,  are  hereby  constituted  and  designated  as  a 
board  of  drainage  commissioners,  and  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  establish  a  system  of  canals, 
drains,  levees,  dikes  and  reservoirs  of  such  dimension 
and  depths,  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  board  of  drainage 
commissioners  is  deemed  advisable,  to  drain  ai^d  reclaim 
the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  within  the  State  of  Flor- 
ida, or  such  parts  or  portions  thereof  as  is  deemed  best  by 
said  board  of  drainage  commissioners  from  time  to  time, 
and  to  provide  for  the  irrigation  of  the  lands  reclaimed, 
and  to  maintain  such  canals,  drains,  levees,  dikes,  and 
reservoirs  in  such  manner  as  will  'be  most  advantageous 
to  the  territory  so  drained,  the  State  of  Florida,  its  inhab- 
itants and  the  commerce  thereof. 

Section  33.  That  the  board  of  drainage  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  establish  drain- 
age districts  and  fix  the  boundaries  thereof  in  the  State  of 
Florida.  That  the  board  of  drainage  commissioners  be  and 
it  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  prepare  a  list  or  lists 
of  all  the  alluvial  or  swamp  and  overfiowed  taxable  lands 
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within  such  drainage  district  op  districts,  and  levy  there-  ^90^ 
on  an  acreage  tax  lot  exceeding  ten  cents  per  acre  per 
annum  to  be  fixed  annually  by  said  board  of  drainage  Acreage  tax.

drainage  district  or  districts  shall  receive  such  list  or

published,  for  one  month  immediately -preceding  the  next 
general  election  of  Representatives,  at  which  election  the 
same  shall  be  submitted  to. the  electors  of  the  State,  for 
approval  or  rejection.  If  a  majority  of  the  electors  vot- 
ing upon  the  amendments  at  such  election  shall  adopt  the 
amendments  •the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Consti- 
tution. The  proposed  amendments  shall  be  so  submitted 
as  to  enable  the  electors  to  vote  on  each  amendment  sep- 
arately. All  amendments  adopted  at  the  election  at 
which  this  is  submitted  or  heretofore  adopted  by  the  elec- 
tors are  hereby  declared  a  part  of  the  Constitution  from 
the  date  of  the  adoption  of  the  same.

hugh  Lee. 

Whereas,  General  Fitzhugh  Lee,  soldier,  statesman  and 
patriot,  departed  this  life  at  Washington  on  April  38, 
1905. 
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General  Fitz- 
hugh  Jjee. 


And,  Whereas,  General  Lee's  high  character  and  distin-         1906 
guished  services  entitle    his  name    to    be    perpetuated 
among  the  heroes  of  his  country;  Therefore 

Be  it  Resolved  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

First — That  in  the  death  of  General  Fitzhugh  Lee  this 
country'  has  lost  one  of  its  most  distinguished  citizens, 
whose  services  in  peace  and  war  were  the  fullest  exempli- 
catio^i  of  fidelity  to  principle  and  devotion  to  duty.  As 
he  was  wise  in  council,  he  was  brave  and  heroic  in  battle, 
illustrating  the  highest  type  of  American  manhood.  That 
his  memory  will  ever  be  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  his 
countrymen. 

Second — That  the  following  brief  sketch  of  his  distin-   ^SJii^' 
guished  career  be  perpetuated  in  the  records  of  this  body :  fjjj*'^^ 

Fitzhugh  Lee  was  born  November  19,  1835  in  Fairfax, 
County,  Va.  Inheriting  the  military  spirit  of  his  family, 
especially  through  his  grandfather,  "Light  Horse  Harry" 
Lee  of  Revolutionary  fame,  he  sought  and  obtained  an  ap- 
pointment to  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  from 
which  he  graduated  with  honor  in  the  year  of  1856.  With 
the  rank  of  Second  Lieutenant,  he  was  assigned  to  the  2nd 
Cavalry,  which  contained  many  names  afterwards  fa- 
mous in  history.  Albert  Sidney  Johnstone  was  its  Colo- 
nel, Robert  E.  Lee  its  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Hardee, 
Thomas,  Hood,  Kirby  Smith  and  Stonenian  were  on  its 
roll  of  officers.  Lieutenant  Lee  was  active  in  scouting 
duty,  and  the  Indian  fighting  of  the  Western  frontier  nt 
that  time.  On  one  occasion  he  received  a  severe  wound 
from  an  arrow. 

Upon  the  secession  of  Virginia  in  ISGl,  he  ])rorap11y  re- 
signed his  commission  in  the  United  States  Army  and 
tendered  his  services  to  the  Confederate  Government.  He 
served  first  on  the  staff  of  General  Ewell,  was  afterw^ards 
appointed  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  1st  Virginia  Cavalry, 
of  which  J.  E.  B.  Stuart  was  Colonel.  After  Stuart's  pro- 
motion, he  became  Colonel  of  the  Regiment,  and  was  with 
Stuart  in  his  famous  raid  around  McClellan's  army.  In 
1862  he  was  promoted  to  Brigadier  General  and  in  1863  to 
Major  General  of  Cavalry.  He  participated  with  the  cav-  i^id. 
airy  with  great  gallantry  in  nearly  all  the  battles  of  the 
Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  One  of  the  last  actions  of 
that  immortal  army  was  a  cavalry  charge  led  by  Fitzhugh 
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1905  Lee  at  Farmville,  near  Appomatox,  on  April  8,  1865,  the 
day  before  the  surrender,  when  he  drove  back  the  cavalry 
division  of  General  Crook. 

The  end  of  the  war  between  the  States  interrupted  but 
did  not  terminate  Fitzhugh  Lee's  public  career.  In  1886 
he  became  Goveriior  of  Virginia,  serving  a  four  years 
term.  Subsequently  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Cleveland  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  for  Virginia.  In 
1896  when  a  strong  and  discreet  man  was  needed  for  the 
place,  he  was  appointed  Consul-General  of  Cuba.  With 
what  courage  and  ability  he  filled  that  difficult  position, 
during  our  strained  relations  with  Spain,  is  a  matter  jf 
recent  history.  His  services  were  so  much  appreciated 
that  upon  his  return  to  this  country,  he  received  a  trium- 
ibid.  phal  ovation.    When  war    was  declared    with  Spain,  he 

again  received  a  commission  in  the  United  States  Army, 
in  which  his  career  had  begun.  This  time  as  Major  Gen- 
eral of  Volunteers,  and  he  was  given  command  of  the  7th 
Corps.  The  war  terminated  before  he  had  the  opportuni- 
ty of  engaging  in  battle,  but  the  ability  of  its  commander 
brought  the  corps  up  to  a  high  state  of  efficiency  and 
discipline. 

After  the  war  ended  General  Lee  was  appointed  a 
Brigadier  General  in  the  regular  army,  and  retired  some 
years  ago  with  that  rank.  Being  yet  a  vigorous  man,  he 
accepted  the  position  of  President  of  the  Jamestown  Ex- 
position Company,  and  entered  upon  and  pursued  this 
work  with  his  characteristic  zeal  and  energy,  until  he 
n>id«  was  stricken  down  by  the  messenger  of    death.    Though 

his  life  was  spared  on  the  many  bloody  fields  of  battle, 
in  which  he  took  part,  he  fell,  nevertheless,  as  he  doubt- 
less would  have  chosen,  in  the  service  of  his  ^untry. 

That  the  Governor  is  re- 
quested to  send  a  copy  of  this  Memorial  to  the  widow  of 
General  Lee.  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State,  with  the 
assurance  of  the  profound  sympathy  of  the  people  of 
Florida.

The  city  of  Apalachicola,  lying  at  the  mouth  of  one  of 
the  great  tributaries  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  (which  per- 
meates four  States  of  the  Union  namely :  Florida,  Ala- 
bama, Georgia  and  Tennessee) ,  with  a  population  of  some 
four  thousand  pe9ple,  depending  largely  upon  the  lumber 
trade,  the  timber  to  supply  which  comes  from  the  forests 
of  the  States  above  mentioned,  and  which  timber  and 
lumber  find  its  markets  mainly  in  foreign  lands.    To  car- 
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rj  this  large  and  increasing  trade,  requires  many  vessels 
of  large  tonnage,  and  deep  draught  of  water.  The  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  by  small  appropriations 
heretofore,  for  deepening  the  water  approaches  to  the 
city  of  Apalachicola,  aforesaid,  has  materially  aided  in 
the  transportation  of  the  timber  and  lumber  passing 
through  the  bay  of  said  port  and  mouth  of  said  river. 
But  by  the  expenditure  of  the  sums  heretofore  asked  for 
vessels  of  the  largest  draught  of  water  could  approach 
near  the  city,  if  not  to  the  wharf,  thereby  opening  an- 
other deep  water  harbor  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Thus 
concentrating  the  carrying  trade  of  all  the  vast  territory 
heretofore  mentioned  at  Apalachicola,  and  making  a  safe, 
land-locked  harbor,  with  unequaled  anchorage,  for  vessels 
of  deepest  draught  of  water,  that  may  visit  any  port  on 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico.-  The  number  of  vessels  now  entering 
the  port  of  Apalachicola,  and  the  amount  of  timber  and 
lumber  shipped  from  said  port  of  Apalachicola,  will  ac- 
company this  Memorial  in  an  authentic  form  and  which 
will  be  increased  ten  fold  by  the  expenditure  of  the  appro- 
priation asked  for.

Whereas,  St.  Andrews  Bay,  on  the  West  Coast  of  Flor- 
ida is  a  body  of  water  fifty-flve  miles  in  length,  and  hav- 
ing safe  and  commodious  anchorage  in  the  main  or  lower 
bay,  with  a  depth  of  thirty  to  fifty  feet  throughout  a  dis- 
tance of  twelve  miles,  and  a  depth  of  six  to  thirty  .  feet

Whereas,  Prior  to  1880  there  was  on  the  bar  at  the  en-

ment of  naval  stores  fifty-two  thousand  barrels,  valued  at 
three  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars.

SIR — In  compliance  with  law  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit this,  ni.y  official  report,  of  the  transactions  of  this  of- 
fice for  the  period  beginning  January  1st  1903,  and  end- 
ing December  31st,  1903.  During  the  fii*st  two  months  of 
the  year  1903,  Hon.  J.  B.  Whitfield  was  Treasurer,  my 
term  having  begun  on  his  retirement  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness February  28th,  1903.  This  report  is  made  for  the 
full  year,  as  directed  by  the  Statute,  but  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Your  Excellency  and  the  general  public  a  state- 
ment is  given  in  an  appendix  showing  the  total  receipts 
and  disbursements  on  account  of  each  of  the  several  funds  . 
for  the  first  two  months  and  the  last  ten  months,  respec- 
tively, of  the  year. 

SECURITY  FOR  STATE  DEPOSITS. 

To  secure  the  State  funds  deposited  in  banks  under 
Chapter  4586,  Acts  of  1897,  the  Treasurer  holds  bonds  of 
the  United  States,  bonds  of  other  States,  and  bonds  of 
counties  and  cities  in  this  State  belonging  to  the  banks 
of  the  face  value  of  |397,500.00,  all  of  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  Governor,  Comptroller  and  Treasurer,  as 
provided  by  said  Act.  The  interest  on  T:hese  deposits  col- 
lected by  the  Treasurer  for  the  State  in  1903  amounted 
to  ?14,822.61,  as  shown  in  the  statement  of  general  reve- 
nue receipts.  This  is  an  increase  of  ?1,393.50  over  the 
amount  paid  bv  banks  for  interest  on  State  deposits  in 
1902. 
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BONDED  DEBT  OF  FLORIDA. 

The  entire  bonded  debt  of  the  State  consists  of 
|267,706  of  three  per  cent,  refunding  bonds,  issued  No- 
vember 26th,  1901,  in  pursuance  of  Chapter  4947,  Acts  of 
1901,  to  mature  January  1,  1951,  in  exchange  for  an 
equal  amount  of  matured  seven  per  cent,  bonds  of  1871, 
and  1333,867.00  of  three  per  cent,  refunding  bonds  issued 
December  26,  1903,  also  issued  under  Chapter  4947,  Acts 
of  1901,  to  mature  January  1,  1953,  in  exchange  for  an 
equal  amount  of  matured  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  1873,  mak 
ing  the  total  bonded  debt  of  the  State  ?601,567.  All  of 
the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State  are  held  and  owned 
by  the  State  Educational  Funds  and  bear  three  per  cent, 
interest.

The  refunding  of  the  7  per  cent,  bonds  of  1871  and  the 
6  per  cent,  bonds  of  1873  in  3  per  cent,  bonds,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  4947,  Acts  of  1901, 
has  materially  reduced  the  annual  payments  of  interest. 
Prior  to  January  1,  1901,  the  annual  interest  on  the 
bonded  debt  of  Florida  was  ^64,627.00,  while  in  1904  and 
subsequent  years  it  will  amount  to  but  $18,047.01.  This 
will  be  a  saving  to  the  taxpayers  of  Florida  of  |46,579.99 
per  annum,  owing  to  the  payment  and  cancellation  of  a 
portion  of  the  bonds  issued  under  the  Act  of  February  21. 
1873,  Chapter  1937,  and  the  refunding  of  the  remainder  of 
the  bonds  comprising  said  issue,  and  the  refunding  of  all 
of  the  bonds  issued  under  Chapter  1833,  Acts  of  1871. 
All  of  said  refunding  bonds  in  obedience  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  6.  of  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution,  bear  a 
lower  rate  of  interest  than  did  the  bonds  for  which  they 
were  exchanged. 
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FLORIDA  THREE  PER  CENT.  BONDS  OF  1901. 

The  1267,700.00  of  three  per  cent,  manuscript  refunding 
bonds  of  1901  held  by  the  Educational  Funds  of  the 
State  were  issued  under  Chapter  4947,  Acts  of  1901,  in  ex- 
change for  an  equal  amount  of  seven  per  cent.  State  bonds 
issued  under  Chapter  1833,  Acts  of  1871,  which  were  held 
bj  said  Educational  Funds  and  matured  January  1,  1901. 

FLORIDA  SIX  PER  CENT.    BONDS  OF   1873   PAID 

AND  REFUNDED  IN  THREE  PER  CENT. 

MANUSCRIPT  BONDS  OF  1903. 

Under  the  authority  of  Chapter  1937,  Laws  of  Florida, 
appro  vet"  Febiniarv*  21,  1873,  there  were  issued  bonds  of 
the  State  cf  Florida  in  the  aggregate  sum  of  ^1925,000.00 
each  bond  having  attached  interest  coupons  at  the  rate  * 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year.  These 
bonds  matured  January  1,  1903,  upon  which  date  the 
principal  and  interest  coupons  were  payable. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
of  these  bonds  were  taken  up  by  the  Sinking  Fund  created 
under  Chapter  1937,  which  authorized  the  issue  of  the 
bonds.  On  December  26,  1903,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Chapter  4947,  Laws  of  Florida,  approved 
May  31,  1901,  these  bonds  were  totally  destroyed  by 
burning  in  the  Capitol  at  Tallahassee,  as  shown  by  certi- 
ficates in  the  appendix.  Of  these  bonds,  one  hundred  and 
forty  were  of  the  face  value  of  one  thousand  dollars 
(fl,000.00)  each  and  two  hundred  and  two  were  of  the 
face  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  each.  After 
the  destruction  of  the  bonds  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  there 
were  left  $704,800  of  6  i)er  cent,  bonds  of  1873  outstand- 
ing as  obligations  against  tlie  State,  all  of  Avhich  matured 
January  1,  1903. 

On  January  1,  1903.  bonds  of  this  issue  to  the  amount 
of  $148,000  were  held  by  individuals  and  the  remaining 
$616,800  were  held  as  interest-bearing  investments  by  the 
principal  of  the  State  Educational  Funds  under  tb'e  au- 
thority of  law.  In  each  case,  however,  they  were  valid 
obligations  against  the  State. 

On  December  29,  1885,  by  authority  of  Chapter  3564, 
Acts  of  1885,  there  were  issued  in    exchange    for     like 
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amounts  of  the  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  1873,  received  from 
the  State  Educational  Funds,  three  consolidated  manu- 
script six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  State  of  Florida  to  ma- 
ture January  1,  1903,  as  follows:  One  to  the  State 
School  Fund  for  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars ;  one  to  the  East  and  West  Florida 
Seminary  Fund  for  seventy-six  thousand  six  hundred 
'dollars;  and  one  to  the  Florida  Agricultural  College 
Fund  for  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred dollars — making  in  all  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  thousand  one  hundred  dollars.  As  appears  from 
certificates  signed  by  Governor  E.  A.  Perry^  Comptroller 
W.  D.  Barnes  and  Treasurer  E.  S.  Crill,  attested  by 
:^^{^ss^s.  W.  :>r.  :>.rcIr>tosh,  Chas.  Munroe  and  L.  B.  Womb- 
well,  which  certificates  are  recorded  in  a  record  book 
kept  in  the  vault  of  this  office  and  marked  "Record  of 
Bonds  Destroyed  and  Consolidated,  State  of  Florida, 
1885/  'the  bonds  thus  exchanged  for  consolidated  manu- 
script bonds  were  all  destroyed  by  burning.  Outstand- 
incr  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  1873  were  purchased  between 
December  20,  1885,  and  January  1,  1903,  for  the  State 
Educational  Funds  from  individual  holders  as  follows: 
?1,000  for  the  Seminary  Fund  and  l|118J00  for  the  State 
School  Fund,  leaving  only  $148,000  of  the  said  Florida 
six  per  cent,  bonds  in  the  hands  of  individuals,  as  herein- 
before stated. 

At  the  time  of  the  maturity  of  the  six  per  cent,  bonds  oi 
1873,  to-wit:  January  1,  1903,  no  appropriation  ha/d  been 
made  bv  the  Legislature  for  their  pavment;  but  in  order 
to  fully  protect  the  credit  of  the  State,  |147,900.00  of 
rhese  bonds  held  by  individuals  were  taken  up  upon  pre- 
sentation and  carried  in  the  Treasury  as  cash. 

By  virtue  of  Chapter  5118,  Acts  of  1903,  the  sum  of 
f430.833.00  of  the  money  received  by  the  State  from  the 
settlement  of  the  Florida  Indian  War  Claims  was  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State,  and  thi« 
sum  was  applied  as  follows:  One  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  to  the  redemption 
of  Florida  6  per  cent,  bonds  of  1873,  which  had  been  held 
by  individuals  prior  to  January  1,  1903,  bilt  which  had 
aften^-ards  been  taken  up  and  carried  as  cash  in  the 
Treasury;  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  redemption  of  a 
bond  for  that  amount  held  by  the  East  and  W^est  Florida 
Seminary  Fund;  one  hundred  and  eighteen  thousand 
seven  hundred  dollars  to  the  redemption  of  the  original

lithograph  bonds  held  by  the  fftate  School  Fund;  while 
the  remaining  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand  two 
hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  was  applied  towards  the 
redemption  of  the  consolidated  manuscript  six  per  cent, 
boni  for  §288,(>()0  issued  to  the  State  School  Fund  under 
the  j^rovisions  of  Thapter  35(>4,  Acts  of  1885,  in  exchange 
for  a  like  amount  of  the  original  bonds  of  1878,  as  above 
set  out.  The  aDplication  of  this  sum  received  from  the 
Florida  Indian  War  Claims  Fund  to  the  consolidated  six 
per  cent,  bond  held  by  the  State  School  Fund  reduced  the 
iTincipal  of  said  bond  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars,  and 
upon  the  back  of  said  consolidated  six  ])er  cent,  bond  an 
endorsesnent  was  made  in  the  following  words  and  figures, 
to-wit :

After  this  |?ayment  was  made,  the  State  Educational 
Funds  held  consolidated  manuscript  six  per  cent,  bonds 
of  the  State  of  Florida  which  matured  January  1,  1903, 
as  stated  above,  ajQ:gregating  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  tl^ousand  eisrht  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars,. as 
follows:  In  the  State  School  Fund,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dol- 
lars; in  the  East  and  West  Florida  Seminary  Fund,  sev- 
enty-six thousand  six  hundred  dollars;  and  in  the  Flori- 
da Agricultural  College  Fund,  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 

Chapter  4947,  Laws  of  Florida,  approved  May  31,  1901, 
provided  for  the  refunding  of  outstanding  State  bonds,  by 
the  issue,  in  manuscript  form,  of  bonds  of  the  State,  pay- 
able to  the  Educational  Funds  of  the  State,  bearing  a 
lower  rate  of  interest,  as  required  by  Section  6,  of  Article 
IX  of  the  Constitution.  As  directed  by  this  act  there 
were  on  December  2G,  1903.  executed  and  issued  in  the 
manner  and  form  required  by  said  act,  three  manuscript

three  per  cent,  refunding:  bonds  of  the  State  of  Florida 
to  mature  January  1,  1953,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
three  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  beginning 
July  1,  1903,  as  follows:  One'to  the  State  School  Fund 
for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  three  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  dollars ;  one  to  the  East  and  West  Florida 
Seminary  Filnd  for  seventy-six  thousand  six  hundred  dol- 
lars and  one  to  the  Florida  Agricultural  College  Fund  for 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  dol- 
lars; making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  thirty -three 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  of  manu- 
script three  per  cent,  refunding  bonds  of  the  State  of 
Florida ;  the  said  amount  being  equal  to  the  entire  princi- 
pal of  the  outstanding  six  per  cent,  bonds  issued  under 
the  act  of  Febmarv^  21,  1873,  Chapter  1937,  Laws  of  Flor- 
ida, which  had  been  exchanged  for  a  like  amount  of  con- 
solidated manuscript  six  per  cent,  bonds  in  1885,  as 
stated  above.  Proner  records  of  the  execution  of  the 
said  three  manuscript  three  per  cent,  ^funding  bonds  of 
1903  have  been  made  as  required  by  this  act,  an*^  tl^e  three 
bonds  are  now  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Treasurer  as 
ex-oflficio  Treasurer  of  the  Educational  Funds  of  the 
State. 

Tn  exchange  and  as  payment  for  the  three  manuscript 
three  per  cent,  refunding  bonds  of  1903,  issued  as  above 
52et  out  there  were  received  by  the  State  from  the  said 
Educational  Funds  all  of  the  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  thousand  ew^'t  hundred  and  sixtv-seven  dollars  is- 
sued under  the  said  Act  qf  February  21.  1873.  and  held 
by  said  Educational  Funds.  whi(»h  had  been  exchanged 
for  and  converted  into  consolidated  manuscript  bonds 
under  the  Act  of  1885,  above  cited  and  which  were  out- 
standinnr  as  an  Indebtedness  of  the  State. 

All  of  said  bonds,  amounting  to  three  hundred  and 
thirty-three  thousand  eiiyht  hundred  and  sixty-scA'en  dol- 
lars, so  received  by  the  State  in  exchange  were  canceled 
and  totallv  destroyed  by  burning  in  the  Capitol  at  Talla- 
hasspe  after  there  had  been, recorded  in  a  lK)ok  provided 
for  that  purnose.  marked  ^'Record  of  l^onds  Pestroved 
and  Consolidated,  State  of  Florida,  1901."  a  list  duly 
verified,  criviufir  the  number,  amount  and  date  of  maturity 
of  each  and  all  of  said  bonds,  as  provided  by  law.  Below 
such  recorded  lists  are  recorded  certificates  stating  how, 
when  and  where  ^uch  bonds  were  destroyed,  which  certi- 
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ficates  are  signed  by  Governor  W.  S.  Jennings,  Comp- 
troller A.  C.  Crooui,  Treasurer  William  V.  Knott,  and 
by  W.  A.  Hocker  and  J.  B.  Whitfield.  The  said  book 
has  been  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  and  is 
kept  by  him  in  the  Treasury  vault.  A  record  of  each  and 
all  of  the  bonds  so  issued  under  the  Act  of  May  31,  1901, 
has  been  made  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller.  Copies  of  the  certificates 
and  of  the  three  refunding  bonds  above  mentioned  are 
published  in  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

Of  the  1925,000.00  of  six  per  cent,  bonds  isued  in  1873 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  1937,  Acts  of  1873,  one 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  were 
taken  up  by  the  Sinking  Fund  and  destroyed  under  Chap- 
ter 4947,  Acts  of  1901 ;  three  hundred  and  thirty-three 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  were  re- 
funded in  three  per  cent,  manuscript  bonds  under  Chap- 
ter 4947.  Acts  of  1901 ;  four  hundred  and  thirty  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty -three  dollars  have  been  paid  by 
the  State  from  the  Indian  War  Claims  Fund  under  the 
provisions  qf  Chapter  5118,  Acts  of  1903;  and  one  bond, 
!No.  786,  for  one  hundfcd  dollars,  which  was  held  by  an 
individual  and  not  presented  for  payment  in  time  to  be 
included  in  the  above  adjustment,  was,  when  presented, 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  and  is  now  held  by  him  as  cash 
pending  future  legislative  action.  This  accounts  for  the 
entire  1925,000.00  of  !^lorida  State  six  per  cent,  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  1937,  Acts  of  1873. 

SINKING  FUND  OF  1873. 

The  Act  of  February  21,  1873,  under  which  the  six  per 
cent,  bonds  of  the  State  were  issued,  required  the  colie*- 
tion  of  a  special  tax  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds, 
and  also  the  ci^eation  of  a  Sinking  Fund,  known  as  the 
Sinking  Fund  of  1873,  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  at 
their  maturity,  January  1,  1903.  The  collection  of  this 
special  tax  has  been  suspended  by  law  since  1879.  With 
the  receipts  from  the  said  Sinking  Fund  tax  there  were 
bought  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  two  hundred  dol- 
lars of  said  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  1873,  with  semi-annual 
interest  couimns  attached  thereto.  All  of  said  bonds  and 
coupons  in  the  Sinking  Fund  of  1873  were  canceled,  and 
on  December  20,  1001,  all  of  them  were  totally  destroyed 
by  burning  as  required  by  Chapter  4947,  Acts  of    1901.

One  hundred  and  forty  of  said  bonds  were  of  -  the  face 
value  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  each  of  them  had 
attached  to  it  senii-anmial  interest  coupons  numbered 
thirty-two  to  sixty,  both  inclusive,  making  four  thousand 
and  sixty  coupons  of  the  value  of  thirty  dollars  each. 
Two  hundred  and  two  of  the  said  bonds  were  for  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  and  each  of  these  had  attached  to  it 
semi-annual  interest  coupons  numbered  thirty-tw^o  to  six- 
ty, both  inclusive,  raakinfl:  five  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  coupons  of  the  value  of  three  dollars  each. 

Certificates  in  duplicate  containing  a  list  of  all  the 
bonds  and  coupons  so  destroyed  by  burning,  giving  the 
numbers,  amount  and  date  of  maturity,  of  each  and  every 
bond  and  the  number  and  value  of  the  coupons  attached 
thereto,  and  stating  how,  when  and  where  tlie  same  were 
destroyed,  were  mode  by  Governor  W.  S.  Jennings, 
Comptroller  A.  C.  Croom,  Treasurer  W.  Y.  Knott,  and  l»v 
W.  A.  Ilocker  and  J.  B.  Whitfield,  and  filed  with  the 
Comptroller  and  the  Secretarv  of  State,  as  required  bv 
(Miapter  4947,  Acts  of  1901. 

The  Com])troller  has  given  credit  to  the  Treasurer  for 
the  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousajfd  two  hundred  dol- 
lai*s  of  six  per  cent,  bonds  with  coupons  attached  thereto 
so  destroyed  and  they  Avill  not  appear  hereafter  in  the 
reports  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State. 

STATE  SCHOOL  FUND  INVESTMENTS. 

The  laws  of  Florida  limit  the  State  Board  of  Education 
in  investing  moneys  belonging  to  the  Principal  of  the 
State  School  Fund  to  the  purchase  of  United  States  or 
State  bonds,  all  of  which  are  high-priced  and  continually 
fluctuating  in  value.  Tn  order,  therefore,  to  protect  the 
fund,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  the  utmost  caution  and 
business  prudence  in  making  these  investments. 

The  additions  to  the  Principal  of  the  State  School 
Fund  during  the  year  have  been  from  the  sale  of  school 
lands,  from  the  receipt  of  ^88,362.11,  under  Chapter  5117, 
Acts  of  1903,  from  the  Indian  War  Claims  Fund,  the  same 
being  the  amount  due  the  State  of  Florida  for  five  per 
cent,  of  land  sales  in  the  State  under  an  Act  of  Congress 
approved  March  3,  1845,  but  withheld  from  the  State 
until  the  settlement  was  effected  of  the  mutual  claims 
betvrpon  the  United  StiUes  and  the  State  of  Florida  under

an  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  27,  1902,  and  from  the 
redemption  of  Florida  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  issue  of 
1873  held  by  this  fund,  in  pursuance  of  Chapter  5118, 
Acts  of  1903,  the  bonds  so  jiaid  and  redeemed  aggregating 
f281,933,00,  all  of  which  matured  January  1,  1903. 

All  of  the  items  of  receipts  in  the  State  School  Fund 
PrinC'ipal  are  shown  in  tabular  form  on  pages  28  and  29 
of  this  report  under  the  head  of  '^Principal  of  State 
School  Fund,  Receipts  in  1903,"  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  receipts  during  the  year,  including  the  bal- 
ance of  $2,000.02  on  hand  January  1,  1903,  aggregated 
f  401,575 .21. 

Owing  to  the  fluctuation  in  prices  in  an  unsettled  mar- 
ket, such  as  existed  during,  the  year  and  the  narrow  scope 
within  which  it  was  necessary  to  confine  all  investments 
for  this  fund,  much  care  was  required  to  make  judicious 
purchases.  The  larger  part  of  the  receipts  dicl  not  come 
in  and  were  not  available  for  investment  until  the  latter 
half  of  1903,  and  during  that  ])eriod  the  State  Board  of 
Education  purchased  over  f400,000  of  the  bonds  of  dif- 
ferent States  for  the  State  School  Fund  at  the  lowest 
market  prices.  For  some  time  before  the  end  of  the  year 
1903  the  prices  of  the  bonds  required  by  the  statute  as  in- 
vestments had  advanced  to  such  an  extent  that  the  State 
Board  of  Education  did  not  feel  justified  in  hastily  in- 
vesting the  entire  balance  under  the  conditions  existing* 
during  the  latter  part  of  1903 ;  hence,  at  the  close  of  the 
year  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  State  School  Fund 
Principal  was  ^58,495.93,  a  considerable  portion  of  which 
bad  been  received  from  land  sales  during  the  month  of 
December,  1903.  This  balance,  and  the  additions  which 
are  being  made  to  the  fund  every  month  from  the  sale  of 
school  lands,  is  being  invested  as  the  law  directs  as 
rapidly  as  the  bonds  can  be  purchased  at  a  satisfactory 
price. 

RECEIPTS  BY  STATE  SCHOOL  FUND  FROM' 

UNITED  STATES  ON  ACCOUNT  5  PER 

CENT  OF  LAND  SALES. 

Under  the  nrovisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3,  1845,  the  State  of  Florida  is  entitled  to  receive 
for  school  purposes  five  per  cent,  of  all  sales  of  United 
States  lands  in  the  State.  For  many  ye«rs  past  the 
amounts  thus  due  the  State  have  been  withheld  from  the 
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State  by  the  offieials  of  the  United  States  pending  an  ad- 
justment of  the  mutual  claims  between  the  United  States 
and  the  State  of  Florida  growing  out  of  expenses  incur- 
red in  suppressing  Indian  hostilities  in  Florida  prior  to 
18G0,  and  the  ]mrchase  by  the  United  States  for  the  In- 
dian Trust  Fund  of  bonds  of  the  State  of  Florida  issued 
in  1857  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses above  mentioned — which  bonds  have  not  been  paid. 
These  mutual  claims  between  the  United  States  and  the 
State  of  Florida  were  adjusted  and  settled  under  the- 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  27,  1902, 
and  in  that  settlement  the  amounts  withheld  from  the 
State,  as  stated  above,  aggregating  |88,362.11,  were  paid 
to  the  State,  and  under  Chapter  5117,  Acts  of  1903,  the 
said  amount  was  paid  into  the  Principal  of  the  State 
School  Fund,  as  shown  in  this  report. 

On  March  7,  1903,  there  was  received  by  the  Governor 
from  the  United  States  a  Treasury  warrant  for  fl54.73, 
covering  5  per  cent  of  the  sales  of  United  States  lands  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  3902,  which  amount  was  not  in- 
cluded in  the  settlement  aforesaid.  This  tl54.73  was  paid 
into  the  Principal  of  the  State  School  Fund,  as  shown 
on  i>age  28  of  this  report.  Hereafter  the  State  should 
receive  annually  from  the  United  States  the  amounts 
accruing  to  the  State  for  school  purposes  on  this  ac- 
count. 

INDIAN  WAR  CLAIMS  FUND. 

On  pages  5  to  11  of  the  State  Treasurer's  report  for 
1902  there  was  set  out  a  full  statement  of  the  settlement 
of  the  mutual  account  between  the  State  of  Florida  and 
the  T'nited  States  for  expenditures  made  by  the  State  in 
suppressing:  Indian  hostilities  in  Florida  prior  to  1860, 
under  which  settlement  the  sum  of  1^692,946.00  was  paid 
by  the  T'nited  States  to  this  State  and  held  in  the  Treas- 
ury as  thV  Indian  War  Claims  Fund.  In  this  report — 
pages  27  and  2S,  will  be  found  a  complete  statement  of 
nil  disbursements  made  from  the  Indian  War  Claiflis 
Fund  in  pursuance  of  the  several  acts  ])assed  by  the  Jjeff- 
isjature  of  VM)^  making  appro])riations  theiH?from. 
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INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  one  insurance  company  withdrew  from 
the  State,  while  nine  new  companies  entered  the  State. 

The  State  received  during  the  year  1903,  through  li- 
censes and  commissions  on  premiums  collected  in  the 
Treasurer's  office,  from  insurance  and  surety  companies 
doing  business  in  the  State:

This  is  an  increase  of  f8,678.35  over  the  collections  in 
1902. 

While  there  are  several  Surety  Companies  authorized 
to  do  commercial  business  in  this  State  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  to  become  sureties  on 
bonds  given  in  judicial  proceedings  under  Chapter  4572, 
Acts  of  1897,  not  one  has  qualified  to  become  surety  upon 
the  bonds  of  city,  county  or  State  oflficers  under  Chapter 
4671.  Acts  of  1899.  A  list  of  the  Insurance  and  Surety 
Companies  authorized  to  do  business  in  Florida,  with  a 
Bummarized  statement  of  their  transactions  and  financial 
condition,  will  be  found  in  an  appendix.

SIR — In  compliance  with  law  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
niit  this,  my  official  report  of  the  transactions  of  this  office 
for  the  period  beginning  January  1st,  1904,  and  ending 
December  3l8t,  1904. 

It  is  appropriate  that  I  should  take  this  occasion  to 
direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  report,  taken  in  con- 
nection and  comparison  with  the  annual  reports  of  this 
office  for  former  years,  will  show  a  marked  increase  in 
receipts  into  the  general  revenue  fund  from  sources  other 
than  direct  taxation,  the  result  of  which  has  been  to  main- 
tain a  sufficient  balance  to  meet  all  appropriations,  even 
with  the  remarkably  low  tax  rate  for  general  revenue  pur- 
poses. The  operation  of  the  License  Law^  of  1903  and  the 
Tax  f'ertificate  Law  of  1001  have  proved  very  beneficial  to 
the  State  and  counties,  and  have  relieved  to  a  great  degree 
the  burdens  on  tax-payers.  Thus  the  spirit  and  intent  of 
our  laws  has  been  fully  carried  out,  and  greater  equaliza- 
tion of  the  burdens  of  taxation  has  been  secured. 

There  have  been  marked  increases  in  receipts  from  in- 
surance company  taxes,  from  corporation  charter  taxes, 
and  from  the  sale  of  fertilizer  stamps.  The  gi-eat  increase 
in  recejr  ts  in  the  ITire  of  State  Convicts  Fund  during 
Your  Excellency's  administration  has  been  a  signal  benefit 
to  the  several  counties  of  the  State. 

SECFRITY  FOR  STATE  DEPOSITS. 

To  secure  the  State  funds  deposited  in  banks  under 
Chapter  4r)86,  Acts  of  1807,  the  Treasurer  holds  bonds  of 
the  Ignited  States,  bonds  of  other  States,    and  bonds  of 
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counties  and  cities  in  this  State,  belonging  to  the  hanks 
of  deposit,  of  the  face  value  of  $421,500.00,  all  of  which 
have  been  approved  b}'  the  Governor,  Comptroller  and 
Tiensurer,  as  provided  by  said  Act.  The  interest  on  these 
deposits  collected  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  State  in  1904 
amounted  to  ?9,6Gn.65,  as  shown  in  the  statement  of  Gen- 
eral Kevcnne  receipts.  This  is  an  increase  over  the 
amount  paid  by  banks  for  interest  on  State  deposits  for 
any  year  previous  to  1902,  but  is  less  than  the  amounts 
for  either  of  the  years  1902  or  1903.  This  is  explained  by 
the  fact  that  during  the  yeara  1902  and  1903  the  amounts 
collected  on  Indian  War. Claims  largely  increased  the 
funds  on  hand  which  bore  interest  until  disbursed  under 
the  Acts  of  1903.

INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  2  Fire  and  2  Miscellaneous  Insurance 
Companies  withdrew  from  the  State,  while  6  Fire,  2  Life, 
2  Miscellaneous  and  5  Sick  and  Funeral  Benetit  Compa- 
nies entered  for  business.

Colleges,  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  the  School  for 
the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  all  other  expenses  author- 
ized by  law.  The  payments  which  will  be  made  in  Jan- 
uary, 1905,  from  the  Genera '»  Revenue  Fund,  on  account  of 
above  items,  will  perhaps  exceed  ?125,000.00,  which  will 
materially  reduce  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  that  Fund 
at  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1904.
